With    the    exception    of    Miller,    who 
was  badly  burned  in  the  thigh,  the  in^ 
juries  were  confl.ied  to  the  men's  heads 
and  faces. 

Comrades  of  the  injured  men  threw 
buckets  of  water  ov.r  them  to  extin- 
guish  the  blaze.  It  is  not  thought  that 
any  of  the  burned  men  will  die.  iiul 
all   will  l)e  disfigured. 

The  explosion  occurred  just  as  the 
men  had  arrived  at  the  top  of  the 
stairs  leading  from  the  basement.  It 
is  believed  that  the  powder  was  ignited 
by  a  spark  from  a  cigarette  which  a 
soldier  was  smoking.

She  Is  Expected  to  Reach   Hampton 
Roads  Next  Sunday. 

Washington,  Nov.  1.— The  navy  de- 
partment is  under  no  apprehension

■I  drew  the  bill  (S.  p.  586)  to  annul 
the  Biermann  <leed.  Auditor  Dunn 
favored  the  bill.  Senator  Oreer  in- 
troduced it." 

Such  is  the  frank  and  concise  state- 
ment of  the  Great  Northerns  venerable 
land  grrant  spetMal  counsel.  Judge  Camp- 
bell, when  interv:.nvp<l  at  his  home  in 
Wabasha  reffardin^  the  authorshij*  of 
the  bill  to  annul  the  Biermann  deed  of 
-.l.ot>0  acres  of  state  swamp  lands,  coin- 
I'leting  that  company's  grant.  Judge 
I'ampbell  i-oritiniied: 

"Our  general  counsel.  Mr.  Grover. 
drew  the  original  bill,  whiih  called  f.»r 
a  commission  of  three,  consisting  of 
Governor  Cloujrh.  Auditor  Dunn  and 
the  attorney  general,  to  constitute  a 
commission  to  adjust  the  dispute  be- 
tween the  Great  Northern  and  the  state 
regarding  this  deed  and  grant.

'"He  favore^l  the  substitute  bill.  It 
Was  his  idea.

He  want- 
ed the  legislature  to  take  the  resp(»nsi- 
bihty  of  annulling  the  deed,  rather  than 
take  it  upon  himself  as  a  member  of 
the  commission. 

"The  Times  report«'d  the  faets  at  the 
time."  continued  the  judge,  "and  the 
Times'  report  was  substantially  ae-ur- 
aie.  Of  course,  the  Times  was  not  in 
favor  of  knockinK  out  the  Hiermann 
deed  and  giving  the  Great  Northern  a 
better  selection  of  state  lands,  and  so 
did  not  print  all  we  had  to  say  in  favor 
c»t  doing  that.  But  what  it  said  was 
about  right.  Its  report  did  not  vary 
muih  from  the  proceedings  us  they  oc- 
curred in  the  senate  eommittee  on  pub- 
lic lands,  where  Dunn  and  I  argued  for 
the  bill.  The  paper  was  very  fair,  con- 
sidering Its  views  in  regard  to  the 
merits  of  our  ca.se." 

Jud^'o  Campbell  then  rt  gressed  to  t.- 
ter  a  little  into  the  history  of  Auditor 
Biermann's  selection  and  deed  of  l^'M. 
which  the  Great  Northern  is  now  so 
anxious  to  see  undone. 

"You    see    the    Craig   bill    of    1S93   re- 
quired that  each   railroad  should  com- 
plete its  selections  of  swamp  lands  un- 
der the  terms  of  its  grant,  within      two 
years.        It    had    always    been    the    cu.s- 
tom  for  the  railroad  company  to  make 
its  own  selections.      Our  folks  put  into 
the    field    experts    to    examine        state 
lands  and   make  selections  to  fill       the 
swamp   land   grant,  ami  at  an  expense 
of  something  like  $10,000.       Now.       the 
.special  act  of  1S69.  under  which  we  were 
making    our    selections,    did    not    state 
■whether  we  or  the  state  should   make 
the  selections.       The  supreme  court   in 
18S>0  decided  that  in  that  case  the  state, 
and  not  the  company,  should  make  the 
selections.       We  followed  custom,  how- 
»^ver.  and  put  in  our  selections,  which 
Biermann   turned  down. 

BIERMANN  nSKD  HI.S  POWER. 
".Sam  HMl  and  Benton  went  to  Bier- 
mann with  our  .selectionse,  but  it  was  no 
u.'«e.  Biermann  was  obstinate.  He  was 
partially  ri.ght  and  part  wiong^.  He  was 
legally  right.  He  had  the  power  to 
make  the  selection  to  fill  the  grant. 
I'nder  the  decision  of  the  supreme 
court.  Biermann  was  I'robablv  i  isht  in 
exercising  his  power  ti»  make  the  se- 
lection himself.  But  we  hold  that  he  was 
wrong  in  giving  us  so  much  worthless 
land.  General  Solicitor  Grover,  how- 
ever, holds  that  Biermann  and  the 
court  were  wrong.  He  does,  not  admit 
that  the  state  had  any  right  in  the 
matter  to  make  the  selection.  When 
Braden  was  audito^r.  he  always  left  the 
right  of  making  selection  to  the  rail- 
road company." 

Such  is  the  version  of      the      Great 
Northern's  land  grant  attorney,  who  at 
least  is  a  frank  and  candid  gentleman, 
inclined    to    state    the    facts,     whether 
they  help  his  <a.se  or  not.       It  appears 
from    the    above    that    the    Kepubiican 
auditor.    Biaden.    was    in    the    habit    of 
allowing  the  railroad  company  to  make 
its  own  selections,  notwithstanding  the 
fact    that   the  company's   granting  act 
gave  the  company  no  such  right.       It 
appears  that  the  supreme  court  in  1S90 
explicitly    decided    that    the    company 
could   not   legally   make   its  own   selec- 
tions of  state   lands.       It   appears   that 
Mr.  Biermann.  the  Democratic  people's 
auditor,    followed    the    decision    of    the 
court.      And.  finally,  that  his  successor. 
R.  C.  Dunn,  co-operates  with  the  rail- 
road company   to  annul   the  action   of 
the  state  and  give  to  the  Great  North- 
em    rights    which    its   charter  does   not 
grant. 

SENATOR!  GREER'S  VERSION. 
Senator  Allan  J.  Greer  of  Lake  City 
who  introduced  the  bill,  was  likewise 
Interviewed  by  the  Times.  Mr.  Gre-r 
recalled  the  circumstances,  and  like- 
wise the  Times'  report,  which  in  the 
main,  he  agreed,  was  substantiallv  cor- 
rect.  Mr.  Greer  denied  bei.ijr  interest- 
ed i/i  the  bill,  either  at  that  time  or 
now.  or  being  in  favor  of  it.  He  did 
not  look  upon  it  as  a  popular  measur-. 
or  one  which  he  cared  to  father.  He 
had  introduced  it  simply  liecause  asked 
to  do  so  by  one  of  his  constituent«i 
Judge  Campbell.  He  felt  relieved  to 
know  that  Judge  Campbell  admitted 
having  drawn  the  bill  himself. 

Senator  Greer  dictated  the  following 
statement: 

"I  introduced  the  bill  (S.  F.  586)  by 
request.  I  think  it  was  marked  'bj. 
request.'  It  was  not  a  bill  in  which  I 
was  interested  or  had  any  hand  ir» 
*lrawing.  It  was  handed  to  me  by  a. 
gentleman  in  my  district.  Judge  Camp- 
hell,  of  Wabasha.  He  is  one  of  my 
constituents  in  the  next  town,  and  1 
introduced  the  bill  as  I  would  aiiv 
other  handed  to  me  by  a  citizen  of  m> 
district. 

■  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the   sen- 
fiXe   land  committee    when    it    was   dls* 


ernor  to  get  his  con.sent  to  introduce 
it.  or  l)e  both^'red  with  it.  and  the  bii\ 
was  never  heard   of  afterward." 

It    thus   appears    that    Senator    Greei 
takes    a    position      radically      different 
from  Auditor  Dunn   in   this  particular 
that    Dunn    in    his   recent    letter  argue>. 
strongly    for    the    bill,    while    Greer    i.': 
anxious    to    be    relieved    from    all    op- 
prol)rlum  and  responsibility  in  the  mat- 
ter of  beinsr  at  all  connected   with  it. 
SENATOR    McHALK    TALKS. 
Senator   James    J.    McHale.    the    vet- 
eran legislator  of  the  citv  of  Shakopee 
recalled    the    bill   and    its   history    quite 
vividly   and   gave   the   Times   an    int-r~ 
esting   recital.     Senator   McHale    was   ;i 
member    of    the    senate    ommittee    on 
public   lands,  before   which  the  h-arin.-? 
was  had  at   the  time   Dunn  and   Camp- 
bell   appeared    with    the    arguments    i.-i 
the   bill's   advocacy.      McHale's    impres. 
sions  in  regard  to  the  merits  of  the  bill 
ar^'  decidedly  against   the  measure. 

"From  my  knovledg"  of  that  sen- 
ate," said  the  senator,  "it  would  not 
have  taken  that  body  long  to  have  dis- 
pensed of  the  proposition  and  put  a 
quietus  on  it,  if  they  had  been  given  ari 
opportunity.  If  it  had  not  been  made 
to  appear  that  the  lands  granted  to 
the  Great  Northern  in  the  Biermarr. 
deed  were  valueless,  the  bill  would 
have  received  little  attention  at  thr 
hands  of  the  committee.  Dunn's  state- 
ment brought  out  in  the  committee 
however,  showed  that  the  lands  were 
of  some  value  and  needed  protection 
from   trespassers. 

"In  view  of  the  liberal  concessions 
already  made  by  the  state  to  the  rail- 
roatls.  the  people  are  not  disposed  to 
give  the  railroads  any  more  lands  thai, 
they  have  already  received."  continued 
Senator  McHale.  "Biermann  did  right 
in  making  the  selection  for  the  state 
and  filling  the  grant.  He  acted  undei 
author! t.v  of  the  supreme  court.  Th** 
Craig  bill  which  required  the  prompt 
filling  of  grants  was  a  good  measure. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  railroads^ 
should  be  allowed  to  select  the  cream 
of  the  state  lands,  while  the  people  are 
lying  around  asleep." 

'TWAS  •DINNS  BILL." 
Senator  McHale  rwalls  how  Camp- 
bell gave  it  away  that  the  substitute 
bill  to  annul  th?  <Jccd  was  "Dunns 
idea."  and  that  Campb<'ll  referred  it 
to  the  committee  as  the  "Dunn  substi- 
tute." He  also  recalls  how  Dunn  in  li-s 
argument  for  the  bill  referred  tt>  th-^ 
271.000  acres  in  the  Biermann  deed  to 
the  Great  Northern  as  "no  man's  land.  ' 
To  this  position  of  the  state  auditor. 
Senator    McHale    radically    d?mui-s. 

"They  were  legally  selected."  savs 
he.  "and  they  were  legally  <ieed?-d  to 
the  Great  Northern  by  the  state. 
Either  the  Great  Northern  owns  this 
land,  or  It  has  no  rights  what-^ver  in 
the  grant  voted  to  it  l)y  the  act  of 
1889." 

Speakin.g  of  the  Times'  report  of  the 

case    during    the   1S97    session.    Senator 

McHale  pronounces  it  a   fully  fair  and 

faithful  report.     The  senator  also  coin« 

mended    the    frankness    and    candor    of 

Judge    Campbell    in    surrendering    all 

legal    claims    and     granting    that    the 

Great   Northerns  case   was  simply  one 

of  charity  in  ihe  selection  of  the  land.**. 

As    regards    the    attitude    of    Auditor 

Dunn    in    the    matter.    Senator    McHale 

recalled    how    Dunn    opposed    the    Bie'-- 

mann    deed    and    favored    the    hill      to 

annul,    and    still    favors    it.     Taking    up 

the  merits  of  the  proposition  to  annul 

the    Belrmann    deed.    Senator    McHale 

said  :

ment  at  the  assumption  and  cheek  of 
the  proposition  that  I  did  <iot  say 
much.  I  was  inclined  to  give-  them 
plenty  of  rope.

W'hen  that  hearing  was  ovei- 
they  folded  their  tents  like  .\ralta  and 
silently  stole  away.

Xow.  take  a  look  at  an  object  les.'5.>n 
and  .see  whether  in  truth  and  fact  the 
Kepublican  currency  .scheme,  known  as 
the  McCleary  bill,  is  "for  the  relief  of 
the  treasury  of  the  Cnited  States" 
rather  than  for  the  advantage  of  ihe 
national  bank.s.

That  same  hank  then  takes  $40,000  in 
Cnited  States  interest  hearing  binds 
and  deposits  the  same,  receiving  in  ex- 
change therefor  $40,000  in  national  hank 
notes,  according  to  the  second  provi- 
sion. 

Having  done  this  that  same  hank 
takes  advantage  of  the  third  provision 
and  obtains,  without  the  deposit  of  any- 
thing, $40,000  in  national  currency  notes. 
This  makes  an  aggregate  of  $120,000 
which  this  bank  has  secured  for  its  fu'd 
and  free  use.  which  is  $i'0.000  more  than 
its  paid  up  capital,  and  which  is  $40,000 
more  than  :he  bank  has  invested  in  or- 
der to  t»btain  this  unusual  privilege. 

It  must  l)e  remembered  also  that  the 
.$40,000  in  United  States  bonds  which  the 
bank  has  deposited  as  aforesaid  are 
drawing  interest,  no:  to  the  govern- 
ment, but  for  the  benefit  of  the  bank. 
Add  that  $40,000  to  the  $120,000  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  bank  has  $160,000 
.  n  which  it  is  drawing  inierest.  while  it 
has  invested  only  $S0,00O.  or  one-half  of 
that  sum.  in  order  to  obtain  that  ex- 
traordinary privilege. 

And  yet  these  champions  of  the  single 
gold  standard,  these  champions  of  the 
Kepublican  currency  .scheme,  known  as 
the  McCleary  'olil.  have  :he  assurance 
to  .say  that  they  art-  for  a  "sound  finan- 
cial system." 

They  have  the  as.surance  tt>  charge 
the  bimetallists  with  l^eing  the  advo- 
cates of  wild-cat  money  and  "50-cent 
dollars."  while  at  the  same  time  they  in- 
dorse a  measure  that  proposes  to  give 
to  the  banker  who  will  invest  $80,000  in 
money  the  sum  of  $160,000  upon  which 
that  banker  may  draw  interest. 

The  thoughtful  consideration  of  every

KO   GREATKK  IS.SUE  THAN   THI.S. 

The  Xews  Tribune  .«;ays  "the  so-called 
McCleary  bill  is  not.  and  may  never  be. 
before  congress,  and  is  no  more  an  issue 
in  this  campaign  than  a  resolution  for 
the  constructing  of  the  Nicaragua 
canal."  The  Xews  Tribune  is  either 
densely  ignorant  or  deliberately  at- 
tempting to  deceive  its  readers.  The 
McCleary  bill  is  before  congress.  It  is  on 
the  house  calendar,  ready  to  be  taken 
up  when  the  Wall  street  banking  trust 
gives  the  word  to  Czar  Reed,  it  having 
been  favorably  reported  by  the  Kepub- 
lican majority  of  the  committee,  of 
-which  Mr.  McCleary  is  a  momljer.  And 
Page  Morris  has  stated  that  he  is  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and 
will  vote  f.ir  it,  if  given  the  oppor- 
tunity. 

It  is  an  issue  in  this  campaign.  The 
Chicago  Times-Herald  is  the  recognized 
organ  of  the  McKinley  administration, 
and  during  the  campaign  of  1896  was 
known  as  Mr.  McKinley's  personal  or- 
gan. Last  Friday,  in  an  editorial  com- 
menting on  the  McCleary  bill,  the 
Times-Heraid  said:  "No  greater  issue 
is  before  the  people."  How  absurd  for  a 
little  Republican  organ  like  the  Xews 
Tribune  to  claim  that  it  is  not  an 
issue,  when  the  leading  organ  of  the 
party  in  the  West  says  there  is  no 
greater  issue. 

It  is  -surprising  that  any  candidate 
for  congress  has  the  temerity  to  say.  a.s 
Page  Morris  has  done,  that  he  is  in 
favor  of  this  infamous  measure.  A 
careful  study  of  its  provisions  sh:>ws 
that  it  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
pieces  of  legislation  ever  proposed  in 
this  country.  Under  the  terms  of  this 
bill  the  paper  money  of  the  government 
is  to  be  issued  through  the  national 
banks.  Three  forms  of  notes  are  pro- 
vided, and  banks  may  take  advantage 
of  this  provision  in  the  following  order: 
In  the  first  place  a  national  bank  may 
deposit  with  the  United  States  treasury 
United  States  notes  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  its  paid  up  capital,  and  that 
bank  will  then  receive  in  exchange 
therefor  an  equal  amount  of  "national 
reserve  notes." 

After  doing  this  the  national  banks 
may  deposit  United  States  bonds  and 
receive  therefor  what  are  called  "na- 
tional bank  notes,"  equal  in  amount  lo 
the  par  value  of  the  bonds  so  deposited. 
After  having  taken  advantage  of  these 
two  privileges  the  national  bank  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  and  issue  what  is 
called  "national  currency  notes"  in 
amount  not  exceeding  40  per  centum  of 
the  paid  up  capital  of  the  bank.  The 
bank  is  entitled  to  issue  those  -national 
currency  notes"  without  depositing 
an>  thing  as  securi-ty  therefor,  and  in  ex- 
change for  the  privilege  of  issuing  these 
"national  currency  notes"  the  bank 
gives  to  the  government  a  "paramount 
lien"  on  all  the  bank  issues,  which,  of 


GOVKRN.-MEXT  OWNKKSUIP. 

The  people  of  the  I'nited  States  now 
own  and  operate  a  telegraph  line,  the 
first  one  ever  owned  and  operated  by 
them.  It  is  in  Porto  Kico  and  was 
constructed  by  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment previous  to  the  war.  It  came 
Nvith  the  rest  of  that  government's 
property  into  possession  of  the  United 
States  when  the  island  was  formally 
turned  over.  The  line  is  300  miles  in 
length.  Part  of  it  was  destroyed  dur- 
ing the  war,  but  it  has  since  been  re- 
built by  the  signal  corps  of  our  army 
which  has  now  charge  of  it  and  oper- 
ates it  over  the  whole  island.  About 
100  men  of  the  signal  service  are  em- 
ployed in  the  work. 

For   the   time   being   the    line,    which 
is  the  only  one  on  the  island,  is  under 
control    of    the    war    department    until 
congress   makes   further  disposition   of 
it.       Here  is  a  splendid  chance,  as   the 
Denver  Post  says,   for  the  government 
lo  put  to  practical  test  the  recommend- 
ations made  by  former  ixistmaster  gen- 
erals for  the  ownership  and  control  of 
the    telegraph    service   by    the   govern- 
ment.      This  Porto   Rican    line  is       al- 
ready the  property  of  the  government 
and  all  that  congress  has  to  do  is  tc 
turn  it  over  to  the  postal  service  and 
let  it  be  operated  by  the  posioffice  de- 
partment in  conjunction  With  the  mail 
service.       In  this  way  the  country  will 
have   the    beginning   of   a    postal    tele- 
graph service  such  as  has  existed   for 
years  in  Europe  and  the  service  Itself 
will    demonstrate    its    benefits    to    the 
pul>lic.        It    will    demonstrate    the    ad- 
visability of  extending  the  postal  tele- 
graph service  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  l-nited  States.

iliaarmament  and  the  ad.iption  of  ar'oi-

tional disputes.     Such    generous    prize.^ 
would  draw  to  a  consideration  of     the 
subject   the  best   falent   to   be  found   in 
the   civilized    world,    would   attract   at- 
rention  and  lead   to    public   discussion, 
and   finally   would   provide   for  a    wide 
distribution  and     reading     of     the  prize 
essays.

CAPT,  CARTER'S  CA.SE. 

What  will  the  president  do  with  he 
ca^-e  of  Capt.  Oberlin  M.  Carter  of  the 
United  States  engineer  corps,  who  has 
been  convicted  by  court-martial  of  fla- 
grant frauds  in  supervising  the  con- 
struction of  the  harbor  at  Savannah. 
The  engineer  corps,  to  its  credit  be  it 
said,  has  been  very  free  from  scandals 
of  this  character.  The  members  of 
the  corps  have  conducted  vast  im- 
provements on  behalf  of  the  govern- 
ment and  have  supervised  the  expendi- 
ture of  large  sums  of  money,  and  rarely 
has  there  been  a  case  of  wrongdoing. 
The  confidence  which  the  government 
has  reposed  in  these  officers  has  not 
been  abused,  except  in  a  very  few  case.s. 
For  this  reason  the  case  of  Capt.  Carter 
has  attracted  much  attention. 

The  alleged  frauds  in  his  case  were 
immense  in  amount  and  were  said  to 
be  committed  by  collusion  with  the  con- 
tractors. The  court-martial  which 
convicted  the  captain  sentenced  him  to 
be  dismissed  from  the  army  and  im- 
prisoned for  a  term  of  years.  Capt. 
Carter  has  relatives  and,  friends  of 
great  wealth,  high  social  standing  and 
strong  political  influence.  The  record 
of  the  court-martial  has  been  fallowed 
by  his  active  advocates  along  all  its 
course — to  the  commanding  officers  by 
whom  it  was  forwarded,  to  the  secre- 
tary of  -war  and  finally  to  the  presi- 
dent. By  the  president's  order  his 
counsel,  contrary  to  the  general  mili- 
tary usage,  have  had  access  to  the  en- 
tire record  at  every  stage  of  the  trial 
and  of  subsequent  proceedings  and 
have  enjoyed  every  advantage  in  efforts 
to  refute  its  findings.  It  is  said  that 
the  verdict  and  judgment  of  the  court- 
martial  have  been  approved  by  all  the 
oflScers  through  whose  hands  the  papers 
have  passed,  including  the  secretary  of 
war.       The  highest  law  offlcers  of  the 


Col.  A.  L.  Hawkins  of  the  Tenth  Penn- 
sylvania regiment,  now  at  Manilla,  writes 
home  that  "this  group  Is  about  the  last 
piece  of  territory  our  country  should  de- 
sire to  acfiuire."  The  ma.ss  of  the  people 
are  about  .is  lit  for  American  citizenship 
as  a  herd  of  cows,  he  says,  and  would  re- 
«iulre  the  maintenance  .>f  a  large  army 
and  navy  there  to  hold  and  govern  them. 
Yet  It  Is  now  propo.sed  that  this  country 
shall  take  all  the  Islands  with  their  mil- 
lions of  savages  and  assume  many  mil- 
lions of  dollars  of  debt. 


The  St.  Paul  superintendent  of  schools 
has  achieved  a  sudden  notoriety  in  a  curi- 
ous way.  In  a  recent  address  to  his  school 
teachers  he  spoke  with  great  contempt  of 
Herbert  Spencer,  saying  that  the  said 
Spencer  was  "an  old  man  In  London  who 
has  built  up  a  system  of  philosophy  which 
will  shortly  be  forgotten."  The  fact  that 
this  remark  is  going  the  rounds  for  the 
amusement  of  the  country  indicates,  as 
the  Springfield  Republican  says,  that 
neither  the  "old  man  in  London"  nor  his 
philosophy  are  quite  dead  yet. 


The  chapters  in  Alfred  Rand  Wallace's 
book.  "The  Wonderful  Century,"  which 
denounces  vaccination  and  are  Intended  to 
I)rove  that  Its  penal  enforcement  is  a 
crime,  are  exciting  much  di.scusslon.

a  day  on  which  Gen.  Chanoine,  minister 
of  war,  would  have  been  absent  at  the 
unveiling  of  a  monument,  and  the  al- 
leged conspirators,  it  is  claimed,  relied 
for  the  success  of  the  coup  upon  the 
reinforcements  brought  to  the  Paris 
garrison  from  the  provinces  which 
ruiniber  nearly  25.000. 

The  Socialists  have  since  then  held 
frequent  meetings  to  protect  their 
liberties,  and  a  vigilance  committee 
was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  "frus- 
trating :he  military  conspiracy  against 
the  republic." 

Gen.  Zurlinden  has  been  conspicu- 
ously c.mnected  with  the  French  army 
for  many  years.  The  disclosure  was 
necessarily  a  great  shock  t.i  his  friends, 
who  dec!aie  that  the  charge  is  a  "for- 
gery."

lie  a  compulsory  half  holiday,  and  all 
employes  of  every  kind  whatever  shall 
be  allowed  the  whole  of  said  forenoon 
for  the  purpose  of  voting."

The    Vote    Will    Not    Reach 

Fifty  Per  Cent  of  Last 

Year's. 


The  Republicans  who  are  congratu- 
lating themselves  so  gleefully  over  the 
great  falling  off  In  the  vote  in  Duluth 
i:s  indit-ated  by  the  completed  registra- 
tion, which  naturally  means  a  decrease 
in  the  large  fusion  majority  in  the  city, 
have  evidently  not  heaid  from  the 
ranges.  As  a  rule  the  vote  of  the  range 
towns  and  mining  settlements  uas 
brought  all  kinds  of  substantial  com- 
fort to  the  Republicans  of  Duluth  be- 
cause the  returns  have  always  been 
large  and  too  frequently  solid  for  the 
Republican  ticket.  This  year  it  will 
be  neither  large  nor  solid  and  the  loss 
to  the  Republicans  there  will  be  much 
greater  than  the  lusionists  will  experi- 
ence because  of  the  light  vote  in  Du- 
luth. 

This  is  the  last  da.v  on  which  voters 
outside  of  the  city  may  register.  There 
have  already  been  two  registration 
days  and  in  the  iuincii)al  Republican 
stionghfilds  on  the  ranges  the  registra- 
tion has  been  discouragingly  small 
from  a  Repul>lican  standpoint.  At 
Ely,  for  instance,  .'J.Sl  names  had  been 
inscribed  on  the  registration  books  up 
to  Saturday  night.  In  \SV{i  the  total 
registration  there  was  1145.  The  vote 
on  congressman  there  was  M<)rri8,  76": 
Towne,  119,  a  majority  tor  Morris  of 
84.S.  There  will  be  some  additions  made 
to  the  list  of  qualified  voters  there  to- 
day, but  a  prominent  Ely  Republican 
informed  a  Herald  reporter  today  that 
the  total  would  certainly  nut  exceed  500. 
There  is  considerable  Republican  oppo- 
sition to  Mr.  Morris  in  Ely  this  year 
and  he  will  not  re<-eive  as  large  a  per- 
centage of  the  total  vote  as  he  did  two 
years  ago.  It  will  not  require  a  very 
expert  mathematician  to  reach  the  ct»n- 
clusion  that  Mr.  Morris'  majority  in 
Ely  next  Tuesday  under  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances  w  111  be  less  than  300. 
At  Soudan  the  total  number  of  voters 
registered  up  to  Saturday  night  was 
just  ."1.50.  This  wiil  also  prove  very 
discouraging  news  to  the  Morris  man- 
agers. In  1S96  Mr.  Morris  receiveil  .575 
votes  there  to  Mr.  Towne's  40.  There 
were  880  v.ttes  registered,  more  than 
double  the  number  on  the  list  this  year 
up  to  date.  Tnder  these  circum- 
stances it  seems  quite  likely  that  the 
old  reliable  Soudan  Republican  major- 
ity will  be  cut  square  i:i  two. 

Similar  lo.sses  in  the  vote  in  all  of  the 
range  pvecinct:^  are  reported.  The  reg- 
istration in  the  village  of  Eveleth.  for 
instance,  is  only  1C6.  while  in  Virginia  it 
is  but  251.  On  the  tstimate  of  a  Re- 
publican candidate  who  has  been  mak- 
ing a  careful  estiniat--  of  the  vote  that 
is  likely  to  be  cast  on  the  ranges  this 
year.  The  Herald  i>r.viicts  that  the  total 
vote  will  not  exieed  '.000.  On  the  Mes- 
aba  range  the  trital  vill  not  be  greater 
than  lS(ti>  and  on  tl  ••  Vermilion  it  will 
not  be  likely  to  exceed  1000.  The  per- 
centage of  loss  will  be  greater  than  in 
the  city  of  Duluth  ;ind  as  the  percent- 
age of  majority  for  Republicans  on  the 
ranges  was  greater  ilian  the  j>ercenta.ire 
ef  majority  of  the  fiisionists  in  the  city 
it  is  plain  to  see  that  the  loss  from  the 
falling  off  of  the  vol.-  In  the  county  will 
bi'  much  greater  to  the  Republicans. 
On  the  whole  the  fusionists  have  rea.son 
to  congratulate  themselves  on  the  light 
vote  that  wiil  be  polled  in  St.  r..ouis 
county  next  Tuesday.

PAYMENT  OF  TAXES. 


Large  Amount  to  Be  Appor- 
tioned In  the  October 
Settlement. 

Yesterday  was  the  last  day  on  which 
taxes  for  1897  could  be  paid  without 
penalty,  and  as  a  conse<iuence  of  that 
fact  there  was  a  steady  run  on  th  • 
treasurer's  oftice  all  day.  It  was  a  run 
to  pay  money  insti-ad  of  to  draw  it. 
however,  and  the  county  is  a  good  deal 
better  off  today  than  it  was  yesterday 
morning  on  that  account.  Now  th' 
treasurer's  force  will  get  to  work  on 
the  November  settlement,  and  in  a 
few  weeks  the  apportionment  to  the 
various  subdivisions  of  the  county  will 
be  made. 

It  is  the  custom  when  taxes  are  naid 
in  a  hurry  this  way  to  spend  the  entire 
time  taking  money  and  making  otit 
receipts,  without  making  any  attempt 
at  keeping  up  the  cash.  There  is  in  tht 
vault  in  the  treasurer's  office  a  soap 
box.  and  it  is  probably  the  most  vai 
uable  soap  box  in  town.  Much  of  the 
money  that  comes  in  is  in  the  form  of 
cj-rtlHed  checks  an<l  postofflce  and  ex- 
press orders.  As  fast  as  the  receipts 
are  made  out  these  valuable  papers  art- 
placed  into  the  soap  box.  together  with 
the  stubs  of  the  receipts,  and  whcm  the 
payments  are  over  the  box  is  hauled 
out  and  the  force  goes  to  work  to  enter 
up  all  the  payments  and  thus  the  box 
is  cleaned  up. 

It  will  therefore  be  several  weeks  be- 
fore it  will  be  known  just  how  much 
the  county  has  received  as  a  result  of 
the  rush  yesterday,  but  enough  is  known 
to  make  sure  that  this  collection  will 
be  the  largest  October  collection  the 
county  has  ever  had,  and  that  when 
it  gets  around  to  the  November  settle- 
ment the  amounts  that  will  go  to  the 
city,  the  school  districts  and  all  of  the 
other  subdivisions  of  the  county  as  well 
as  to  the  county  itself,  will  be  larger 
than  they  have  ever  l>een  before.  I'n- 
til  the  introduction  of  the  law  which 
permits  haif-pnyments  of  taxes  I'n  May 
and  October  the  October  .settlements 
were  always  the  lightest  of  the  year, 
but  with  a  large  part  of  the  taxpayers 
paying  half  their  taxes  now  the  re- 
ceipts will  be  very  much  greater.

Anything    Due    Spain    After 

Balancing  Accounts  Will 

Be  Promptly  Paid. 

Washington,  Nov.  L— While  the  cabi- 
net gave  little"  atentlon  today  to  the 
peace  neg-otiations  at  Paris,  there  is  no 
longer  any  doubt  as  to  the  g:eneral  pur- 
poses of  this  government  to  retain  the 
entire  Philippine  archipelago.  If,  after 
nnal  balancing  of  the  account,  viz:  The 
cost  of  war  to  the  United  States  cm  one 
sicte  and  our  acquisitions  on  the  other 
It  IS  found  that  any  compensation  i.s 
due  the  Spaniards  it  will  be  made  in  a 
lump  sum. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  at  the  time  the 
protocol  was  signed  the  United  States 
did  not  have  and  had  not  since  acquired 
any  part  of  the  Philippine  islands  out- 
.side  of  Manilla  city  and  harbor.  and 
that  the  I'nited  States  has  never  enter- 
tained a  purpose  to  acquire  any  ter- 
ritory by  the  power  of  conquest.  What 
the  Fnited  States  will  insist  upon  is 
that  she  must  be  fully  recompensed  for 
every  dollar  expended  by  her  on  ac- 
count of  the  war  and  in  the  statement 
will  be  included  an  amount  sufficient  to 
cover  all  payments,  present  and  pros- 
pective, on  account  of  the  pensions  in- 
cidental to  the  war. 

N'o  Spanish  bonds  of  any  character  or 
aniount,  other  than  local  or  municipal 
bonds,  will  be  paid  or  assumed  by  this 
government.  The  question  of  the  status 
of  municipal  obligations,  under  circum- 
stances like  the  present,  is  fully  settled 
>y  international  law.  They  must  be 
recognized  as  valid  by  the  conquering 


power,  and  hence  ii  is  assumed  that  th  >

Montauk  Point  was 
not  the  proper  place  for  a  camp  of 
sick  .scddiers  at  this  time  of  the  year 
At  M.jntauk  Point  I  learned  that  the 
L.mg  Island  Railroad  company  had  an 
exclusive  contract  to  haul  the  soldiers 
to  thee  ity.  I  issued  orders  to  all  the 
other  railrcmds  to  <-ome  in  and  help 
take  off  the  sick. 

In  Cuba  medic-al  suppliers  were  woe- 
fully short.  The  medical  officers  said 
they  could  not  get  them.  This  was  es- 
pecially true  at  Sibone>-».  In  going 
over  we  had  enough  medical  supjdies 
but  we  were  cut  down.  Had  trouble  iri 
getting  ambulances  taken  to  Cuba.  We 
got  one  for  each  regiment  and  <uie  for 
each  squadron.  I  think  the  ambu- 
lances I  toc.k  were,  the  only  ones  ashore 
when  the  Rough  Riders'  fight  occurred 
on  June  24: 

When  asked  what  in  his  opinion  was 
the  weakness  in  the  medical  depart- 
ment Gen.  Bates  .said  he  thought  a 
great  mistake  was  made  in  not  send- 
ing medical  oflicers  in  sufficient  num- 
ber with  regiments  ordered  to  the  field 
Additional  transportation  should  have 
been  furnished  for  medical  officers  and 
medical  supplies  and  ambulances  and 
horses. 

By  Dr.  O'Connor:  What  do  you 
think  of  the  propriety  of  allowing  fe- 
male nurses  accompanying  an  army  in- 
to  the   field? 

"I  think  it  would  be  perfectly  proper 
to  have  them  at  large  hospitals,  but  not 
in  regimental  hospitals."  I 

Replying  to  the  leading  question  bv 
Dr.  Connor.  Gen.  Hates  .said  that  with 
modern  arms  danger  in  removing 
wounded  from  the  line  of  fire  was 
greatly  increased,  that  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult for  ambulance  men  and  litt -r 
bearers  to  live  in  the  increased  zone  of 
fire.  In  Cuba  it  was  difficult  to  get 
oatmeal  and  other  delicacies  for  the 
sick.  '' 

"1  think  there  is  not  sufficient  excuse 
for  medical  supplies  l)e;ng  short  in 
Cuba.  Better  preparations  could  have 
been  made  for  transportation.  We  had 
no  way  to  shoe  horses  and  mules.  I 
have  no  recommendations  to  suggest 
as  to  improvement  of  war  department 
regulations  nor  regarding  the  rations. 
The.se  matters  have  been  subject  to  con- 
sideration  of  boaids  and  able  officers 
and  I  do  not  c-are  to  offer  any  opinion." 
Gen.  Bates  was  then  excused.

THE  TOMB  OF  THE  MAHDL 
The  tomb  of  the  mahdi  is  a  stupen- 
dous building,  says  the  Montreal  Wit- 
ness. It  is  treated  as  a  sacred  place, 
and  honor  of  the  mahdi  is  made  a  part 
of  the  religion  of  the  khalifa  and  his 
followers.  It  is  situated  in  Omdur- 
man.  near  the  river  bank,  and  the 
khalifa  had  the  foundation  laid  with 
great  ceremony,  he  turning  the  first  jod 
The  building  is  ;{0  feet  high,  and  square, 
oO  feet  each  way.  The  stone  for  its  con- 
struction was  brought  from  Khartoum. 
Above  the  square  building  ri.ses  a 
hexagonal  wall  15  feet  high,  and  from 
this  a  dome  rises  40  feet,  while  there  are 
four  smaller  domes  on  the  corners  of 
the  main  building.  It  is  furnished 
with  ten  large  arched  windows  and  two 
doors.  In  the  hexagonal  part  are  six 
skylight  windows.  The  whole  is  white- 
washed and  surrounded  by  a  fence  of 
trellis  work.  Directly  beneath  the  dome, 
and  cjcer  the  mahdi's  grave,  a  wooden 
.sarcophagus  is  erected,  covered  with 
black  cloth.  On  the  sides  of  the  wall 
candelabra  are  hung,  and  at  the  end  of 
a  long  chain  from  the  center  of  the 
dome  is  pendant  a  large  chandelier 
taken  from  the  government  palace  in 
Khartoum.  A  tew  yards  from  the 
building  is  a  small  cistern  used  for  ab- 
lutions of  visitors.  It  Is  called  alto- 
gether Kubbet  el  Mahdi— "the  mahdi's

The  M.  E.  Church  to  Call  For 
$20,000,000    For    Im- 
provement Fund. 

Springfield.  Ma.ss..  Nov.  1.— Bishops  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  who 
have  been  holding  their  semi-annual 
conference  in  this  city,  voted  to  call 
for  a  •'twentieth  century  thank  offering" 
of  $J0.O0O.000  from  the  nieml>eis  of  the 
Methodist  ihurch.  The  funds  will  be 
collected  at  intervals  before  Jan.  1.  1901. 
and  the  sum  wanted  is  expected  to  oe 
received  i)y  that  date. 

It  was  voted  to  devote  the  money  to 
the  improvement  of  educational  and 
charitable  institutions  now  maintained 
by  the  Meth.idist  Episcopal  church. 
None  of  it  will  be  used  for  the  e.stab- 
lishment  of  new  institutions. 

The  cail  for  the  fund  will  soon  be 
issued.  It  is  not  intended  to  make  the 
citllections  at  one  statetl  time,  but  to 
make  them  so  gradually  that  they  will 
not  be  a  burden.  The  offering  is  in- 
tended as  an  expression  of  thanks  for 
:he  completion  of  twenty  centuries  o( 
Christianity,  and  will  be  the  ^jreatest 
efturt  of  its  character  ever  undertaken 
by  any  religious  organization. 

The  liishops  are  confident  that  the 
fund  will  i>e  secured.  One  of  them 
.<5a:d  that  the  membership  of  the  Meth- 
odist Epi.«copal  church  is  2.800.000.  and 
that  of  its  Sunday  schools  nearly  equals. 
Contriiiutions  will  be  asked  for  in  all 
quarters  of  the  globe,  where  the  de- 
nominatiim  has  a  memliership.  One  of 
the  bishops  said: 

"The  fund  will  not  seem  s«t  great 
when  it  is  apjireciatcd  ihat  it  is  distri- 
'outed  among  200  educational  institu- 
tions, theological  schooLs  and  colleges, 
and  ai7iong  man\  hundreds  of  chari- 
table  institutions."

Meade  Today. 

Camp  Meade.  I'a..  Nov.  1. — An  elec- 
tion IS  being  held  in  the  Two  Hundred 
and  Second  regiment  today  for  atat;' 
and  district  ofllc.'rs.  The  Two  Hun- 
dred and  Fir'-t  will  vote  to- 
morrow  and  Two  Hundred  and  Third 
on  Thursday.  Polls  were  opened  at  S 
o'cliM  k  this  morning  in  the  Two  Hun. 
dred  and  .'?e<i>nd's  camp  and  four  in. 
spectors  chosen  by  each  company  to 
conduct  the  election.  Maj.  Gen.  <t  W. 
Holibs.  representing  the  New  York  sec.

NOT  FOR  OBSIRICTION. 

Manager  Grace  Outlines  the  Plans  of 
the  New  Syndicate. 

New  York.  Nov.  l.-William  R.  Grace 
denied  emphatically  that  the  Nicarag- 
uan ship  canal  syndicate  in  which  he 
is  Interested  and  which  is  represented 
by  Kdward  Cragin.  of  Chicago,  and 
Kdward  Eyre,  of  New  York,  had  lieen 
or  was  going  to  be  dissolved. 

Mr.  Grace  authorized  the  statement 
what  a  new  syndicate  would  be  formed 
for  th-  purjMjse  of  building  the  canal 
This  company,  he  .said,  would  have 
ample  financial  backing  but  he  did  not 
care  to  give  the  names  of  the  stockhold. 
ers  at  present.  Mr.  Grace  will  be  at 
the  head  of  the  new  corporation.  He 
said: 

"1  believe  that  this  concession  is  a 
liberal  one.  You  may  .say  that  this  con- 
c.ncession  has  not  been  obtained  for 
obstructive  purposes,  nor  will  a  com- 
pany be  formed  to  combat  any  oth-h 
interest.  The  main  question  is  to  build 
the  canal,  not  to  engage  in  tedioua 
discussions  or  litigations  with  others.- 

In  the  new  concession  the  Nicaragua.n 
government  agrees  to  make  a  claim  for 
a  portion  of  the  profits  of  the  sliip 
canal  for  a  period  of  199  years.  After 
that  period  the  government  will  be 
entitled  to  one-half  of  the  rec9ipts  of 
the  canal.  The  holders  of  this  conces. 
sion  are  to  be  allowed  to  iMjlice  and 
control  the  district  through  which  th- 
canal  is  to  be  built.  The  concession 
also  provides  that  the  new  company 
must  begin  with  its  wo-  k  of  construction 
within  six  months  after  the  expiratlo:» 
of  the  Maritime  Canal  company's  con- 
cession. 

President  Hiram  Hitchcock,  of  th>^ 
Maritime  Canal  company  of  Nicaragua 
was  asked  if  the  concesion  held  by  his 
company  had  been  abrogated  or  de- 
clared voi  dfor  any  cause  by  the  Nic- 
araguan government.  He  replied:  "We 
have  no  information  that  the  Nicarag- 
uan government  has  done  anything  of 
the  kind.  The  Maritime  company  holds 
concessions  from  the  Nicaraguan  and 
Costa  Illcan  governments.  The  con- 
cession dates  from  Oct.  1.  1889.  for  te:\ 
years  and  it  has  a  provision  providin,? 
for  its  extension.  I  'do  not  believe  il 
possible  for  any  combination  to  sue- 
oessfully  oppose  the  government  and 
the  people  of  the  United  States  in  their 
determination  that  this  canal  shall  be 
constructed  now  and  under  the  pres» 
ent  concession  and  charter."

Chicago,  Nov.  l.-Laniin-rt  Wilt,  the 
absconding  comptroller  of  the  Bunglau 
Savings  bank,  Bohemia,  with  his  wife 
and  aunt,  were  brought  here  today 
from  St.  Louis,  where  they  were  ar- 
rested last  night.  They  wiM  be  held 
her^-  as  prisoners  to  await  instructions 
from  Bohemia.  Wilt,  thnuigh  an  in- 
terpieter.  confessed  to  having  em- 
bezzled $4r>,aoo  of  the  bank's  funds  and 
expressed  lelief  that  he  was  thntugh 
with  being  a  fugitive.  His  young  wife, 
whom  he  married  about  the  time  he 
left  i^urope.  declares  she  was  igmjrint 
of  tlie  cause  of  their  sud<len  departure 
for  America  and  that  she  knew  noth- 
ing of  her  husband's  defalcation  until 
he  v.as  arrested  in  St.  Louis.  In  Wilt's 
possession  was  found  $.'>.5:il  and  he  is 
said  to  have  c(msiderable  more  of  the

Wilt  claims  his  father  had  frequently 
written  letters  to  him  demandin;;

to  do  was  to  steal.  The  prisoner  ix« 
pressed  a  willingness  to  start  imineili- 
ately  for  Kurope    .vithout  papers. 


WILL  CARRY  IT  UP. 

Governor   Pingree  Not  Finished  With 
the  Michigan  Central' 

Lansing,  Midi.,  Nov.  1. — Governor 
Pingree  is  determined  to  carry  his  suit 
brought  to  compel  the  Michigan  Cen- 
tral railroad  to  sell  him  a  lOOO-mile 
mileage  book  for  $20  to  the  ITnited 
States  stii>reme  court  if  possible.  To. 
ilay  Attorney  General  Maynard  appiuJ 
to  the  state  supreme  court  for  a  writ 
of  error  to  permit  removal  of  the  '.-as » 
to  the  highest  court.  Failing  in  this, 
Mr.  Maynard  will  apply  to  Justice  Hi.r- 
Ian,  pitsiding  justice  of  th(>  federal 
<ircuit,  whidi  emlnaces  Michigan,  or 
if  ne<'essary  to  the  supreme  court  it- 
self.  The  attorney  general  insists  that 
the  supreme  court  has  never  pass  >  1 
up«m  the  claim  that  the  right  to  fix 
transport.'ition  tolls  is  part  of  the  po« 
lice  power  of  the  federal  government 
only,   and  not  of  statt-  governments. 


Washington.  Nov.  1.— President  Gom- 
pers of  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor has  sent  ii  letter  to  state  branches 
of  the  order  in  reference  to  the  bill  i  ) 
create  an  S-hour  day  for  all  government 
work,  whether  d<jne  by  the  governmeiu 
direi'i  or  by  contract,  in  whicli  he  says:

CLASH  OF  AUTHOHITIES. 


A  Row  Between  federal   end   State 
Officers  Expected. 

Charleston,  W.  Va.,  Nov.  1.— A  serious 
cli^sh  between  federal  and  state  Judicial 
auiiiorities  i<  expected  here.  Maynard  F. 
Stiles,  attorney  for  Henry  C.  King,  of 
Ntw  York,  obtained  from  the  Unlttd 
States  circuit  court  here  an  injunction  tj 
prohibit  the  sheritT  of  I..ogan  county  from 
selling  the  land  of  his  client  for  taxes. 
Judge  Doolittie.  of  the  circuit  court  ol" 
Loiian  county,  issued  a  ruling  against 
Stiles  for  contempt.  After  hearing  SiiK-s' 
answer  to  the  ruling  Judge  Doolittie  com- 
mitted Stiles  to  jail  to  remain  there  until 
Injunction  proceedings  in  the  federal 
cr.urt  were  dismissed.  Stiles  was  placed 
In  the  county  jail  and  an  applivatlon  was 
made  to  Judge  Jackson  for  a  writ  oi 
habi'as  coriius.  which  Judge  Jackson  is- 
sued, and  .a  deputy  marshal  was  sent  to 
bring   Stiles   before    the   federal    court. 

The  sheriff  and  jailer  refused  under  In- 
structions from  judge  Doolittie,  to  de- 
liver the  prisoner  to  I'nited  States  ofli- 
(crs  and  the  ofHcer  having  reporttd  to  the 
c<  urt  today  Judjre  Jackson  was  asked  to 
issue  a  writ  of  attaihment  against  the 
sheriff  and  jailor,  the  effect  of  which  was 
to  bring  these  officers  with  their  prisoner 
before  the  court.  Attorney  General  Ruck- 
(  r.  of  this  slatf.  reouested  Judge  Jack- 
son to  delay  issuing  the  writ  until  he  can 
communicate  with  Judge  Doolittie.  which 

Judge  Jackson  agred  to  do.  If  Judg  Doo- 
litile  refuses  to  give  up  tht  prisoner  an  at- 
tachment will  be  issued,  and  if  the  United 
Slates  officers  are  resisted.  I'nited  States 
troops  may  be  called  on  to  suppress  th'* 
rebellion.

NO  DANGER  OF  INfECIIUN. 


Australian  Emigrants  Have  Not  Been 
Near  the  Plague. 

"Washington,  Nov.  2.— Th(>  marine  hos- 
pital service  has  received  through  the 
state  department  a  dispatch  from 
United  States  Consul  General  Hurst  at 
Vienna,  stating  that  three  deaths  have 
occurred  there  from  bubonic  plague 
and  that  there  are  now  only  six  cases  in 
the  entire  city  and  these  are  all  hospi- 
tal attendants.  Mr.  Hurst  adds  thai 
the  infection  of  emigrants  is  improb- 
able. Dr.  Wyman.  surgeon  general  of 
the  marine  hospital  service,  says  that 
no  unusual  delays  to  the  landing  at 
New  York  of  immigrants  from  Austria- 
Hungary  are  contemplated.  The  con- 
sul at  the  ports  of  departure  will  ex- 
amine each  emigrant  before  he  is  al- 
lowed to  go  aboard  ship,  and  if  he 
comes  from  the  infected  district  his 
baggage  will  be  disinfected  and  every 
other  precaution  taken  to  prevent  th< 
spread  of  the  disease.  In  no  case  Will 
an  emigrant  be  allowed  to  proceed  if 
there  is  any  reason  to  believe  that  he 
has  been  in  contact  with  the  infection. 
Dr.  Wyman  is  of  the  opinion  that  there 
is  little  or  no  danger  of  the  plague  be- 
ing brought  to  this  country  through 
emigrants  or  otherwise.

The  Wield 
prize  is  a  coveted  honor,  open  to  the 
world,  to  "ix»  conferred  on  the  one  Judged 
to  'oe  the  most  worthy  on  astronomy, 
chemistry,  geology,  physics  or  me- 
chanis.  The  award  to  Mr.  Scott  is 
based  .;n  a  work  on  "Terrestiaf  Mag- 
netism." The  committee  who  made  the 
award  consisted  of  some  of  the  oest 
known  scientists  in  France,  including 
MM.  Savan,  Hertrand.  Mew  and  Ber- 
thelo. 


DISASTROUS  FIRE. 
Middlesboro,  Ky.,  Nov.  2. — There  was 
today  a  disastrous  fire  on  Shuwshury 
avenue.  ?'ifteen  hou.-es  were  burned, 
and  sixteen  families  are  out.  The 
houses  were  owned  by  :he  Town  com- 
pany and  the  Manchester  Building  com- 
pany, of  Manchester,  England.  They 
are  covered  by  insurance  in  London 
companies.

The  best  that  Morris  can  hope  lo' 
tills  y»>ar  on  the  tW4i  ranges  is  a  ma- 
jority of  fiOO.  and  it  may  be  less,  in  view 
ol"  the  Republican  disaffection  at  Ely 
and  other  points  respecting  his  candi- 
dacy. 

Duluth.  even  with  th?  smaller  vote 
than  two  years  ago.  will  .give  Towne 
iiom  loOO  to  l.")00  majority.  The  chances 
;ire  therefore  good  that  Towne  will 
larry  the  county  by  from  SOO  to  100f» 
majority. 

The  registration  books  in  the  range 
towns  and  other  voting  piecincts  uut- 
nide  of  the  city  were  clf»sed  yesterilay. 
.\t  Flly  the  total  registration  is  450,  a 
falling  off  of  60.'i  as  compared  with  two 
years  ago,  it  then  being  1145.  At  Vir- 
ginia the  registration  is  305,  while  two 
years  ago  it  was  S71.  At  Eveleth  it  is 
2l'H.  In  1896  the  vote  of  Eveleth  was 
included  in  that  of  Mesaba  township  so 
no  ciimparison  can  be  made.  While 
the  registration  at  F:iy  was  114."i  in  1890, 
the  vote  cast  for  governor  was  only 
S.'54,  which  indicates  that  although  it  is 
possible  for  those  not  registered  to  vote 
that  the  registration  is  certain  lo  be 
larger  than  the  actual  votp  polled.  The 
total  number  of  votes  cast  at  Virginia 
two  years  ago  was  756,  which  was  115 
less  than  the  number  registered.  So 
it  appears  that  425  will  be  a  very  liberal 
estimate  of  the  vote  that  will  be  polled 
at  Ely,  while  that  at  Virginia  will  be 
less  than  oOO. 

Yesterday  The  Herafd  was  informe<l 
that  the  regi.-lration  at  Soudan  for 
tv.o  da>s  was  250.  This  was  estimated, 
and  the  complete  returns  for  the  three 
days  show  the  estimate  to  have  iieen 
too  large.  The  total  numijer  of  votts 
registered  is,  in  fact,  only  342.  In  ISKil 
the  registration  there  was  8S0.  For 
congressman  there  were  only  615  votes 
cast,  of  which  Mr.  Morris  received  575 
and  Mr.  Towne  only  40.  It  wiil  bfe 
noticed  that  less  than  75  per  cent  of  the 
registered  vote  was  polled.  At  the 
same  rate  but  256  votes  will  hi  cast 
there  next  Tuesday,  and  if  all  of  them 
should  be  given  to  Mr.  Morris  his  ma- 
jority would  be  considerably  less  than 
half  what  it  was  then. 

In  the  city  of  Tower  the  names  of 
or.ly  2S5  voters  are  on  the  registratlo.T 
list.  This  is  exactly  one-half  the  num- 
ber registered  in  1S96.  The  total  vote 
on  congressman  was  then  336.  of  which 
Morris  had  246  and  Towne  90.  If  no 
greater  proportion  of  the  reg'istered 
vote  is  polled  at  the  coming  election 
than  at  the  last,  and  each  candidal" 
holds  the  .same  relative  strength.  Mr. 
Morris  will  receive  123  votes  and  Mr. 
Towne  45^  reducing  the  former's  uia- 
jority  from  156  to  78. 

The  falling  off  at  McKinley,  Sparta, 
the  Genoa  and  Sparta  mines  and  the 
Elba  mine,  on  the  Mesaba,  is  as  great 
or  even  greater  than  on  the  Vermilion 
range.  The  registration  at  the  places 
named  is  as  follows:  McKinley,  45; 
Sparta,  67,  Genoa  and  Sparta  mines,  .56; 
Elba  mine,  15.  These  voting  precincts 
are  all  included  in  Missabe  Mountain 
township  and  no  figures  are  available 
to  compare  the  registration  with  that 
of  1896.  However,  all  of  them  are  much 
below  the  vote  of  two  years  ago  and 
are  far  below  the  estimate  made  of  the 
probable  vote  by  the  Republican  cam- 
paign managers  this  year. 

But  the  falling  off  in  the  vote  on  the 
ranges  does  not  indicate  all  of  the  Re- 
publican losses  in  that  part  of  the  coun- 
ty. It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  many 
old-time  Republican  workers  are  open- 
ly working  against  some  of  the  party 
candidates  and  that  the  dissatisfaction

Chilian  Minister   Asks  For   an   Amer- 
ican Minister  as  Mediator. 

Washington,  Nov.  2. — President  Mc- 
Kinley had  a  number  of  distinguished 
visitors  today.  The  first  to  pall  was 
the    Chilian    minister    to   this   country, 

Carlos  Morla  Vicuna.  He  requested 
the  president  to  give  his  consent  to  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Buch.iaan,  minister 
of  the  United  States  to  the  Argentine 
republic,  to  act  as  an  arbitrator  be- 
tween that  countr.v  and  Chile,  should 
his  services  be  needed.  Tliere  is  some 
expectation  that  the  lon.:;-standing  diffi- 
culties between  these  two  South  Ameri- 
<  an  republics  may  be  amicably  settled. 
They  have  agreed  that  each  country 
shall  appc:lnt  a  lepresentative  to  con- 
sider the  questions  involved,  and,  if 
possiljle.  come  to  an  agreement.  In  the 
event  that  the  twti  representatives  lan- 
not  come  to  a  satisfactory  understand- 
ing, it  has  been  decided  to  call  in  Mr. 
Buchanan  as  the  third  man. 

The  presidt^nt  expressed  his  pler.sure 
at  the  high  honor  conferred  upon  th>> 
representative  of  this  country,  and  will 
give  his  formal  consent  in  the  event 
that  Mr.  Buchanan's  services  are  need- 
ed. 

The  other  vistiors  were  Sir  Julian 
Pauncefote,  the  Prit'sh  ambassador, 
and  Lord  Horschel.  formerly  lord  high 
chant  ellor  of  England.  Lord  Herschel 
is  at  the  head  of  the  Canndian  com- 
missior..  which  is  to  meet  here  on  Nov. 
10.  His  call  upon  the  president  was 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  his  respects.

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Washington.  Nov.  2.— The  war  in- 
vestigating commission  held  a  session 
here  today  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
the  testimony  of  Maj.  Henry  Romeyne, 
a  retired  army  officer.  He  said  that  he 
had  asked  at  the  beginning  of  the  war 
for  a  military  assignment  to  go  to  the 
front  in  his  capacity  as  an  officer,  but 
it  was  refused.  He  then  went  as  a  cor- 
respondent of  a  weekly  newspaper. 

His  testimony  covered  the  em'oark- 
ation  of  the  troops  at  Port  Tampa  and 
the  campaign  in  Cuba.  He  said  that 
when  he  went  to  Port  Tampa  the  bank 
of  the  canal  there  was  coveretl  witli 
trooi)s.  He  wanted  t*)  go  over  witli 
the  Tenth  infantry,  which  was  his  old 
regiment,  but  no  one  could  tell  him 
where  the  regiment  was  to  be  found.  He 
asked  a  staff  officer  and  several  others 
for  this  information,  but  none  know, 
nor  did  any  (me  appear  to  know  on 
wliat  vessel  any  of  the  particulai-  troops 
were  to  embark.  Theie  was  great  con- 
fusitm  as  a  consequence  by  which  part 
of  a  regiment  wt)uld  go  on  one  vessel 
and  part  on  another  and  the  commands 
were  in  some  cases  separated  fron. 
their  stores.  He  had  seen  no  order  fo 
the  systematic  embarkation  of  the 
troops  and  he  had  heard  it  saij^l  that 
they  were  told  to  go  aboard  heltei 
skelter. 

NOT  PROPER   PREPARATION. 
When  asked  to  express  an  opinion  as 
to  the  13'eparation  for  the  embarkatioi 
the  witness  hesitated,  saying  that  to  d( 
so    would    involve   criticism    of  his   su- 
periors.       The    lommlssioners    insistei 
upon  a  reply  and  Mr.   Rom.eyne  replieii 
that  he  did   not   tliijik   the  preparation 
v.as   such   as    it   should       have       been. 
"There  was,"   he  said,   "a  lack  of  surf 
boats,  and  also  of  order  and  of  prepar- 
ation for  landing.       When   the  landing 
was  undertaken  the  tioops  left  the  shii  ■ 
indiscriminately,    parts   going  at       one 
time  and  other  parts  at  other  times." 

He  told  of  the  effort  to  tow  lighter;- 
over  to  Cuba,  but  said  that  one  was 
lost  and  that  it  was  the  general  im- 
pression that  it  was  lost  on  purpose  be- 
cause it  retarded  the  progress  of  the 
Meet. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Gen 
McCook  Maj.  Itomeyne  said  that  while 
it    was  difficult    to   land       ambulance.^ 
wagons  could  have  been  landed  as  eas- 
ily as  the  artillery.   He  had   .seen  only 
one    ambulance    at    the    front    at    the 
b.ittle  of  El  Caney,  and  it  was  not  used 
for  conveying  the  wounded  to  the  rear 
Speaking   of    other    incidents    of       thi? 
bivttle,   he  said  there   was  general  sur- 
prise that  a  inllated  balloon  was  carried 
at    the   head   of  the  attacking  column 
thus    indicating    to    the    Spaniards    tho 
exact  location  of  the  troops,  but  he  d'd 
not  know  at  v.hose  orders  this  had  lieen 
dtme. 

NO  EFFORT  TO  BE  CLEAN. 
He    said    the    town    of    Siboney    wu.-: 
without  exception,  the  dirti.\st  place  he 
had  ever  seen  in  his  life,  and    that  no 
effort   was  made  to  clean  it   up   before 
the  fever  broke  out.     Th're  was  a  de- 
ficiency of  proper  food  at  the  fever  hos 
pilals,    and    the  cooking    was   ge:ierall\ 
po(jr.    Anyone  in  this  hospital  was  iiab)< 
to  contract  yellow  fever.     He  had  Iteer 
a  patient  in  the  hospital  and  said  there- 
had  been  no  neglect  of  patients  by  th» 
medical   attendants  at  this  hospital   o:- 
at   the  hospitals  for  the  wounded.     He 
had  known  surgeons  in  the  latter  hos 
jiitals  to  work  sixty  hours  without  ces 
sation. 

"Why  did  they  not  have  more  sur- 
geons?" asked  Col.  Denby. 

The  witness  said  he  could  not  an- 
swer. 

Maj.  Romeyne  said  he  had  come 
north  as  convalescent  with  many  othc;- 
convalescents  on  the  transport  Concha, 
and  he  criticised  the  provisioning  of 
the  vessel  in  severe  terms.  Many  of  thi 
men  were  compelled  tf)  sleep  on  boai«' 
bunks  without  blankets  or  pillows,  and 
with  no  covering  at  night  excpt  the 
cotton  uniform  they  wore  during  the 
day. 

LIVES  NEEDLESSLY  SACRIFICED 
"The  water  was  offensive  to  both 
sight  and  smell,"  he  said,  "and  the  food 
was  poor  and  scanty,  none  being  pro- 
vided especially  for  convalescents.  The 
meat  was  canned  a:id  inferior,  and 
much  of  the  hardtack  moulded." 

He  also  stated  that  there  was  ordy 
one  physician  on  board  the  vessel  and 
that  he  was  a  convalescent.  Six  men 
had  died  on  the  way  up,  and  Maj 
Romeyne  expressed  the  opinion,  in  >f. 
sponse  to  a  question  from  Capt.  Hoaeil 
that  with  proper  attention  and  good 
food  the  lives  of  at  least  some  of  these 
men  could  have  been  saved. 

He  said  he  was  unable  to  plac»  tho 
respemsibility  for  the  neglect,  but  that 
the  captain  of  the  vessel  had  stated  that 
when  he  made  application  to  go  to 
Jamaica  for  fresh  food  and  water  before 
starting  on  the  voyage  from  Santiago 
the  request  was  refused.

Contract.

— A  dispatch  to  the 
Trlbuno  from   WashlnRton  says: 

The  navy  department  has  practically 
decided  to  abandon  wrecking  operations 
under  existing  contracts  on  the  Span- 
ish cruisers  Cristobal  Colon.  Vizcaya 
and  Almirante  0<iuendo,  near  Sanliagry. 
which  have  become  onerously  expensive 
tt>  the  government,  and  to  approve  the 
reconimt^ndaiions.  ia  part  at  least,  of 
Naval  Constructor  Hobson  and  other 
•  •tficers  who  have  been  superintending 
th«>  work  tjf  rescuing  those  vessels. 

The  department  has  reached  the  con- 
clusion that  the  Vizcaya  and  the  Al- 
mirante  Ckjuendo  will  pi-obal>Iy  ncvei 
be  re.«cued.  and  the  Cristobal  Colon,  if 
saved  at  all.  will  not  be  bmuKht  to  iho 
United  States  by  the  Merritt  &  Chap- 
man Wrei'king  cinnpany.  of  New  Yoik, 
whiih  has  been  working  on  this  vessel 
under  the  special  contract  involving  th.^ 
payment  of  $S29.25  a  day  since  July  2i>. 
without  visibly  improving  the  chancer 
of  that  vessel's  salvage.  The  same  com- 
pany since  July  6,  when  it  executed  iho 
first  contract  for  the  prosecution  of 
wrecking  operations  on  the  ships  of 
Cervera's  squadron,  has  been  receivin.? 
a  sepai-ate  payment  of  iisdO  a  day,  with 
the  single  result  that  the  Infanta  Mai  ia 
Teresa  is  now  on  hei-  way  to  Norfolk. 
where  a  commission  will  decid?  what 
additional  compensation  not  exceeding 
$500,000  shall  be  paid  to  the  wrecking 
company    on   her  account. 

The  board  of  construction,  to  which 
the  matter  was  referred  by  Secretary 
l.,ong.  after  he  had  virtually  decided 
that  the  present  arrangement  was  be- 
coming intolerable,  assumed  the  respon. 
sibility  of  recommending  that  the  co;;- 
tract  for  the  salvage  of  the  Colon  be 
annulled  on  Nov.  10.  and  that  new  pro- 
posals  for  righting  that  vessel  be  pub- 
licly sought  by  the  New  York  depart- 
ment, under  the  restrictions  which 
would  involve  the  government  in  no 
additional  expense  unless  the  attempt 
■was  .-iltogether  successful. 

The  department  will  send  a  cable  dis- 
patch to  Capt.  Colby  M.  Chester,  senior 
naval  officer  on  the  south  coast  of 
Cuba,  if  the  recommendations  of  ihc 
board  are  approved,  as  tiiey  will  be. 
vithout  doubt,  directing  him  to  concen- 
trate the  wrecking  work  for  the  present 
altogether  on  the  Reina  Mercedes, 
which  is  submerged  in  still  water  anJ 
capable  of  ready  raising,  and  that  no 
further  attention  for  the  present  be  paid 
to  the  Oquendo  and  the  Vizcaya. 

Capt.  Chester  will  also  in  all  prob- 
ability be  directed  to  proceed  at  once 
to  destroy  the  collier  Merrimac.  utiliz- 
ing for  this  purpose  the  naval  ve.sseis 
under  his  command  and  their  ex- 
plosives, this  plan  being  calculated  to 
relieve  the  government  of  additional 
expense,  while  at  the  same  time  givijig 
naval  seamen  desirable  practice  in 
countermining  and  the  removal  of  chan- 
nel obstructions. 

Naval  officials  have  not  expressed  any 
particular  dissatisfaction  with  the  work 
of  the  Merritt  &  Chapman  Wrecking 
company,  which  has  received  $1600  :v 
day  for  more  than  three  months  at 
Santiago.  Vmt  the  experts  are  thorough- 
ly agreed  that  little  more  can  be  ac- 
complished beyond  the  raising  of  the 
Mercedes  with  the  present  plant  at  Sun- 
tiago,  and  they  have  decided  that  fur- 
ther expense  in  other  directions  is  un- 
Avarranted. 

This  decision  has  been  influenced  to 
some  extent  by  the  arrival  in  Washing- 
ton of  representatives  of  a  great  Swed- 
ish wrecking  corporation  which  -uc- 
ceeded  in  rescuing  the  British  battle- 
ship Howe  from  a  conditif)n  compara- 
tive with  that  of  the  Cristobal  Colon, 
and  which  points  to  a  record  of  over 
r.OO  ships  which  it  has  extricated  from 
more  or  less  serious  pf)sitions.  nearly 
all  of  them  submerged  at  considerable 
depths.  Th-  Swedish  company,  it  ap- 
pears, is  not  only  confident  of  its  ability 
to  bring  the  Cristobal  Colon  and  the 
other  Spanish  ve.ssels  to  the  I'nitert 
States,  but  is  ready  to  guarantee  thf 
deliverv  of  the  Maine  in  the  big  dry 
dock  at  the  Ne.v  York  navy  yard.  Th  • 
Swedish  wreckers  propose  to  take  all 
the  risks  of  failure  without  exjiense  to 
the  government,  and  to  rely,  if  they 
tsUcceed,  for  compensation  wholly  upon 
arbitration.

Professor  Becker  made  con- 
siderable researches  and  consulted  all 
the  available  authorities.  Only  about  a 
score  of  the  several  hundred  island.s,  he 
says,  are  known  to  contain  deposits  of 
valuable  minerals.  He  includes  a  table 
showing  the  mineral  \)earing  islands 
and   their  resources,   as  follows: 

Luzon,  coal,  gold,  copi)er,  lead,  iron, 
.sulphur,  martde,  kaoline. 

Catanduuanes,  Sib  Yuan,  Bohola  and 
Panacana,  gold  only. 

Marimbique,  lead  ar.d  silver. 

Mindoro,  coal,  gold  and  copper. 

Carraraya.  Balana,  Rapu,  Semarara, 
Negros,  coal  only. 

Mesebeie,  coal  and  copper. 

Romblon,  marble. 

Saniar,  coal  and  gold. 

Panay,  coal,  oil,  gas.  gold,  copper, 
iron  and  perhaps  mercury. 

Belucan.  sulphur  only. 

Leyte.  coal,  oil  and  perhaps  mercury. 

Cebu,  coal.  oil.  gas.  gold,  lead,  silver 
and  iron. 

Mindanao.  coal,  gold,  copper  and 
platinum. 

Sulu  archipelago,   pearls. 

Of  the  coal,  Mr.  Becker  says  that  it 
is  analogous  to  the  Japanese  coal  jintl 
that  of  Washington,  but  not  t.>  that  of 
the  Welsh  or  Pennsylvania  coals.  It 
might  better  be  characterized  as  highly 
carbonized  lignite,  likely  tu  contain 
much  sulphur  as  iron  pyrites,  rendering 
them  apt  to  spontaneous  combustion 
and  injurious  to  I  oiler  plates.  Never- 
theless, he  says,  when  pyritous  seams 
are  avoided  and  the  lignite  is  properly 
handled  it  forms  a.  valuaijle  fuel  espe- 
cially for  local  consumption.

Washington,  Nov.  2.— Gen.  Bacon, 
who  commanded  the  United  States 
forces  at  the  recent  Indian  battle  at 
Leech  Lake.  Minn.,  has  sent  a  de- 
tailed report  of  the  section  to'Adjt. 
Gen.  Corbin.  The  interesting  portion  is 
that  in  regard  to  the  battle  on  which 
Gen.  Bacon  writes: 

'•At  J>  o'clock  a.  m.  we  reached  Sugar 
Point,  twenty-flve  miles  east  of  Walker, 
located  on  a  neck  of  land  or  peninsula 
extending  about  five  miles  into  the  lake, 
averagmg  about  tw.»  miles  in  width 
and  almost  because  of  natural  ob- 
structions was  elTected,  and  two  In- 
dians for  whom  warrants  were  issued 
were  arrested  by  the  marshals.  After 
searchmg  the  vicinity  of  the  point  I 
left  Lieut.  Ross  and  twenty  men  to 
guard  the  landing  and  boats  and  pro- 
ceeded with  Capt.  Wilkinson,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  detachment  and  the  ci- 
vilians, and  searched  the  country  back 
for  three  miles.  Occasionally  we  saw 
at  a  distance  a  few  bucks  who  disai>- 
peared  with  our  approach.  The  wo- 
men and  children  seemed  nervous  and 
gradually  concealed  themselves.  At 
11:30  the  entire  party  had  reas.sembled 
at  the  landing  about  whi<  h  Lieut.  Ross 
had  thrown  out  pickets. 

"I  had  concluded  to  remain  at  Sugar 
Point  all  night  and  had  given  orders  to 
.send  back  one  boat  for  rations  and 
tents,  the  boats  being  too  heavily  laden 
with  men  to  load  rations  on  coming 
up.  The  detachment  had  received  or- 
ders to  stack  arms,  when  one  of  our 
rifles  was  accidentaily  discharged.  In- 
stantly the  Indians  tiretl  a  volley  into 
the  ranks  of  the  detachment  from  the 
surrounding  woods  and  underbrush 
and  charged  to  the  edge  of  the  same, 
keeping  up  a  rapid  continuous  fire.  My 
detachment  was  composed  of  fifty-eight 
absolutely  raw  recruits  and  nineteen 
old  soldiers.  When  the  attack  was 
matle  the  men  were  in  line  near  a  long 
hut.  They  were  for  a  moment  con- 
fused by  the  Indian  volley  and  demon- 
iac yells.  They  broke  ranks  and  at- 
tempted to  conceal  themselves  behin<i 
the  hut.  But  they  recovered  almost 
instantly  and  under  the  |>ersonal  direc- 
tion of  the  three  officers  present,  formed 
a  steady  skirmish  line  and  in  turn 
chaiged  and  drove  the  Indians  back 
through  the  thick  brush  as  far  as  it 
was  penetrable.  I  then  formed  my  de- 
ployed line  on  two  sides  of  a  square, 
each  side  skirting  the  timber  from 
whence  the  attack  came  and  protecting 
the  log  hut,  wherein  were  placed  the 
wounded.  The  Indians  continued 
their  tactics  of  crawling  up,  concealed 
by  the  underbrush  and  attacking  until 
dark,  the  attacks  growing  less  and  less 
vigorous. 

"They  were  armed  with  Winchester 
repeating  rifies  and  well  supplied  with 
ammunition,  judging  from  the  piodigal 
use  they  made  of  it.  During  the  night 
they  disappeared  from  the  peninsula  so 
far  as  could  be  ascertained,  supposedly 
departing  in  their  canoes  to  neighbor- 
ing lands  or  islands.  They  .seemed  to 
have  had  (luite  enough  of  the  fighting 
and  were  not  heard  from,  except  an  oc- 
casional distant  shot,  one  of  which 
killed  a  soldier  digging  potatoes  in  an 
adjoining  field  on  the  morning  of  Oct.  6. 
'Capt.  and  Brevet  Maj.  Wilkinson, 
Third  infantry,  was  killed  very  soon 
after  the  repulse  of  the  attack,  while 
steadying  and  gallantly  leading  the  por- 
tion of  the  line  assigned  to  him.  I  had 
observed  his  coolness  and  courage  up  to 
tile  moment  of  his  falling  and  feel  sure 
that  had  he  survived  his  action  would 
have  warranted  the  highest  commend- 
ation of  piaise  from  the  war  depart- 
ment." 

(Jen.  Bac>,n  then  commends  for  gal- 
lantry and  coolness  Second  Lieut. 
Tenney  Ross,  Assistant  burgeon  H.  B. 
Pari^i.  First  Sergt.  Thomas  Kelly  and 
Private  Oscar  Buikhard.  and  continues: 
".\t  the  beginning  of  the  attack  the 
two  boats  containing  the  United.  Stales 
marshals,  some  of  his  deputies  and  the 
Indian  inspector  and  Indi.m  agent,  with 
most  of  the  citizens  left  the  scene.  It 
was  the  only  sensiiile  v-'ourse  they  could 
have  pursued,  for  had  they  remained 
they  must  have  l»een  under  the  fire  of 
the  Indians  cf>ncealed  in  the  under- 
brush along  shore.  1  am  greatly  in- 
debted to  Marshal  O'Connor  for  his 
sul>sequent  prompt  and  intelligent 
action  in  sending  supplies  and  ammuni- 
tion. The  civilians  tinable  to  reach  the 
lnuits  took  shelter  a'.ong  the  lake  sh<ire. 
immediately  in  the  rear  of  my  line, 
whence  they  joined  me  after  dark  at 
my  bivouac.  Among  the  latter  were 
the  following  newspaper  correspond- 
ents: K.  C.  Beaton,  Minneapolis 
Tribune:  Will  A.  Brill.  Pioneer  Press, 
and  Harry  T.  Knappen,  Minneapolis 
Times,  who  made  themselves  most 
welcome  guests  by  their  attention  to 
the  wounded  and  cheerful  deportment. 
"I  regret  to  report  that  durmg  the 
battle  two  Indian  policemen,  who  had 
failed  to  get  off  on  the  steamboat,  and 
whose  presence  near  my  camp  was  un- 
known, attempted  to  cross  the  lake  in 
a  canoe,  and  while  passing  near  my 
picket  guard  were  mistaken  for  hostlles 
and  fired  upon,  one  being  killed  in- 
stantly and  the  other  slightly  wounded 
and  captured." 

Gen.  Bacon  then  reviews  the  subse- 
quent events,  ending  with  the  surrender 
of  all  save  two  of  the  Indians  wanted, 
and  closes  as  follows: 

"From  all  obtaina'ole  information 
those  Chipipewa  Indians  have  l')ng  en- 
tertained c(jmplaints  of  the  disposition 
of  timber  on  their  reservation;  they 
also  claimed  to  have  experienced  much 
suffering  by  reason  of  promiscuous  ar- 
rests among  them  by  I'nited  States 
deputy  marshals.  It  is  >>elieved  that 
they  have  ijeen  for  more  than  a  year 
preparing  to  resist  the  United  States 
authorities,  accumulating  ammunition, 
dancing  and  getting  ready  after  their 
own  fashion  for  war,  and  when  my  de- 
tachment of  seventy-seven  soldiers 
reached  their  almost  Inaccessible  holds 
they  made  their  one  desperate  on- 
slaught. They  were  liadly  whipped  and 
driven  from  their  chosen  battleground, 
and  now  declare  they  want  no  more 
fighting  with  United  States  soldiers. 
They  were  found  arrogant  and  boast- 
ful; they  are  now  humble  and  l>egging 
for  peace,  and  I  agree  with  the  com- 
missioners that  they  are  honest  in  that 
statement. 

"I  further  believe  that  the  result  of 
the  fight  prevented  the  Bear  islander.^ 
from  being  reinforced  by  large  numbers 
of  neighboring  Indians,  and  saved 
Northern  Minnesota  from  a  long  and 
costly  Indian  war. 
"Owing  to  the  densely  wooded  nature

LOGGERS  MIST  PAY. 


Court  of  Appeals  Makes  Deci- 
sion Regarding  Dead  and 
Down  Timber. 

St.  raul,  Nov.  2.— .\n  important  deci- 
sion was  filed  by  Judge  Thayer  yesterday 
in   the    I'nited   States  court   of  appeals. 

The  case  is  that  of  the  rnlte<l  Slates 
of  America,  plaintiff  in  error,  against"  the 
Pine  River  hogging  and  improvement 
cotniiany.  et  al,  defendants  in  error;  in 
error  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  I'nited 
Slates    for   the   district    of   Minnesota. 

The  I'nited  States  brought  the  action 
apainst  the  logging  company.  J.  1*..  Has- 
sett.  \V.  L.  Bassett.  John  S.  Pillsburv 
and  Charles  S.  Smith,  prominent  Minne- 
apolis lumbermen,  to  recover  the  value 
of  '£>,(m.'.r>,\  feet  of  lumber,  alleped  to 
have  been  wrontrfully  cut  and  removed 
from   Indian  reservations. 

This  lumber,  the  defendants  claimed  to 
have  cut  under  live  contracts,  made  with 
the  Indians  and  ap)>rove<l  bv  the  interi- 
or   department. 

The  pleading:  showed  that  the  defend- 
ants had  received  17.t!(X>.2ri(i  reet  of  lumber 
in  the  shape  of  sawlous.  The  evl<leiicc 
showed  ;:2.iieO.(>tHj  feet.  The  defeiulaiits  had 
leave  to  receive  2.7iki.imki  feet  of  lumiier. 

On  the  trial  of  the  case  in  the  lower 
court  the  verdict  and  jutlMrnuiU  were  fur 
the  defendants. 

Judge  Thayer,  with  Ju<lKe  Sanborn  con- 
cinrinn.  rev<'rses  the  judgnn-iu  and  ver- 
dict, and  orders  th.-  case  buck  for  a  new 
trial. 

The  amotuit  claimed  by  the  govern- 
ment was  $4tJ7.iKj(>  aiul  the  decision  of  the 
court  of  a|>peals  settles  s  )me  ver%-  im- 
portant matters  for  lumbermen.  The 
i>riniipal  contention  is  in  regard  to  the 
mcinlnK  of  "dead  and  down"  timber, 
which  the  court  holds  is  to  be  moder- 
atelv  inter)>reted.  anrl  is  put  to  include 
live  and  healthy  tries  which  mav  happen 
to  be  Kiowintf  in  the  midst  of  timber  that 
is  ilead  or  dying. 

The  lumbermen  further  contend  that 
because  a  Hfovernment  reineseiUatlve.  T. 
\\.  Tidd.  knew  and  approved  the  <utliim 
the  uovernmi  ni  is  estopped  fioni  such 
proceedings  and   the  lower  court   so  held. 

Judge  Thayer  finds  that  this  position 
is  not  tenable.  Tiild  was,  he  savs.  dere- 
lict in  his  dutv.  .-lud  his  ac<iuiescence  can- 
not biiKi  the  government. 

The  cases  have  been  in  court  for  the 
oast  four  years,  the  governments  case 
being  in  chaixe  of  J.  E.  Strvker.  of  St. 
I'atil,  formerly  a.sslstaiit  district  attor- 
ney.

John  D.  Rockefeller  Appealed 

to  By  the  Delewares  For 

Assistance. 

Washington,  Nov.  2.— The  interior  de- 
partment has  no  information  regarding  a 
reported  project  for  buying  ui>  the  lands 
of  the  Cherokee  Indians  in  Indian  terri- 
tory and  the  authorities  says  that  the 
Cherokee  nation  could  not  sell  its  lands 
save  to  the  I'liited  States  government. 
The  project  was  mentioned  in  a  dispatch 
from  Wichita,  Kas..  saying  it  was  report- 
ed that  Mr.  Rockefeller  had  joined  with 
a  syndicate  to  buy  the  whole  Cher<jkee 
nation  an<l  let  the  Indians  leave  the 
c.juntry. 

The  only  foundation  suggested  here  for 
the  report  is  that  an  agent  for  the  Dela- 
ware Indians  recently  was  in  Washing- 
ton seeking  assistance  for  the  Delawares 
in  fighting  for  cert:',in  riphts  from  th' 
Cherokees.  The  Curtis  Indian  territory 
act  renuires  as  a  condition  preceOem  to 
allotment  of  lands  of  the  Cherokees.  the 
seKTegatlon  therefrom  of  the  157,i>»'J  acres 
purchased  by  the  Delawares  under  an 
agreement  of  April  s,  IMJ",  subject  to  the 
judicial  determination  of  the  rights  of  the 
descendants  and  of  the  Cherokee  nation 
under  that  agreement. 
I  The  Cherokees.  who  have  a  substantial 
I  general  fund  of  their  own,  have  appro- 
I  priated  money  for  employment  ot  coun- 
!  sel  in  their  behalf  in  this  issue,  though 
the  president  subsequently  declined  to  ap- 
,  i)rove  their  act.  The  Delawares.  however, 
I  without  funds  to  prosecute  their  claims 
I  to  the  Cherokee  lands  and  funds,  both 
j  the  Delaw;ire  and  Cherokee  natliins  hav- 
!  itnr  been  authorized  by  the  Curtis  act  to 
\  bring  suit  in  the  court  of  cl.'ilras  to  deter- 
mine such  rights,  had  to  seek  idiilan- 
thropic  assistance  and  Mr.  Rockefeller, 
who  has  heretofore  befriended  the  In- 
di.ins.  was  appealed  to.  Mr.  Rockefeller 
iiMluired  of  the  Indian  bureau  as  to  the 
status  of  the  Delaware  rejiresentatlve 
and  subseiiuent  steps  have  not  been  made 
known  to  the  officials.

MAY  GET  HOME   TO    VOTE. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fourteenth  regiment  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  vote  at  the 
election  next  Tuesday.  The  authorities 
at  St.  Paul  yesterday  afternoon  re- 
ceived a  telegram  from  Adjt.  Gen.  Cor- 
bin  instructing  them  to  hasten  the 
mustering  out  of  the  regiment  as  much 
as  possible,  that  the  men  may  be  able 
to  .go  home  and  vote.  Gen.  Corbin 
says  that  the  secretary  of  war  does  not 
see  his  way  clear  to  issuing  furloughs 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  men  to 
go  home  and  vote. 

The  adjutant  general  knows  that  the 
mustering  out  can  be  accomplished  be- 
fore next  Tuesday.  A  strong  effort  has 
been  made  to  keep  the  men  at  St.  Paul 
for  several  weeks,  on  account  of  the 
money  that  will  be  expended  there  for 
their  maintenance,  but  people  ac- 
quainted with  the  details  of  mustering 
out  state  that  it  can  be  done  within  a 
few  days.

"national  reserve  note,"  which  takes  ' 
the  place  of  the  legal  lenders,  the  bank 
receiving  such  notes  shall  be  made 
"immediately  liable."  but  the  ultimate 
payment  of  these  notes  shall  be  made 
by  the  government  of  the  United 
States." 

Section    23    of    the    bill    provides    that 
■when  any  national  bank  shall  fail  to  re- 
deem such  notes  the  United  States  trea- 
.  sury  shall  make  the  redem.ption  out  of 
the  proceeds  obtained  from  the  sale  of    favor  of  Mr.- Towne 


bonds  deposited.  The  "national  cur- 
rency notes"  issued  by  the  bank.  and 
which  are  different  from  "national  re- 
serve notes,"  are  also  supposed  to  be 
redeemed  by  the  bank.  But  if  any 
bank  fails  to  make  redemption  the 
United  Slates  government  will  redeem 
those  national  currency  notes,  and  in 
order  to  recompense  itself  the  govern- 
ment shall  have  a  "PARAMOUNT 
LIEN  upon  all  the  assets  of  the  associ- 
ation," and  the  government  shall  be 
recompensed  out  of  such  assets  in 
PREFERENCE  TO  ANY  AND  ALL 
OTHER  CLAIMS  WHATSOEVER,  ex- 
cept the  necessary  costs  and  expenses 
of  administering  the  same."  In  these 
assets  are,  of  course,  included  the  de- 
positors' money. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts,  it  is  not 
clear  that  the  government  has  "shift- 
ed" the  burden  from  its  own  shoulders 
or  from  the  shoulders  of  the  people  to 
the  shoulders  of  the  national  banks. 

The  bill  also  provides  for  the  cancel- 
lation and  retirement  of  the  legal  ten- 
der notes.  Section  13  provides  that  the 
national  bank  may  deposit  with  the 
United  States  treasurer  legal  tenders, 
and  receive  in  exchange  therefore  an 
equal  amount  of  "national  reserve 
notes."  This  same  section  provides 
that  legal  tenders  so  received  shall  be 
cancelled.  Section  20  of  the  bill  pro- 
vides that  the  comptrollers  of  the  cur- 
rency may  "from  time  to  time,  under 
regulations  TO  BE  PRESCRIBED  BY 
THEM,  WITHDRAW  FROM  CIRCU- 
LATION national  reserve  notes,  •  *  • 
and  the  national  reserve  notes  so  with- 
drawn shall  be  cancelled  and  de- 
stroyed." It  will  thus  be  seen  that 
this  bill  provides  for  the  transfer  of 
the  legal  tenders  into  so-called  "na- 
tional reserve  notes,"  and  then  places 
it  in  the  power  of  the  comptrollers  of

The  machine  played  that  card  once  and 
won.  They  will  hardly  pull  it  out  of  the 
deck  this  time.  On  the  eve  of  the  last 
election  the  Republican  organs  of  the 
stale  si>rang  a  campaign  roorbach  with 
a  great  shout  of  alarm  to  the  effect  that. 
If  the  allied  forces  under  the  banner  of 
John  Lind  were  successful,  as  was  feared, 
Minnesota  would  be  submerged  under  a 
wave  of  "Kansas  Populism,"  capital 
would  be  frightened  from  the  state,  and 
prosperity  delayed,  and  then  within  s'xty 
days  after  the  Republican  victory  of  Nov. 
3.  iSftC.  nearly  one-half  of  the  banks  of  the 
Twin  Cities  went  into  bankruptcy.

Paul  twelve  state  banks  ..r  $2.n35.(H.)0  ag- 
gregate capital.  Between  Dec.  2  and  Jan. 
s  one-half  of  that  city's  banks,  with  an 
aggreg.ite  capital  of  $1.550.<K)(>,  being  75  per 
cent  of  the  capital  of  the  twelve  state 
hanks  in  the  city,  suspended  payment  and 
closetl  doors. 

There  were  four  banks  which  went 
under  at  the  same  time  in  Minneapolis, 
exclusive  of  savings  banks  and  trust 
companies. 

During  the  first  calendar  year  of  the 
t)resent  stale  administration  ten  other 
banks  In  various  parts  of  the  state 
l:aye  gone  Into  bankruptcy  and  retired 
from  business.  There  have  also  been 
several  building  and  loan  associations 
and  savings  and  trust  institutions  that 
have  followed  the  same  route. 

During  1S95-7  Duluth  lost  five  of  Its 
six  slate  banks,  entailing  a  loss  of  $3'I0.- 
(K*>  of  Us  banking  capital.  $»)<Vt.O<Ni  of  indi- 
vidual deposits  and  over  Jl.OOO.iJOO  of  lia- 
bilities. 

During  the  5-year  period  the  vast  num- 
ber of  twentv-flve  financial  Institutions  in 
the  city  «)f  Minneanolis  alone,  being  about 
two-thirds  of  the  financial  institutions  or- 
ganize<l  In  that  city,  have  gone  into  the 
hands  of  assignees  and  receivers,  with 
liabilities  aggregating  the  Immense  sum 
of  $15.fHiO.()tX>.  of  which  only  about  $3,0(H),nOO 
have  been  paid  to  date.  Not  less  than 
SlH.(N)O.0iVi  of  this  sum  represents  individ- 
ual deposits  which  never  will  be  recov- 
ered.

The  art  loan  exhibit  that  opened  to- 
day in  the  Seip  house,  at  the  corner  of 
Third  street  and  F'irst  avenue  west,  is 
one  of  the  most  interestins  exhibits 
that  have  ever  been  held  here,  and 
those  wJio  are  intercepted  in  such  things, 
those  who  love  art  and  those  who  ■"like 
to  see  a  good  picture"  will  all  find 
something  there  to  interest  them.  In 
the  collection  that  has  been  made  there 
will  be  found  all  of  the  best  specimens 
of  works  of  art,  oil  and  water  sketches 
and  paintings,  and  pen  and  pencil 
sketches  thai  are  osvned  in  the  «ity. 
And  tiiere  are  some  really  fine  pieces  in 
the  city  that  have  been  loaned  for  the 
purpose  of  this  exhibition.  There  are 
many  in  Duluth  who  are  fond  of  art. 
and  many  who  have  been  able  to  in- 
dulge their  tastes  in  this  diiecticm  by 
acquiring  the  work  of  artists  whose 
paintings  have  jdeased  them.  There 
are  many  others  who  have  not  been 
ai)le  to  do  this  and  who  must  satisfy 
their  desires  in  this  direction  by  ad- 
miring the  possessions  of  otheis.  And 
owners,  too,  will  take  great  pleasure 
in  seeing  in  one  collection  not  only  their 
own  cherished  works  of  art.  but  those 
of  othe;-  foriunates. 

The  object  of  the  exhibit  is  two-fold. 
It  is  desired  to  create  a  wider  interest 
in  matters  of  art  in  the  city,  and  it  is 
the  hope  of  the  promoters  of  the  ex- 
hibit that  they  will  be  able  to  laise  a 
fund  that  will  enable  them  to  start  a 
permanent  public  art  gallery  here. 
These  worthy  objects  seem  likely  to 
meet  with  a  generous  response  from  the 
people  of  the  city,  and  they  will  be  re- 
paid in  full  by  the  chance  of  seeing  the 
loan    exhibit. 

The  Seip  house  has  been  filled  with 
pictures,  and  they  line  the  walls  from 
the  entrance  to  some  of  the  i vmotest 
rooms  of  the  upper  tloors.  One  of  the 
upstairs  rooms  has  been  set  aside  fot 
the  serving  of  Russian  tea  and  it  will  be 
one  of  the  most  interesting  features  of 
the  exhibition.  It  will  be  in  charge  of 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Adains  and  WilUiam  J.  Ol- 
cott.  On  the  other  side  of  the  house  a 
smoking  room  has  l>een  established  and 
here  the  men  nuiy  stop  and  rest  them- 
selves during  their  survey  of  the  ex- 
hibit with  a~cigar. 

Every  afternoon  and  evening  theie 
will  be  a  mu.=ical  program  by  some  of 
the  best  of  the  Duluth  musiciaiis.  To- 
night Miss  Cleland  and  Miss  Olcott 
will  give  a  piano  duet,  and  Mrs.  Olund 
will  sing  several  Scandinavian  folk- 
songs. This  afternocm  the  Ladies"  Man- 
dolin club  will  give  ii  program  between 
3  and  5  o'clock. 

The  contributions  to  tiie  exhibit  hac^ 
l)een  divided  into  classes.  Down  stairs* 
are  the  oil  paintings,  and  upstairs  there 
is  a  room  for  pen  and  pencil  work,  an- 
other for  water  colors  and  still  another 
lor  pictures  contributed  l>y  th.^  papil:> 
of  the  public  schools.  David  Kri<'son 
has  an  entire  room  down  stairs  fo; 
his  oil  work,  and  up  stairs  the  greatt>r 
pait  of  another  room  is  devoted  to  his 
pen  and  p»'ncil  sketches.  The  hangi'ii? 
committte.  consisting  of  David  Kricson, 
Dr.  A.  H.  Schildt  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Westoti. 
has  done  si>lendid  work,  arranging  each 
l)icture  with  due  regard  for  its  recjuire* 
ments  in  the  way  of  light  arid  shade, 
and  putting  the  entire  exhibit  in  thi 
be.<t  and  most  satisfactoir  shape. 

David  Ericson  has  some  of  his  best 
Work  in  the  exhibit.  He  has  a  new  one, 
a  ■Birth  of  Christ."  It  is  a  small  oil 
painting,  and  into  it  the  artist  has  put 
some  of  his  very  best  work  and  an  in- 
dividuality that  is  all  his  own.  The 
work  will  be  the  object  of  much  ad- 
miration during  the  exhibit.  There  are 
some  of  the  works  of  Eastman  John- 
son, the  well-known  portrait  artist, 
and  an  old  Dutch  work  of  considerable 
value,  loaned  by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Weston.

A  Russian  regiment  occupied  the 
town  of  Niu  Chwang  (province  of 
Leao-Tong),  and  the  forts  at  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Liao  on  Oct.  1j.  ihus  secur- 
ing complete  posse.ssion  of  Niu 
Chwang.  The  native  troups  tied  with-

Chickamauga  Would    Be  All 
Right  If  Proper  Precau- 
tions Were  Taken. 

Lexington,  Ky..  Nov.  2.— The  first  wit- 
ness before  the  war  investigating  <'<mi- 
mission  was  Gen.  Joseph  P.  Sanger, 
w  ho  has  c(nnjnand  of  the  Third  division. 
He  said  the  Second  division  camp  at 
Chickamauga  was  badly  located,  being 
in  rocky  ground,  where  sinks  could  not 
be  deeply  dug.  When  asked  why  the 
quartermaster's  department  could  nit 
furnish  articles  necessary  for  supplying 
the  army,  he  said: 

"The  complex  system  of  furnishing 
supplies  t<j  our  artny  is  at  fault.  If 
there  was  one  department  to  supply  all 
wants  of  the  army  there  would  be  no 
clashes,  and  these  complications  could 
not  arise. 

"At  Chickamauga  the  control  of  my 
division  hospital  was  taken  from  me 
and  taken  by  the  chief  surgeon  of  ahe 
corps." 

The  general  then  went  into  a  discus- 
sion on  the  complex  system  of  our  war 
regulations,  taking  away  of  regimental 
surgeons.  and  the  mismanagement 
which  led  up  to  the  overcrowding  of  the 
division  hospital  and  'the  great  spread 
of  typhoid  fever.  Gen.  Sanger  said  he 
considered  the  weak  point  in  Camp 
Thomas  was  its  bad  sanitary  condition. 
The  men  had  plenty  of  clothing,  did 
not  need  much,  plenty  to  eat.  It  was 
bad  .sanitary  condition.  There  were 
over  600  licensed  hucksters  who  visited 
Camp  Thomas.  Much  lemonade  was 
sold.  I  believe  Gen.  Brooke  tried  all  he 
could  to  bring  the  camp. to  good  sani- 
tary condition,  but  he  was  suri-ounded 
by  a  medical  board,  which  did  not  ap- 
preciate the  serious  condition  of  affairs. 
Dr.  Huidekoper.  esj)ecially,  thoug|it  Dr. 
Griffith  was  unnecessarily  alarmed.  Dr. 
(Jrifllth  insisted  'that  a  case  diagnosed 
as  typhoid  malarial  fever  was  in  reality 
typhoid  fever.  He  examined  Chicka- 
mauga creek,  whei-e  the  intake  was  lo- 
cated. Engineering  officers  examined 
it  and  pronounced  it  bad. 

Gen.  Sanger  was  followed  by  Col.  E. 
.\.  Goodwin,  Seventh  immunes,  who  de- 
clared he  had  no  rrouble  in  securing 
what  was  needed.  Only  one  other  wit- 
ness will  be  examined  here.  Maj.  Cruze, 
quartermaster  at  Camp  Hamiltin. 

The  commission  leaves  for  Cincinnati 
at  2:JJ0  this  afternoon.  When  asked 
whether  high  medical 'ofllcers  at  Chick- 
amauga paid  close  attention  to  duties. 
Gen.  Sanger  said: 

"I  do  not  know  about  others,  but  saw 
a  great  "deal  of  Dr.  Huidekoi)er,  who 
came  through  our  division  frequently." 

Gen.  Sanger  thought  Chickamauga 
would  have  l>een  a  healthy  place  for  a 
camp  had  the  proper  precautions  been 
taken  and  pure  water  furnished.

WILL  NOT 
^CEPT 

View  In  Paris  of  the  Amer- 
ican Proposal  Regarding 
the  Philippines. 


APPROVES  MR.  HOAR 


French  Paper  Publishes  His 

Address  In    Full    and 

Applauds  It. 


Paris.  Nov.  3. — The  generally  accepted 
view  here  of  th?  peace  negotiations  is 
that  the  Spaniards  will  not  agree  to  the 
propositions  submitted  by  the  Ameri- 
cans to  take  th"  Philippine  l-sldnds  and 
to  reimljurse  Spain  the  money  spent 
upon  permanent  improvements  in  those 
tslands.  But  there  is  conflict  of  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  the  Spanish  commis-, 
sioners  tomorrow  will  present  a  counter 
proposition.  This  matter,  it  is  added, 
was  undecided  at  2  o'clock  this  after- 
noon. 

The  Echo  de  Paris  today  expresses 
strong  approval  of  the  speech  delivered 
at  Worcester,  Mass..  i)y  Senator  Hoar, 
in  which  he  denounced  the  so-jalled 
policy  of  American  extension.  The 
paper  mentioned  quotes  the  speech 
fully,  and  remarks  that  all  American 
poliiical  men  "apparently  d>)  not  agree 
wi:h  the  policy  of  coiKiuest." 

The  Figaro  says:  "The  peace  nego- 
tiations have  reached  a  very  criti<"al 
point.  I'p  to  yesterday  th;^  Spanish 
delegates  had  received  ni»  definite  in- 
.structions  from  Madrid.  Will  the 
Spanish  government  aoccp:  the  Ameri- 
can proposition?     We  dou'.)l   it." 

The  Petit  Hleu  remarks:  "One  must 
admit  in  lnokiug  l)eneath  the  surface 
that  the  late  war  has  completely 
changed  the  .\merican  oharacier.  Out- 
side of  iH'ing  aitxious  merely  for  com- 
mercial supr«nacy  and  playing  a  small 
politiial  j)arl,  save  regarding  the  South 
American  republics,  the  I'nited  States 
felt  no  desire  to  interfere  in  European 
pi  litics.  But  everything  changes  very 
suddenly.  After  the  success  against 
J^pain  the-  American  government  felt 
itself  capable  of  taking  part  in  Euro- 
pean politi<s.  and  advances  of  Great 
Britain  showed  the  American  ministers 
they  could  speak  up.  This  popular 
feeling  has  induced  the  American  gov- 
ernment to  demand  the  whole  of  the 
archipelago,  when  at  the  outset  a  part 
of  the  Philippines  was  all  that  was  de- 
manded. 

"This  new  demand  exceeds  a  war  in- 
demnity, and  this  is  the  weak  point 
which  American  diplomacy  has  encoun- 
tered.  The  Spanish  government  is  .;t 
the  end  of  its  resources,  and,  hopcdes;^ 
as  it  is  for  her  to  attempt  to  master 
the  ir.surrection  in  the  Philippine  is^ 
lands,  even  if  they  were  handed  ov-^r 
to  her  tomorrow,  it  is  evident  that  If, 
instead  of  the  word  'a'l)andonment," 
cession'  against  a  cash  indemnity  is 
spoken  of,  the  Spanish  and  American 
delegates  may  come  to  terms. 

"The  American  delegates  have  made 
several  offers,  jind  have  at  the  present 
time  offered  th-  sum  <<f  $40,000,000.  The 
Spaniards  want  more  and  have  de- 
manded $100,000,000. 

"The  Spanish  delegates,  for  whi>se 
sad  condition  one  must  feel  pity,  had 
for  a  long  time  the  illusion  that  Europe 
would  intervene  an<l  defend  the  intti- 
ests  of  Spain.  Thev  must  have  lost  this 
illusion  l>y  nou .  .Vm  ■rlcau  diplomacy 
has  playid  its  part  with  great  clever- 
ness, and  has  from  the  outset  gained 
an  extraordinary  position.  .\t  the  pres« 
ent  moment  the  rnitcd  States  is  taking 
advantage  of  the  haired  against  En^ 
land  which  is  growing  upon  the  contin- 
ent, and  offers  its  neutrality  if  Euroi)fe 
will  leave  the  I'nited  States  a  free  hand 
with  Spain

HEARD  NO  COMPLAINT. 


Members   of  the    War    Commissioa 
Visit  fort  Thomas. 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Nov.  3.— Gen.  Dodj?e, 
Gen.  Sexton  and  Dr.  Conner,  of  the  war 
investigating  c .mimlttee,  reached  Fort 
Thomas,  Ky.,  at  10  a.  m..  in  ompany 
with  Maj.  Hall,  who  is  the  surgeon  in 
charge  uf  the  hospital  at  that  place.  The 
commissioners  proceded  on  a  tour  of 
inspection  through  all  the  wards  of  the 
hospitals.  They  also  inspected  the 
camp  of  the  Sixth  regiment,  which  is 
in  lents  on  the  ground  adjoining  the 
hospitals.  This  regiment  was  cut  to 
pieces  in  the  Santiago  campaign,  and 
has  since  'leen  recruited. 

Gen.  Dodge  put  many  questions  to  the 
patients  in  the  hospitals  concerning 
their  treatment,  but  found  no  one  com- 
plaining. He  was  especially  interested 
in  those  transported  the  previous  day 
from  Lexington.  They  were  all  in  good 
spirits  and  appeared  to  be  not  unfavor- 
al>ly  affected  by  the  railroad  journey. 

The  ins)>ection  of  the  camp  was  tho- 
rough. It  extended  into  the  dinner 
house,  and  Gen.  Dodge  and  Col.  Sexton 
went  to  the  mess  tents  and  inspected 
the  food.  A  call  was  made  upon  Gen. 
Egl)ert.  who  commanded  the  Sixth  at 
Santiago,  and  who  will  be  examined  as 
a  witness. 


Washington,  Nov.  3.— Dr.  A.  Hartsuff, 
who  was  chief  surgeon  of  the  army 
at  Camp  Thomas,  Chickamauga,  from 
April  21  to  July  27  last,  was  examined 
today  by  Col.  Denby  of  the  war  in- 
vestigating commission  concerning  the 
conduct  of  the  camp  from  a  medical 
point  of  view. 

He  criticised  various  features  In  the 
management  of  the  camp,  beginning 
with  the  location  of  some  of  the  regi- 
ments. Tie  said  that  the  park  was, 
upon  general  jirinciples.  a  good  camp 
ground,  but  that  some  of  the  regiments 
were  located  in  swampy  sections     and 

others  on  rocky  ground,  where  it  was 
impossible  to  set  the  sinks  of  sufficient 
depth.  In  other  cases  the  camp  was 
poorly  drained,  and  in  most  instances 
the  tents  were  too  close  together.  He 
said  that  the  sites  v.ere  selected  l>y  Gen. 
Brooke,  and  that  notwithstanding  his 
own  position  as  chief  medical  officer,  he 
had  not  been  consulted  in  regard  to  the 
location.  He  had  made  a  formal  pro- 
ti'st  at  the  time,  but  the  i>rotesl  was  not 
heeded. 

TOOK  POSITIVE  GROrND. 

Dr.  Hartsuff  took  positive  ground 
against  the  esthablishnicnt  of  division 
hospitals  at  the  expense  of  the  regi- 
ments. He  said  that  the  law  for  the 
organization  of  volunteer  forces  did 
not  provide  for  the  enlistment  of  a 
hospital  corps,  and  that  as  a  conse- 
quence there  v.as  no  force  for  the  hos- 
pital work,  and  the  only  way  to  get 
one  was  to  transfer  men  from  ihe  vol- 
unteer force  to  the  regular  force,  and 
oftentimes  these  men  were  not  the 
most  efficient. 

He  thought  a  division  or  field  hos- 
pital was  a  necessity,  but  he  did  not 
think  it  .should  be  built  up  as  at  present 
.by  taking  surgeons,  stewards  and 
ambulances  from  the  regiments,  but 
rather  as  an  independent  instiluti«>n. 
He  had  found  that  regimental  surgeons 
and  nurses  transferred  to  a  division 
hospital  were  not  so  capable  of  render- 
ing good  service;  many  were  quite  use- 
less. Others  were  almost  paralyzed. 
Furthermore  there  was  iiunn-nse  con- 
fusion in  transferring  the  regimental 
effects  to  the  hospital  an  I  in  sending 
them  back  when  the  regiments  were  or- 
dered away.  It  was,  he  said,  a  case  of 
confusion  worse  confounded. 

"Do  you  think  the  establishment  of 
division  hospitals  a  bad  policy?"  asked 
Col.  Denby. 

"Very  bad  as  done,"  replied  the  wit- 
ness. 

""Could  not  you.  as  chief  medical  ofli- 
cer.  have  controlled  the  matter?"  he 
was  next  asked. 

ALGEU  RESPONSIBLE. 

"No.  sir:  it  was  an  order  of  the  sf^c- 
retary  of  war.  and  under  this  order  no 
regimental  hospital  could  be  main- 
tained." 

He  thought  this  order  unfortunate, 
that  in  carrying  it  into  effect  the  work 
of  <-aring  for  the  sick  was  greatly  In- 
terfered with  and  that  no  one  was  ben- 
efited by  it. 

Dr.  Hartsuff  also  expressed  the  opin- 
ion that  the  water  supply  of  the  camp 
was  not  good.  He  said  that  when  the 
troops  began  t()  pour  in.  the  discovery 
was  made  with  alarm  that  the  supply 
was  insufficient,  and  that  he.  Gen. 
Brooke  and  others  had  set  about  to  m- 
crease  it.  Decision  was  made  to  take 
water  from  the  Chickamauga  river 
under  great  haste,  but  notwithstanding 
the  intake  pipe  was  located  above  the 
mouth  of  the  creek  draining  the  camp, 
he  did  not  consider  the  water  of  the- 
river  wholesome,  and  he  had  recom- 
mended, even  after  th'»  pipe  line  wa* 
established  to  meet  the  emergency,  that 
arrangements  should  be  made  to  extend 
the  system  so  as  to  secure  water  from 
Crawfish  springs.  He  also  said  the  mc;v 
often  insisted  upon  using  surface  water, 
which  was  nothing  more  than  drainage 
fnim  the  camps. 

Another  feature  of  f,he  camp  system 
which  Dr.  Hartsuff  criticised  was  that 
<if  allowing  each  regiaient  to  have  a 
refuse  dump  of  its  own.  This  had  ren- 
dered the  cami>  very  ol>jectionable  from 
a  hygienic  point  of  view.  He  had  rec- 
ommended to  Gen.  Brooke  the  cremation 
of  the  garl)age. 

PREPARING  fOR  WINTER. 


Typhoid  Has .  Been   Mildly   Prevalent 
at  Camp  Shipp. 

Anniston.  Ala..  Nov.  3.— Typhoid 
fever,  which  has  been  mildly  prevalent 
at  Camp  Shipp  for  some  time,  is  on  a 
decrease  in  all  regiments  except  the 
Fourth  Wisconsin,  and  preparations  are 
l>eing  made  to  move  that  command  to 
a  site  west  <»f  the  Second  Arkansas. 
While  there  is  believed  to  be  little  if 
any  local  cause  for  sickness  at  the 
camp,  a  removal  is  easily  accom- 
plished. 
The  sinks  will  be  burned,  the  tents 
t  from  which  typhoid  cases  cam»  will  be 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  the  tent 
Maps  washed  in  bichloride. 

Work  on  winter  quarters  has  l>egun. 

Enclosed  sheds,  8  by  8  feet,  are  being 

erected  for  the  stoves.     Against  each  of 

three  sides  of  the  sheds  a  tent  will  be 

idaced,     doors     opening     into     ihe   tent 

from  the  shed.     The  fourth  side  of  the 

frame  structure  will   be  the  front,  and 

it  will  contain  a  door  to  and  from   the 

I  <'ompany  street.     The  tents  will  be  used 

I  for  sleeping  quarters    and.     with     con- 

'  necting  shed  doors  left  open,  they  will 

I  be  warm  and  comfortable.

TONNAGE  IS  WANTED 


Two    British    Warships    Are 

Ordered  to  Philadelphia 

For  Slight  Repairs. 


Philadelphia.  Nov.  3.— A  morning  pa- 
per publishes  the  following: 

The  probability  of  a  war  between 
England  and  France  received  fresh  Im- 
petus here  yesterday  by  the  action  of 
England,  who  purchased  a  large 
amount  of  American  coal  for  immedi- 
ate delivery  at  her  West  India  naval 
stations.  In  response  to  hurried  cable- 
grams from  London,  shipbrokers  en- 
gaged in  the  West  India  trade  spent 
the  greater  part  of  yesterday  search- 
ing for  tonnage  suitable  to  transport 
the  coal  from  Philadeli)hia  and  New- 
port News  to  points  where  it  will  be 
most  convenient  for  English  war  craft 
to  fill  their  bunkers.  Sailing  vessels 
from  IJ'iOO  to  2000  tons  carrying  capacity 
are  particularly  in  demand. 

The  first  shijiments  ai"e  to  be  sent  to 
Kingston  to  be  followed  by  vessels  for 
Bermuda,  St.  Lucia  and  Demerara. 
which  are  the  principal  ports  in  the 
West  Indies  subject  to  Great  Britain. 
It  is  also  proi>osed  to  discharge  a  part 
of  the  purchase  at  St.  Thomas.  a 
Danish  island,  where  hulks  will  be 
used. 

It  was  reported  yesterday  that  two 
British  warships  had  been  ordered  here 
to  undergo  slight  repairs,  which  under 
ordinary  circumstances  would  have 
been  made  at  either  Halifax  or  the  Ber- 
muda islands.

Mr.  Coroa  p<iints  out  that  thv 
ru-w  republic  has  a  ^vipulation  of  over 
7\T£!^^  ""*^  covers  an  area  of  about 
IIO.OOO  square  miles,  a  groat  stretch  of 
seacoiyt  on  the  Atlantic  and  I'acitii- 
anti  IS  the  site  of  the  Nicaragua  canaii 
throui^h  which  commerce  will  ultimate 
Jy   pass  from  ocean  to  ocean. 

Th?  movement   to   form    the   new    ro- 
public  began  on  June  20,  1S95.  when  the 
three   presidents.    Zflaya  of   Nicaragua 
Outierre    of    Salvador    ar.d    Bonilla    of 
Honduras,    formed    the    treaty    of    Am- 
apala.       This     treaty     provided     for     a 
union     on     the    foreign    affairs    of    thf- 
three  countries  and  created  a  diet  which 
directed    these    foreign    affairs.      It    did 
not  amount  to  a   national  union,   how- 
ever,   and    in    the   opinion    of   the   state 
cieyjartment  here,  it   was   not  a  govern- 
ment   having    the    attributes    of    sove 
veignty.   but   merely  a  confederation  of 
separate   governments   for  the   purpose 
of   conducting    their    foreign   affairs    in 
<-ommon.      The    diet,    therefore,    recom- 
mended the  formation  of  a  general  as. 
sembly.     with     twelve    delegates     from 
each  of  the  three  countries  to  draw  up 
H   complete    constitutional    union.     The 
assemlily  met  on  June  20  last,  the  anni- 
ver.«ary  ot  the  treaty  of  Amapala. 

On  Aug.  27  last  a  constitution  for  the 
new  republic  was  fmally  drawn  up  an.: 
signed  with  due  formality.    The  general 
character    of    the    new    govemnient    is 
ahown  in  a  communication  received  by 
Senor  Corea  from  the  .secretarv  of  the 
assembly.     It  states  that  the  new  order 
of   things   goes    into    force   Nov.    1.    th^ 
name  of  the  republic  beirg'  the  Unitett 
States  of  Central    America,   formed   of 
Nicaragua.    Salvador    and      Honduras. 
Provision  is  made  for  the  admission  of 
Guatemala    and    Costa    Rica,    if    thev 
elect  to  enter  the  new  union.    A  federal 
form    of    government    is    adopted,     the 
boundary  lines  of  the  slates  being  con- 
tinued as  heretofore,  except  as  change'l 
by  each  ceding  one  department  to  form 
a  federad  district,  similar  to  the  District 
of  Columbia,  where  the  seat  of  federal 
government  is  to  be  located.  The  ceded 
district  surrounds   the  gulf  of  Fonsica 
on  the  Pacitic  side,   and   the  capital   is 
located  temporarily  at  Amapala  on  the 
Tigre  island,   lying  in  the  gulf  of  Fon- 
sica.       The    capital    v.ill    remain    here 
until  the  congress  of  the  new   republic 
selects  a  permanent  site  for  it. 

The  constitution  provides  for  a  pre.sl- 
dent.  elected  for  four  years  by  the  di- 
rect vote  of  the  people,  wiih  a  pro- 
vision against  immediate  re-election.  It 
3s  provided  also  that  the  three  presi- 
dents. Zelaya.  (luiterrez  and  Bonilla. 
shall  not  be  eligible  at  the  first  election. 
thus  removing  all  possibility  .jf  influ- 
ences favorable  to  one  of  the  execu- 
tives. The  president  is  made  the  com- 
mander In  chief  of  the  army  and  navy, 
and  his  functions  are  much  in  line  with 
those  of  the  president  of  the  United 
i5tat.es. 

The  inauguration  of  the  president  if; 
fixed  for  March  l.'j  next,  and  in  the 
mean  time,  from  Nov.  1.  the  executive 
I>)Wer  will  l>e  directed  by  a  council  of 
three,  elected  by  :he  general  assemblv. 
these  three  "oeing  Col.  Matus  of  Ni- 
caragua, Gailegos.  of  Salvador,  and 
I'gart.  of  Honduras.  The  presidential 
,  election  occurs  the  first  Sunday  in  De- 
cember, and  at  the  same  time  repre- 
sentatives  will  be  elected. 

The  legislative  power  is  given  to  a 
congress  of  two  houses,  the  .senate  be- 
ing made  up  of  six  senators  from  each 
state  and  three  from  the  federal  dis- 
trict, while  the  house  of  representatives 
has  one  representative  for  each  30.000 
1nhabitan:s.  This  makes  a  "-'onate  of 
twenty-one  meml'ors  and  a  house  of 
about  seventy  members.  The  congress 
meets  March  1  next,  the  inauguration 
of  the  president  following  on  the  15th. 
The  federal  judiciary  provided  bv  the 
constituLiun  is  patterned  after  the 
system  of  the  United  States  and,  in- 
deed, throughout  the  -onstitution  there 
Is  a  close  resemblance  to  the  sy.-^.ems  in 
this  country. 

The  governments  of  Nicaragua.  Sal- 
vador and  Hiinduras  become  states. 
their  pre.«ent  presidents  giving  wav  ti' 
governor.'!.  The  states  retain  control 
over  affairs  of  a  purely  buai  character, 
and  have  legislatures  and  direr  t  local 
affairs,  mu-h  as  the  states  in  this  coun- 
try control  their  local  affairs. 

The  Niearaguan  canal  project  will 
hereafter  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
new  republic,  as  it  is  a  national  <iues- 
tion.  The  constitution  provides,  how- 
ever, that  all  obligations  of  the  separate 
states,  entered  into  prior  to  Nov.  1.  wiU 
be  upheld,  so  that  any  conces-sions 
made  by  Nicaragua  prior  to  that  date 
will  be  .-perated.  From  now  on.  how- 
ever, it  will  be  the  United  .States  of 
Central  America,  instead  of  Nicaragua, 
which  will  have  entire  control  over  the 
inceroceanic  canal  route. 

Senor  Corea  regards  the  new  form  of 
government  as  well  suited  to  strengthen 
and  develop  the  countries  of  Central 
America,  giving  a  mutuality  of  inter- 
ests and  a  joint  force  of  arms  sufficient 
to  keep  in  abeyance  the  revolutiunarv 
spirit,  which  has  found  expression 
from  time  to  time  while  the  republics 
were  separated.

New  York,  Nov.  3.— A  special  to  'he 
Herald  from  Washin.^ton  says: 

Action  has  been  taken  by  the  ad- 
min"-tie  ion  looking  to  the  mainten- 
ance iti  the  status  quo  with  respect  to 
the  concession  of  the  Maritime  Canal 
company  for  the  construction  of  the 
Xicaraguan  canal. 

Secretary  Day  has  cabled  instructions 
to  Ministery  Merry,  under  which, 
through  Consul  Donaldson,  at  Man- 
agua, remonstrances  will  be  lodged  with 
President  Zelaya  against  the  eon -es- 
sion  his  government  has  awarded  to 
.Messrs.  Eyre  and  Cragin,  representing 
an  American  syntlicale,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  canal  upon  the  expir- 
ation of  the  coiuiact  held  by  the  Mari- 
time company.  Information  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  authorities  is  of  a  very 
meager  character  due  to  the  fact  that 
all  information  received  by  Minister 
.Merry  has  been  by  cable  and  he  has 
been  unable  to  send  the  text  of  thi- 
<igreement  entered  into  with  Messrs. 
lOyre  and  Cragin.  Although  it  has  been 
reported  that  the  Nicaraguan  congres.-^ 
has  ratified  the  "provisicmal  agree- 
iiienf  submitted  to  it  by  the  president, 
the  jiuthorities  are  hopeful  of  prevent- 
ing linal  approval  being  given. 

Results  of  the  call  Consul  Donaldson 
will  make  upon  President  Zelaya  can- 
not be  forecasted  by  the  officials,  but 
in  some  circles  it  is  not  believed  it  will 
have  any  important  effect.  The  presi- 
dent and  members  of  his  cabinet  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  new  syndicate 
lias  not  entered  into  the  agreement 
with  the  Nicaraguan  government  ti) 
build  the  canal,  but  to  nuike  a  deal  with 
the  Maritime  Canal  company  undei 
which  the  syndicate  will  receive  a  cer- 
tain sum  for  its  rights. 

So  far  as  the  administration  is  con- 
cerned, its  objection  to  a  transfer  of 
the  concesi<m  at  this  time  lies  in  the 
bad  effect  it  will  have  upon  congress, 
which  would  hesitate  to  vote  the  gov- 
ernment aid  so  necessary  l.)  the  con- 
struction of  the  canal. 

•Private  enterprise  will  never  build 
that  .great  waterway."  said  an  ofllcial 
last  night.  "A  government  will  have 
to  build  it  and  that  government  will  be 
the  I'nited  States.  So  far  as  the  ad- 
ministration is  coiK'erned.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  what  company  has  a  con- 
tract, but  the  president  is  pledged  to 
the  construction  of  the  canal.  He  be- 
lieves it  to  be  a  necessity  and  he  there- 
fore desires  that  the  status  quo  be 
maintained  in  order  that  when  the 
."ubject  is  discussed  by  congress  no  un- 
necesary  complications  may  exist  which 
could  be  used  to  the  <lisadvantage  of 
the  proposition  for  the  government  to 
build  the  canal." 

The  authorities  are  gratified  at  Presi- 
dent Zelaya's  announcement  that  the 
coniession  of  the  Maritime  companv 
will  n«)t  expire  until  (Vt.  9.  1S99.  and  it 
is  intended  that  eVery  eiTort  shall  b.' 
directed  to  secure  the  pa.sage  by  con- 
gress of  one  of  thi-  measures  provid- 
ing for  government  aid  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  waterw.ny.

Report  of  Alleged  Misdemeanors  on 
Part  of  Soldiers. 

Washington,  Nov.  3.— Some  of  the  news- 
papers published  in  Porto  Rico  have  been 
publishing  articles  bitterly  criticising  the 
conduct  of  the  I'nited  States  soldiers, 
who  have  been  sent  to  the  island  as  a  per- 
manent garrison.  The  soldiers  have  been 
accused  of  all  sorts  of  misdemeanors;  of 
ruffianism,  of  pett.v  larceny,  of  the  de- 
struction of  private  property,  and  In  face 
of  eyery  kind  of  excess  which  might  be 
charged  against  green  troops  In  a  foreign 
country. 

The  charges  rellected  particularly  upon 
the  volunteer  regiments,  and  wtrvj  so 
general  and  earnest  that  Secretary  .^iger 
felt  call-d  upon  to  take  formal  notice  of 
theni.  It  Wcis  evident  that  If  thev  were 
well  founded  the  Porto  RIcans  were  iikely 
to  be  alienated  from  their  new  allfglanc'e 
almost  before  they  had  become  fairlv  .it- 
tached.  So  a  cablegram  was  sent  lo  j'aj. 
(.in.  Brooke.  commanding  all  of  the 
I  nited  btate;;  troops  in  Porto  Rico,  e.iH- 
ing  his  attention  (o  these  ret>ori.-..  The 
answer  came  this  morning  in  the  sh,.i;!e  of 
the  following  cablegram  from  Gen. 
Brooke : 

San  Juan.  Porto  Rico.  Nov  3— Ad.iu- 
tant  General.  W.ishington:  Bad  behavior 
of  our  soldiers  in  Ponce  province  Is  news 
to  me.  Col.  Cnsflcman.  commanding  th--' 
:)rovisional  bri.xade  there.  Is  now  with  me

St.  Paul.  Nov.  :;.— "Us  a  blankety. 
blank  lie."  This  was  the  iei>ly  made  "oy 
Capt.  Hosche  of  Company  C,  Four- 
teenth regiment,  when  he  wa.s  Inforn.od 
last  evening  that  it  had  Ijec-n  reimrte-i 
his  command  was  kept  in  cIo.se  confir.e- 
nient  in  the  Mannheimer  liuilding  and 
wa.s  not  allowed  privileges  granted  to 
other  companies. 

"l  have  granted  some  of  the  company 
spe(  ial  privileges,  liut  they  have  abustil 
them,"  continued  the  captain.  "Passe.- 
h.ive  been  issued  to  nteinbeis  of  lu 
company  to  attend  the  theaters  aiiS 
they  have  been  allowed  to  remain  out 
until  11  o'clock.  The  result  has  been 
that  they  came  to  quarters  at  1  o'clock 
in  the  nioining  diunk.  You  can  s^-j" 
how  they  are  behaving  when  out  of  six 
men  now  in  the  guard  house  in  lhi:« 
building  fire  of  them  are  momber;,  o.> 
my  company.  I  am  going  according  to 
orders,"  and  the  captain  read  over  the 
general  orders  issued  to  the  ofliceiiv 
"The  trouble  is  that  some  of  the  men 
have  made  hogs  of  themselves,  and  I 
have  been  obliged  to  refuse  them  spe 
cial  privileges.  If  they  behave  lik*- 
men  I  could  do  more  for  them,  but  they 
don't." 

Several  of  the  memliers  of  the  company 
seen,  said,  while  thev  were  not  ciuifineil 
like  men  In  the  gu:ird  house  the.v  had 
very  few  Tirlvileges.  Th<y  were  marcheil 
to  breakfast  and  then  back  to  quarters, 
where  they  remaine-l  until  dinner  time, 
when  th.'V  were  marched  to  their  mid- 
day meal.  Back  again  to  guartera  after 
dinner  and  at  4  o'clock  they  were 
allowed  an  hour  for  exercise  outside  the 
onarters.  At  5  o'clock  they  were  marched 
t'l  supper  and  from  5:45  to  ]t»  o'clock 
Wfre  allowed  to  siieiiil  their  time  out- 
side. The  members  seen  w<>re  lo.ith  to 
discuss  the  ouestion  of  nrivlleges.  but 
agreed  that  the  olli.  r  companies  nuar- 
fered  In  the  l.iilding  were  not  restricted 
by  such  sirict  discipline  as  that  enforced 
by  Caut.  Resche.

Last  week  I  was  in  a  little  village  in  the 
Western  Reserve  of  Ohio,  twenl.v  miles 
from  the  president's  home  in  (^."inton.  I 
Went  down  to  the  station  to  gel  a  morn- 
ing nancr  and  read  in  ii  one  of  those  presi- 
dential speeches  In  which  Mr.  McKinley 
Indulged  in  another  of  those  epigram- 
matic sentences  of  his-  like  "The  foreign- 
er pays  the  tax."  atul  "Cheap  and  nasty 
go  together"— in  which  he  "laid  the  flit- 
tering unction  to  his  soul"  that  his  a.l- 
miniptration  was  "siattering  blessings 
o'er  a  smiling  land."  "Now."  he  said, 
"employment  is  hunting  labor  instead  of 
labor  hunting  emp'oyment."  On  the  depot 
platform  was  the  fact  lo  confront  and  re- 
fute the  assertion.  A  number  of  section 
men  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railway  com- 
pany were  engaged  in  animated  discus- 
sion. The  toolc  was  an  order  received  by 
the  "boss"  that  morning  from  the  com- 
l>anv's  general  oce  announcing  a  reduc- 
tion of  wages  from  $1.15  to  $1.03  a  day.  The 
men  refused  to  accent  the  r»»ductlon  and 
started  off  to  hunt  employment.  A  cout>le 
of  da\s  later  1  met  In  Cleveland  a  work- 
man In  one  of  the  great  iron  mills  of  that 
city,  whose  occupation  was  that  of  a  wire 
dr.awer  on  the  night  shift.  He  was  lament- 
ing the  reduction  in  the  rate  per  hundred- 
weight of  wire  drawn,  under  which  he 
rotild  earn  but  75  cents  bv  a  night's  work, 
instead  of  from  $2  50  to  $3  under  the  for- 
mei-  rate,  a  reduction  that  took  effect  last 
year— after  the  "restoration"— and  one 
that  he  accepted  because  employment  was 
not  and  Is  not  yet  "hunting  labor."  The 
foreigner  does  not  pay  the  tax.  cheapness 
Is  not  nastiness  and  employment  Is  not 
hunting  I  ibor.  but  the  maker  of  platitud- 
inous phrases  placidly  oursues  his  fancies.

TOWNE  IS  A  WINNER. 

The  light  registration  on  the  ir>>n 
ranges  has  completely  destroyed  th<.> 
hope  of  the  Morris  leaders  that  their 
candidate  will  carry  St.  Louis  count.v. 
Instead  of*  this  result  toward.s  which 
they  were  looking  with  confidence,  on 
account  of  the  lighter  vote  in  Duluth, 
they  now  behold  the  practically  ab.so- 
lute  certainty  that  Mr.  Towne  will  have 
from  800  to  1000  majority  in  the  county. 
Not  only  is  this  a  certainty,  but  there 
is  a  strong  probability  that  a  large 
portion,  if  not  all,  the  Republican  coun- 
ty ticket  will  be  defeated. 

While  the  registration  on  the  range 
precincts  is  very  small,  in  comparison 
with  two  years  ago,  there  Is  also  con- 
siderable disaffection  among  the  Repub- 
licans there  over  the  treatment  they 
have  received  from  the  Morris  mana- 
gers, who  ran  the  county  convention 
and  turned  down  the  range  candidates, 
and  over  the  work  <»f  the  same  crowci 
against  the  proposition  to  divide  the 
county.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Morris 
managers  worked  hard  to  induce  «.he 
state  l>oard  to  reject  the  petition  re- 
questing an  election,  and  that  several 
men  now  on  the  county  ticket  threw 
their  influence  on  the  same  side.

DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PEOPLE. 

The  passage  of  the  McClearj-  bill 
would  result  in  the  creation  of  an  im- 
mense banking  trust  which  would  have 
the  whole  business  community  at  its< 
mercy.  The  provision  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  a  limitless  number 
of  branch  banks,  there  being  no  limita- 
tion to  the  number  or  the  places  where 
they  could  be  established,  must  ulti- 
mately result  in  driving  out  the  small 
banks  that  are  now  doing  business  ovei 
the  country,  and  in  their  place  we 
would  have  one  great  bank,  possiljiy 
two  or  three,  with  thousands  of 
branches.  Having  driven  out  the  little 
banks,  this  great  banking  trust  would 
control  the  credits  in  every  community 
and  the  whole  country  would  be  at  its 
mercy. 

This  danigerous  feature  of  the  measure 
has  been  very  clearly  exposed  by  Mr. 
Walker,  of  Massachusetts,  who  is  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  banking  and 
currency  from  which  the  McCleary  bill 
was  reported,  Mr.  McCleary  having 
been  chairman  of  a  subcommittee  which 
drafted  the  bill.  Mr.  Walker  Is  regarded 
as  one  t^f  the  ablest  men  that  the  Re- 
publican party  has  in  congress,  espe- 
cially with  respect  to  the  subjects  of 
banking  and  currency.  Mr.  Walkef 
does  not  approve  of  this  McCleary  bill. 
and  he  made  a  minority  report  against 
it,  the  whole  of  which  report  makes  in- 
teresting  reading.     Here  is  an  extract: 

"A  bill  authorizing  branch  banks  i.'* 
very  batl  economics  as  compared  with 
encouraging  the  local  independent  bank, 
and  is  still  worse  statesmanship.  It 
finds  no  justification  in  the  policy  of 
our  free  banking  system,  or  in  any 
amendment  of  it  proposed  in  this  bill. 
It  is  unwise  to  permit  jiowerful  city 
banks  to  establish  branches.  *  •  •  » 
Putting  a  local  agent  in  a  place  with  no 
interest  in  it  other  than  the  money  he 
can  make  out  of  it  for  his  non-resident 
employer  means  that  no  independent 
local  'oank,  managed  by  its  citizens,  ca:: 
be  established  In  the  town,  and  if  one 
is  already  there  it  must  go  out  of  busi- 
ness. In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  loca^ 
banks  in  towns  are  formed  by  public - 
spirited  citizens  to  get  a  fair  return 
on  the  capital  they  put  in  the  bank,  hul 
still  more  to  build  up  the  town  by  as- 
sisting other  citizens  to  capital  wit'n 
which  to  do  other  busiiK^ss.  The  agent 
of  the  city  bank  may  for  a  time  loan 
money,  in  good  times,  at  rates  to  drivr- 
out  the  country  bank,  and  In  times  ot

TO  PROTECT  SHIPPING. 


Desire  for  Freedom  of  Private  Vessels 
on  the  High  Seas. 

Washington,  Nov.  :].— A  memorial  pre- 
pared by  Charles  Henry  Butler  and 
others  has  been  presented  to  the  presi- 
dent asking  that  this  government  call 
an  international  convention  to  consider 
the  ciuestion  of  making  private  prop- 
erty free  from  capture  on  the  high  seas 
in  time  of  war.  The  memorial  pays  a 
highly  respectful  tribute  to  the  admin- 
istration on  the  humane  and  speedily 
successful  prosecution  of  the  recent  war 
and  points  out  that  this  government 
is  in  the  best  position  of  any  power  at 
present  to  take  the  initiative  in  such  a 
humane  movement  without  laying  it- 
self open  to  the  imputation  of  selfish- 
ness. The  memorial  gives  an  interest- 
ing resume  of  thi-  country's  advocacy 
of  free  ships  and  I  :'.>e  go<)ds  and  quotes 
the  famous  Paris  c.,nv;^ntion,  which  it 
V.  ill  be  remembered  is  as  follows: 

First — Privateering  is  and  remains 
abolished. 

Second — The  neutral  flag  covers 
enemy's  gooils,  with  the  exception  of 
contraband  of  war. 

Third— Neutral  goods,  except  contra- 
band of  war.  are  not  liable  to  capture 
under  an  enemy's  Hag. 

Fourth — Blockades  to  be  binding  must 
be  effective — that  is  to  say — maintained 
by  a  force  really  sufiicient  to  prevent 
access  to  the  enemy's  coast. 

The  memorial  urges  that  internation- 
al law  should  be  amended  to  not  only 
include  all  the  above,  but  to  exi-eiit  all 
private  property  from  capture,  except 
contraband  of  war.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  the  present  threatening  aspect  of

Morris  Men  Staggered  By 

Light  Registration  on 

the  Ranges. 

Realize  That  Morris  Cannot 
Hope  to  Get  a  Major- 
ity Now. 


While  the  Ilepublkans  anticipated  a 
considerable  falling  off  in  the  vote  in 
their  strongholds  on  the  iron  ranges, 
they  were  not  prepared  for  such  an 
enormous  shortage  as  is  shown  l>y  th* 
reports  from  the  registration,  boards 
in  the  different  voting  precincts,  as  pub 
lished  in  The  Herald  last  evening.  They 
had  scarcely  recovered  from  the  jui>i!' 
ant  feelings  which  they  had  exi>eriencca 
because  of  the  prospects  of  a  light  vote 
in  the  city  of  Duluth.  when  they  awoke 
to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  then 
own  losses  on  the  ranges  would  be  fa: 
in  excess  of  any  possible  losses  whidi 
the  fusionists  were  apt  to  sustain  iit 
the  city. 

In  the  hotel  lo1>bies  and  at  Republicai: 
headquarters  the  probable  effect  of  the 
small  vote  on  the  ranges  was  the  soi_' 
topic  of  conversation  last  niicht.  One 
Republican,  a  member  of  the  Mnrris 
business  men's  organization  and  one  ot 
the  most  active  party  workers,  said: 

•I  knew  there  would  be  fewer  votes 
on  the  Mesaba  and  Vermillion  ranges 
than  theie  were  two  years  ago.  but  1 
did  not  have  the  remotest  suspicion 
that  the  loss  would  be  nearly  60  oer 
cent,  as  it  is  now  evident  it  certainly 
will  be.  The  reports  of  the  registrar 
lion  have  certainly  upset  all  Republiian 
calculations  and  will  make  it  necessary 
for  our  statisticians  to  prepare  an  en- 
tirely new  set  of  figures  if  they  are  to 
gain  any  comfort  from  their  estimates 
before  election." 

A  meeting  of  the  Morris  business  men 
was  held  last  night  and  the  range  vott? 
was  discussed  in  a  cloud  of  gloom.  Lee 
Willcuts  attempted  to  cheer  them  up 
and  told  them  that  the  situation  was 
not  near  as  l»ad  as  it  seemed  on  th^- 
surface.  He  told  them  that  there  were 
about  300  men  at  Floodwood.  for  in- 
stance, who  had  nf>t  registei-ed.  but  who 
would  vote  next  Tuesday,  and  that  all 
of  them  were  Republicans.  He  said  he 
hoped  and  lielieved  that  wh«>n  the  rj- 
turns  came  in  they  would  show  that 
C00«)  voters  on  the  ranges  had  exercised 
their  right  of  franchise,  and  :50t'0.  iie 
said,  with  a  wise  look  and  a  wink  that 
was  intended  to  be  signitic.int,  is  ."iW 
more  than  I'oOo.  Mr.  Willcuts"  efforts, 
however  did  not  have  the  desired  effect 
upon  the  men  who  have,  as  they  say. 
for  business  reasons,  attempteii  to  piv- 
vent  the  defeat  of  the  war  congress- 
man. 

There  was  a  larger  cuowd  of  hangei  s- 
on  about  Republican  headquarters  last 
evening  than  there  has  b  i-n  at  any 
time  since  the  opening  of  the  cam;>aigri. 
:ind  it  was  a  very  nois.v  crowd,  ome 
a  tight  between  two  of  the  faithful  was 
narrowly  averted.  A  canditlat-j  held  » 
rather  loud  conversation  with  one  of 
the  strikers,  in  which  he  said: 

■*You  are  around  today  all  right  be- 
cuuse  you  know  there  is  a  little  money 
in  sight,  but  I  know  you  have  been 
plugging  against  me  and  others  for  two 
weeks.  I  will  see  to  it  that  .vou  don  t 
get  your  fingers  on  a  cent.  You  haven't 
enough  of  a  pull  to  intiuence  your  own 
vote." 

R.  S.  Munger  returned  yesterday 
from  a  week's  tour  of  the  ranges.  He 
said  he  was  given  a  ci>rdial  welcome 
everywhere  he  went,  and  that  he  wa^ 
assured  by  many  Republicans  of  their 
hearty  support.  Leading  Republiians 
in  every  town  he  visited  went  around 
with  him  openly,  introducing  him  to 
their  friends  and  urging  them  to  vote 
for  him.  Many  of  them  said  they  in- 
tended to  vote  for  Charlie  Towne.  and 
Mr.  Munger  said  that  there  was  no 
doubt  that  Mr.  Towne's  vote  on  *h«i 
i-anges  would  be  larger  than  it  was  two 
years  ago,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  total  vote  would  be  much  less.

Octolwr.  according  to  the  monthly 
simimary  made  'oy  Local  Forecast  Offi-

BOARD  IS  ENJOINED. 


Court  Sustains  Complaint  of 

George  Spencer  Except 

as  to  Two  Roads. 

Judges  Ensign  and  Cant  yesterday 
afternoon  decided  the  Spencer  injunc- 
tion suit  against  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  and  issued  an  order  re- 
straining the  board  from  spending  any 
more  money  on  all  of  ihe  county  roads, 
except  the  Swan  Lake  and  Crane  Lake 
roads.  This  is  on  the  ground  liiat  the 
county  never  pr.>perly  established  these 
roads.  The  order  restraining  the  board 
from  expending  any  irioney  under  its 
resolutions  recently  adopted,  lividing 
$25,000  iH'tween  the  different  c-ommis- 
sioners'  districts  is  on  the  ground  that 
the  resolutions  are  illegal,  because  ihey 
delegate  to  the  superintendent  of  roads 
the  board's  office  of  laying  out  money. 
The  resolutions  sliould  state  for  what 
purpose,  and  irt  what  manner  the 
money  is  to  l)e  used.  Tlie  ourt  also 
holds  that  the  board  has  no  right  to 
improve  roads  after  it  has  built  ihem, 
but  that  the  township  must  do  it.  The 
lioard  will  probably  institute  proceed- 
ings to  legally  establish  the  roads.

A  lettei*  has  been  received  here  from 
a  J^uluth  boy  who  is  with  the  voluntee.s 
at  Camp  Forse.  Huntsville,  Ala.,  in 
which  pome  sensational  chargr-s  lu  v 
made  against  the  Investigating'  com- 
mittee from  the  war  department  that 
vistied  that  camp.  The  name  of  ih.- 
writer  is  withheld,  because  its  publicum 
lion  might  get  him  into  trouble  with 
his  superior  officers.  The  letter  in  sub- 
stance follofvs: 

"I  have  had  a  nice  time  since  I  en- 
listed, barrin.g  a  few  days  at  hard 
labor  for  a  breac  h  of  the  army  reguia- 
tions.  We  had  a  stay  of  two  m<i.iths  nt 
Tampa  ri.ght  in  the  heat  of  sutniiier. 
and  the  flies,  skeeters'  and  heat  a.> 
most  used  us  u|).  Since  coming  hers 
we  have  done  little  but  drill.  The 
weather  is  so  cold  at  night  that  if  is 
enough  to  make  us  all  sick.  We  aro 
living  in  tent.s.  and  the  wind  blows 
down  the  mountains  and  through  tlu 
thin  tents,  freezing  us  so  that  we  have 
to  get  up  and  build  a  (Ire  and  shlvc>t 
around  it  until  morning.  We  are  booked 
to  stay  here  all  winter  or  until  near 
Christmas,  and  then  it  is  hard  to  tell 
what  they  will  do  with  us.  We  would 
like  to  go  to  Cuba  or  anywhere  but 
here. 

"The  investigation  (?)  committee  vis 
ited  our  camp  last  we?k.  Talk  alM»ut 
your  farces!  They  got  out  of  a  hack  at 
the  end  of  the  company  street  and 
walked  down  the  line,  peeping  into  toe 
tents  as  though  they  w^-re  afraid  o; 
them.  Then  they  got  back  into  theif 
hack  and  trotted  away.  The  whole 
iireinony  did  not  take  fifteen  minutes. 
They  did  not  ask  a  single  man  if  he  had 
any  complaints  to  make,  but  drove  away 
after  i>eeking  into  the  tents.  We  had 
all  our  little  speeches  jirepared  to  un- 
fold in  their  ears  as  soon  as  they  indi- 
cated that  coinplaints  were  In  order, 
and  we  were  greatly  surjirised  when 
they  drove  off.  They  don't  want  to  finj 
anything  wrong.  We  had  threj  days' 
notice  ot  their  coming,  and  the  whole 
company  was  turned  out  to  clean  up 
the  grounds  and  make  everything  look 
right. 

"Some  of  us  are  getting  tired  of  this<, 
and  v.e  think  that  w,'  should  be  «ent 
somewhere  and  used  or  let  out.  We 
started  a  petition  to  get  tiut.  but  it 
was  stopped.  The  people  here  are  fine, 
and  they  treat  us  in  great  shai>e,  esjie- 
cially  the  young  women,  who  invite  us 
to  all  their  pink  teas.  I  would  give  iiv<- 
years  of  my  life  for  flvt-  minutes  in  Du^ 
luth.   however."

The  clerks  from  the  various  cUvtion 
districts  of  the  county  have  been  getting 
their  election  supplies  from  ihe  offlce 
of  County  .\uditor  Halden  today.  This 
morning  all  the  clerks  that  appeared 
w  ere  from  the  outside  towns,  none  from 
the  ranges  appearing.  They  were  ex- 
pected down  on  this  noon's  train,  and 
some  were  expected  on  che  Missabe 
train  at  3:3.').  The  first  clerk  to  appear 
was  from  the  town  of  Great  Scott,  lo- 
cated west  of  Mountain  Iron.  He  re- 
ported that  there  are  ten  voters  regis- 
tered in  the  liiwn.  which  is  holding  its 
first  election  this  year. 

The  registration  is  light  in^niost  of 
the  country  towns,  though  there  are 
one  or  two  exceptions.  It  Is  expected 
that  in  some  of  these  townfi  the  vote 
w  ill  exceed  the  registration.  Whore  it 
is  possible  t)  swear  in  votes,  as  it  is 
here,  the  farmers  do  not  register  as  a 
rule,  unless  it  is  ct>nvenient.  because  it 
wt.;uld  necessitate  two  trips  to  the  pol- 
ling places.  Thus  a  good  many  votes 
will  oe  sworn  in  on  election  day  in  these 
towns,  and  in  some  of  them  the  vote 
will  exceed  the  registration.  The  town 
of  Duluth  is  one  of  the  exceptions  to 
the  rule  that  the  registration  is  lower 
than  that  of  two  years  ago.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  new  settlers  in 
the  town,  and  besides  there  are  a  num- 
ber if  men  einjiloyed  by  the  -\lger- 
Smith  concern  who  will  vote.  The  re- 
reports  up  to  noon  were  as  follows:

TROOPS  FOR  CIBA. 


The  First  Order  Looking  to 

the  Military  Occupation 

of  Cuba. 

Washington.  Nov.  3.— Secretary 
.\lger  today  issued  the  l^rst  order  look- 
ing to  the  military  occupation  uf  Culiu 
by  the  United  States  troops.  The  order 
was  issued  cmly  after  very  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  reports  of  the  military 
officers  now  in  Cuba,  and  of  the  Hecker 
board  and  other  expert  commissioners 
which  have  been  in  the  field.  The  order 
looks  to  tho  ocjup.'ition:  of  two  jioints  to 
bogiii  with,  namely,  Nueviias  and  Pikt- 
to  Principe,  liut  the  occupation  will  Ijo 
extended  as  rapidly  as  the  Spanish 
evacuation  proceeds?.  The  older  di- 
rects the  movement  to  begin  at  once, 
but  according  to  the  calculations  of  the 
ilepartment  it  will  scarcely  be  po.ssible 
lo  make  the  first  landing  before 
.Vov.  22. 

Headquarters  of  the  new  corps,  whi.'h 
has  lieen  <reated  for  the  purjiose  of  be- 
ginning the  occupation  will  be  at  Neu- 
vitas,  under  the  command  of  Gen.  L.  H. 
Carpenter.  He  is  now  in  command  of 
the  cavalry  brigade,  composed  of  the 
Sixth  and  Seventh  cavalry,  at  Hunts- 
ville,  Ala.     The  order  is  as  follows: 

"The  headquarters  of  six  troops  of 
the  Eighth  United  States  cavalry  and 
the  Third  Georgia  volunteers  will  be  at 
Xuevitas.  Six  troops  of  the  Eighth 
United  States  cavalry  and  the  Fifteenth 
infantry  lo  Puerto  Principe. 

"The  regiment  will  be  prepared  to 
embark  at  once  and  the  subsistence  de- 
partment will  arrange  for  the  necessary 
rations.  The  command  will  ih> 
equipped  and  rationetl  for  sixty  days. 
The  quartermaster  general's  depart- 
ment will  furnish  the  necessary  wagon 
transportation  for  use  at  their  new  sta- 
tions. The  surgeon  general  will  make 
provision  for  hospital  and  medical  sup- 
plies. 

"Brig.  Gen.  L.  H.  Carpenter, '  United 
States  volunteers,  is  assigned  to  com- 
mand these  troops  with  headquarters 
at  Nuevitas. 

"The  cavalry  brigade,  composed  of 
the  Seventh  and  Eighth  ITnited  States 
cavalry,  is  discontinued.

Santiago,  Cuba.  Nov.  4.— The  Cubans 
who  have  been  employed  incleaning  and 
repairing  the  streets  of  Santiago,  have 
struck  for  higher  wages,  though  they 
have  been  receiving  |1  a  day.  or  50 
cents  and  two  rations— higher  wages 
than  they  have  ever  before  been  paid 
for  similar  work. 

In  fact,  local  employers  of  labor  have 
Ijcen  complaining  of  this  high  rate,  al- 
leging that  it  was  quite  impossible  for 
them  to  compete  with  the  government 
on  such  term.s.  The  Cul>an  lah.^rers  at 
the  best  are  lazy  and  slipshod.  They 
want  an  increase  of  50  cents  a  day. 
(Jen.  Leonard  Wood  absolutely  refuses 
l.>  accede  to  the  demand,  and  will  adopt 
heroic  measures  if  the  strike  is  not 
promptly  declared  off. 

The  trouble  is  that  many  of  the  strik- 
ers have  rations  enough  on:  hand  to  lasl 
a  month  or  more,  and  they  think  thev 
can  coerce  the  United  States  authori"- 
ties. 

Gen.  Wood  says  he  will  arrest  every 
laborer  able  to  work,  and  under  a 
vagrancy  law,  which  he  will  e.stablish 
compel  him  to  work  thirty  davs  for 
rations  while  confined  in  jail.  \V  hile  he 
believes  that  this  must  be  the  ultimate 
believe  that  this  must  be  the  ultimate 
result. 

Gen.  Wood  visited  the  yellow  fever 
hospital  to  make  an  inspection."  He 
found  one  patient  suffering  fr<»m 
Itnghfs  disease,  but  that  there  had  not 
been  a  case  of  yellow  fever  under  care 
for  two  months.  He  has  severely  cen- 
sured Dr.  Ducker.  superintendent  of  the 
nospital.  for  making  an  appeal  for 
.American  relief  stores,  and  he  will 
probably  abolLsh  the  hospital  altogether 
at  a  very  early  date. 

Gen.  Demetrius  Castillo,  who  is  as- 
•sisting  in  the  work  of  organizing  the 
military  department  in  the  Holguin  dis- 
trict, IS  1)usy  engaging  men  for  gen- 
vlarmerie,  accepting  men  only  of  good 
physique. 

Col.  IJay.  who  has  returned  from 
Guantanamo.  says  that  the  Cuban  gen- 
eral. Perez,  is  a'lout  to  grant  Indefinite 
furloughs  to  his  men  to  enable  them  to 
go  to  work,  the  reason  appar<mtly  be*- 
mg  that  many  are  practically  starving 
and  would  have  to  go  to  work  anyhow! 

A  TALE  OF  WOE. 


Wanted  Him  to   Hoist  French   Flags 
Over  Offldurman. 

New  York.  Nov.  4.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Times  from  London  say.s: 

A  story  of  the  greatest  gravity,  cir- 
culating among  persons  in  touch  with 
official  quarters,  alleges  that  when 
Marchand  reached  Fashoda  he  sent  two 
messengers  with  three  French  fiags  to 
the  khalifa  and  a  letter  saying  if  the 
khalifa  hoisted  these  fiags  at  Omdur- 
man  he  would  be  und^r  the  protection 
of  "the  great  French  nation"  and  the 
British  would  not  fire  upon  him. 

The  khalifa  replied  that  two  British 
"dogs"  had  attacked  Soudan;  one 
"dog,"  named  Gordon,  had  been  killed, 
while  the  other  "dog,"  named  Kitche- 
ner, he  was  about  to  kill. 

He  would  then  wipe  out  the  French. 

Both  of  these  letters  and  the  three 
fiags  are  said  to  have  been  captured  by 
the  sirdar's  ofllcers.

Lieut.  Col.  Carbonne  of  the 

Cuban  Army  Writes  a 

Letter. 


Washington.  Nov.  4.— The  following 
letter  from  Lieut.  Col.  Carbonne  of  the 
Cuban  army,  now  at  Havana,  has  been 
received  by  Secretary  Queseda  of  the 
Cuban  delegation  here,  who  has  laid  it 
before  Secreiary  Alger  with  an  urgent 
request  that  steps  l>e  taken  to  relieve 
the  extreme  distress  it  sets  forth.  Lieui. 
Col.  Carbonne  is  the  Inventor  of  the 
explosive  known  as  Carbonite.  and  is 
regarded  as  the  representative  at  Ha- 
vana of  the  Cuban  leaders  and  forces 
in  the  Held.  He  writ,  s  as  follow.s,  the 
letter  bearing  date,  Havana.  Oct.  29: 

"I  am  just  from  the  camp  of  Gen. 
Menocal,  chief  of  our  army  in  this  prov- 
mje,  and  let  niv  tell  you  in  .some  faint 
way  the  true  state  of  our  poor  and  suf- 
fering army  and  the  consequences  that 
may  come  to  the  country  If  we  do  not 
find  in  a  short  time  a  remedy  which 
will  save  U.S.  The  Cuoan  army  is  dying 
of  hunger.  Such  terrilile  words  in  no 
way  exaggerate  the  actual  conditions. 
Gen.  Menocal  took  me  tj  see  his  weak, 
tottering  and  .squalid  soldiers— made  so 
on  account  of  the  want  of  food  and  the 
actual  neces.saries  of  life— and  think 
that  these  men  were  in  such  a  .slate  by 
rea.son  of  obeying  their  chiefs.  wh»  de- 
sire first  of  all  to  respe.n  the  orders  of 
the  American  government. 

"The  Cuban  leaders  in  camp  told  me 
to  tell  you  that  they  will  maintain  res- 
ignation and  patience  and,  above  all. 
faith  in  the  American  government  and 
the  worthy  president,  Mr.  MeKinley, 
but  at  the  same  time  let  it  be  under- 
stood that  we  are  hungry,  that  we  have 
in  the  towns  and  fields  of  Cuba  all  that 
is  needed  in  the  way  of  food,  i)ut  that 
we  are  forbidden  to  touch  it  by  reason 
of  the  peace  order. 

"They  do  not  get  from  Havana  one- 
fourth  of  what  they  need,  and  our  sol- 
diers are  dying  at  the  gates  of  the  city 
for  lack  of  food.  What  shall  we  do? 
The  time  will  come  when  we  cannot 
bear  it  any  longer,  and  then  what  will 
be  the  result?  I  returned  disconsolate 
to  Havana  and  tried  to  get  succor,  but 
the  people  are  already  so  poor  that  I 
obtained  nothing.  We  went  to  the 
American  commission,  which  received 
us  very  well  and  offered  us  much,  but 
i»p  to  the  present  time  they  have  given 
us  nothing." 

"If  by  misfortune  we  are  driven  by 
the  necessities  of  our  army  to  get  by 
fono  what  wc  nce<l  so  as  not  to  die  of 
hunger,  shall  the  people  of  the  United 
States  <-ondemn  us  or  will  the  nations 
of  the  world,  which  do  not  know  what 
is  happening,  judge  us  unworthy  of  the 
sympathy  of  the  American  people? 

"We  Were  very  happy  to  hear  your 
assurance-s  as  to  our  republic.  We 
have  never  doubted  the  good  faith  and 
generosity  of  the  United  States.  To  it 
we  owe  the  complete  liberty  which  we 
have  been  unable  in  many  years  to 
establish  by  ourselves." 

Secretary  Alger  said  he  would  look 
into  the  matter  and  would  telegraph 
the  commission  at  Havana  such  in- 
structions as  were  appropriate  to  the 
case. 


Peace   Commissions     Meet, 
Discuss   Philippine  Pro- 
posal and  Adjourn. 

-  Paris.  Nov.  4.— The  joint  session  of 
the  peace  commissions  today  lasted  two 
hours.  The  Spaniards  refused  the 
propositions  made  by  the  Americans  on 
Monday  last,  but  the  r>«>frot!ntions  were 
not  broken  .)1T.  While  It  is  believed  that 
no  formal  counterproposition  was  made, 
there  was  a  discussion  of  the  Philip- 
pine question  outside  the  lines  of  the 
American  proposition.  Thie  -omissions 
then  adjourned  until  Tuesday  next. 

Washington.  Nov.  4.— Up  to  1  o'clock, 
when  the  cabinet  adjourned,  nothing 
had  been  received  from  the  peace  com- 
mission at  Paris.  In  case  a  message  is 
received  during  the  afternoon  or  even- 
ing another  meeting  of  the  cabinet  may 
be  called. 

The  administration  is  awaiting  re- 
sults from  the  peace  commission  with 
equanimity,  in  the  realization  that  the 
government  is  perfectly  well  prepared 
for  any  turn  the  negotiations  may  take. 

WILL  EMBARK  AT  SAVANNAH. 

Arrangement  For  Shipment  of  Troops 
to  Puerto  Principe. 

Washington,  Nov.  4.— The  quarter- 
master's department  has  begun  making 
arrangements  for  the  shipment  of  Gen. 
Carpenter's  iirigade  to  the  province  of 
Puerto  Principe. 

It  is  probable  that  Nuevitas  will  be 
.selected  as  the  place  of  landing,  but 
the  transports  will  not  be  al)le  to  get 
within  ten  miles  of  the  port,  and  the 
troops  and  supplies  must  all  be  landed 
with  lighters.  The  troops  are  to  t>e  in 
Puerto  Principe  on  Nov.  22.  and  it  will 
*oe  necessary  to  have  the  transports 
ready  some  days  in  advance  of  that 
date.  It  is  intended  to  have  the  troops 
embark  at  Savannah. 

AS  TEMPORARY  RECEIVERS. 

Comptroller  of  the  Currency   Dawes 
Appoints  Two  loday. 

Washington.  Nov.  4.— owing  to  the 
decision  of  Judge  Lnconibe  of  New 
York  that  an  execution  can  Im?  levied 
against  the  assets  of  a  national  bank  in 
the  hands  of  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency at  any  time  prior  to  his  formal 
appointment  of  a  receiver,  and  to  the 
fact  that  suits  are  being  prepared  by 
others  in  New  York  against  the  Trades- 
men's National  bank  for  the  purpose  of 
levying  execution  and  judgment  which 
would,  if  Judge  Lacombe's  decision  is 
upheld,  prefer  certain  creditors  to  the 
damage  of  other  creditors  unjustly, 
Charles  G.  Dawe.s.  comptroller  of  the 
currency,  has  today  appointed  the  bank 
examiners  of  Pittsburg  and  New  York 
to  be  temporary  receivers  of  the  Ger- 
man National  bank,  of  Pittsburg,  and 
the  Tradesmen's  National  bank,  of  New 
Y(jrk,  respectively. 

This  actioi*  on  the  part  of  the  comp- 
trcdler  will  not  interfere  in  any  way 
with  the  efforts  of  the  ofticers  of  the.se 
institutions  to  put  these  banks  into 
condition  for  voluntary  liquidation,  and 
the  comptroller  announces  that  he  will 
consent  to  the  voluntary  liquidation'  of 
these  institutions  and  will  discharge 
the  receivers  when  assured  of  the 
ability  of  the  banks  to  pay  their  o'oliga- 
tinns  in  full,  as  promised  by  their  com- 
mittees now  making  efforts  to  put  the 
bank  into  condition  justifying  the 
comptroller  in  assenting  in  liquidation.

Killed. 

Oil  City.  Pa.,  Nov.  4.— I!y  the  explo- 
sion of  a  new  boiler  at  the  Oil  City 
Holler  works  today.  two  men  were 
killed,  two  fatally  injured  and  a  dozen 
more  slightly  hurt. 

The  killed  are:  Charles  McCloskey 
and  John  Pravvley.

St.  Paul,  Nov.  4.— Aftor  two  appeals 
the  suit  of  .Vmelia  Xloratsky  against  Dr. 
Carl  Wirth  is  finally  determined  by  the 
supreme  cour:.  nflirminR  the  judgment 
of  the  lower  court  for  th?  plaintiff.  Mrs. 
Xloratsky  lost  her  leg  from  Mood  poI.<«- 
oning.  which  she  claims  was  the  result 
of  negligence  in  attending  a  chilJ'oirth. 
On  the  first  appearance  the  ease  was 
thrown  out  of  court.  The  supreme  court 
reinstated  it.  Upon  trial  a  verdict  was 
given  for  the  defendant.  Another 
appeal  resulted  in  a  new  trial.  The 
third  time  a  verdict  for  the  pl.i:n:ifr  is 
given,  which  the  supreme  court  sus- 
tains. A  notalUe  feature  of  the  dtcisi  m 
is  that  e.\pert  evidence  is  n-'t  allowed 
to  supersede  the  jury,  if  an  expert 
testifies  on  something  that  hv.-  ivnows 
prol'essionally.  the  certain  eft'e;?:  of  a 
given  cause,  the  jury  are  to  avopt  thai 
as  a  scientific  conclusion.  But  th«  ex- 
perts opinions  are  to  be  considered  in 
connection  with  ail  the  other  testimony 
in  reaching  a  conclusion  of  tlie  jur\ . 
otherwise  the  experts  would  trv  tliu 
case. 

The  order  is  likewise  affirmed  in  the 
case  of  the  Fidelity  Mutual  IJle  asso- 
ciation again.st  the  Germania  bank, 
which  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  de- 
fense. 

In  Annie  Doyle  vs.  the  City  of  Duluth, 
It  is  held  that  the  statute  requiring  no- 
tice to  the  common  council  of  corre- 
sponding body  of  a  municipality,  gov- 
«?rns  notwithstanding  a  special  clause 
in  the  charter.  The  Duluth  charter  has 
a  clause  requiring  notice  of  a  personal 
damage  suit  to  be  served  on  the  mayor 
ur  council,  and  goes  so  far  as  to  .say 
that  no  general  law  is  to  repeal  the 
charter  provisions  unless  it  says  so 
specifically.  Nevertheless  it  is  held 
that  notice  on  ilie  ma>or  is  not  suf- 
ficient, that  the  provision  of  th(»  general 
law  must  be  followed  requiring  notice 
of  the  amount  claimed  and  tnat  the 
general  law  supersedes  the  charter 
as  it  is  was  found  to  do  in  St.  Paul.  The 
order  sustaining  a  demurrer  is  afiirmeJ. 
Syllabus: 

Held,  following  Bousher  vs.  City  of 
St.  Paul.  74  N.  \V..  754.  that  chapter  2S4. 
laws  of  1.S97.  requiring  notice  to  cities 
or  villages  of  any  injury  for  which  dam- 
ages are  claimed  imposes  a  uniform 
conditi^'n  precedent  to  liability,  and 
that  it  applies  to  all  of  the  muni- 
cii)alities  .^f  the  state.  Held,  further, 
that  i:  is  not  sufficient  to  give  such  n  i- 
tice  to  the  mayor,  but  it  must  be  given 
to  the  council  or  other  governing  body 
of  the  municipality,  and  must  state  the 
amount  of  compensation  claimed  for 
the  injury. 

School  district  N<i.  10.  of  St.  Loyis 
county  against  Charles  Peterson,  is 
fairly  intricate.  It  began  with  the 
treasurership  of  Henry  Nolan,  who  was 
iSi.i  short  at  the  close  of  his  term.  He 
gave  his  successor.  Jasper  D.miels,  a 
second  mortgage,  or  rather  Adele  C. 
Nolan  did,  for  him.  to  secure  a  note  fir 
ft*<K).  The  first  mortgage  was  fore- 
closed and  Daniels,  with  the  approval 
of  the  trustees,  used  $450  of  the  dis- 
trict's money  to  redeem  from  foreclo- 
sure, for  the  district,  though  tiie  prop- 
erty stood  in  his  name.  Along  came  a 
man  with  an  assignment  of  a  judgment 
against  Daniels  and  levied  on  this  land, 
which  was  sold  to  Peterson  for  $74.74  t 
satisfy  a  judgment  for  $41.55.  That  is 
where  Peterson  comes  in.  The  district 
is  suing  him  to  have  the  title  set  aside. 
And  the  dist'.ict  court  and  the  supreme 
court  find  for  the  district.     Held: 

That  D.  never  had  any  beneficial 
interests  in  the  land,  that  the  school 
district  was  the  equitable  owner  there- 
of i>y  reason  of  a  resulting  trust,  and 
that  the  judgment  was  not  a  lien 
thereon. 

The  registry  act.  general  statutes  of 
1SS»4,  section  4180,  places  creditors  on  the 
same  footing  as  bonafide  purchasers,  as 
against  unrecorded  conveyances,  but 
not  as  against  resulting  tru.sts  which 
cannot  be  made  a  matter  of  record. 

William  Eiciihoff  vs.  the  Fidelity  and 
Casualty  company  of  New  York  is  the 
outcome  of  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty 
company  vs.  EickholT.  It  is  an  actl m 
for  malicious  prosecution  of  a  civil  suit, 
and  the  Polk  county  court  gives  it  and 
grants  a  new  trial. 

Title  to  a  homestead  claim  in  Wright 
county  is  given  to  the  heirs  of  Honora 
Hays  against  the  heirs  of  Michael  O'D. 
Hays,  in  the  case  of  Timothy  Hays  and 
Bridget  O'Keefe,  vs.  Margaret  Carroll. 
et  al,  affirming  the  order  of  the  lower 
court. 

Judgment  is  affirmed  for  E.  M.  Prouty, 
of  Polk  county,  in  his  action  to  replevin 
grain  attached  by  George  Barlow  for  a 
debt  owed  by  Elias  Thomson,  whj  had 
interest  in  it.

M.  H.  Mai  - 
tin.  the  first  fusion  candidate  for  a 
county  office  and  candidate  for  trea- 
surer, gave  a  short  address,  but  he  is 
so  well  known  here  for  his  sterling 
honesty  that  he  has  no  need  to  speak 
to  the  people.

Washington,  Nov.  1— Recent  edicts  of 
the  dowager  empress  of  China,  copies  of 
which  have  been  received  by  Mr.  Wu,  the 
I'hinese  minister  here,  show  with  what 
n  strong  hand  the  empress  is  diruciing  th<- 
affairs  of  the  government  and  overcoming 
si^ne  of  the  ultra-reform  tendencies  of 
the  young  emperor  which  cropped  out 
just  before  the  empress  assumed  the  rein.-, 
of  i)fllce. 

ui\c  of  the  recent  edicts  restores  th»' 
ancient  departments  of  Pekln  and  the 
governorships  of  the  outlylns  country 
wtifch  had  been  abolished  not  manv 
\y.vks  ago  by  an  edict  of  the  emperor. 
ThfSf  1 1  laces  had  been  presided  over  by 
some  of  the  most  promising  men  01  China, 
will)  had  Krown  gniy  in  tlie  countrvs  ser- 
vices. They  were  handed  dos.n'  from 
laiher  to  son,  and  gnat  dignity  as  well 
as  considerable  prolit  ati.-iched  to  the  of- 
tices.  There  was  little  work  for  them, 
however,  and  following  the  rif«.rm  ten- 
dency of  the  XA'estern  world  again.st  sliie- 
ciins,  the  emperor  by  edict  abolished  ail 
thi'  tifliees.  bureaus  and  governorships 
whieh   he    regarded   as  supernumerary. 

While  this  ma.iea  considerable  saving 
in  the  Chinese  finances,  it  stripped  manv 
of  the  venerable  oflieials  of  China  of  all 
their  dignity  and  eniniunients.  This  came 
so  suddenly  that  niueh  sympathy  was 
aroused  for  the  officials,  who  had  been 
Qnjoying  life  tenures  up  to  that  time.

Another  edict  by  the  emi)ress  dowager 
directs  that  the  temples  be  used  e.vciu- 
sivily  for  relif^ious  rites,  and  not  as 
sehofds.  The  emt«'ror  had  prevlouslv  in- 
augurated a  marked  reforin  in  directing 
that  many  of  the  old  temples  throiighoiu 
the  empire  be  turned  lnu>  school  houses, 
in  order  that  education  misht  be  fostered. 
But  the  empress  dowager,  while  uphold- 
ing the  desirability  of  education,  does  not 
want  the  ancient  temples  of  <'hma  lurnod 
into  school  houses  if  it  is  i>ossIble  to  se- 
cure schools  elsewhere.  She.  therefore, 
directs  that  the  temples  be  used  exclu- 
sively for  worship  except  when  no  school 
facilities  are  available  elsewhere  or  when 
thf'  temples  have  been  turned  to  immoral 
uses. 

In  each  case  the  action  of  the  empress 
dowager  is  a  return  to  the  ancient  m^-th- 
ods  of  the  country  and  is  accept^-d  with 
favor  b.v  the  conservative  element  as  will 
as  by  those  who  desire  r<?fornis  so  long 
as  they  can  be  brought  about  without 
doing  violence  to  the  traditions  of  cen- 
turies.

SCA.VUAI.OrS  POI.ITICAI.  METHODS. 

The  Herald  desires  to  call  particular 
attention  to  the  affidavit  of  J.  D.  Zien. 
published  in  another  column  today. 
The  Republican  committee  and  the 
workers  sent  out  by  it  are  persistently 
circulating  the  report  that  Mr.  Towne 
contracted  a  $300  saloon  bill  with  J.  D. 
Zien.  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer  in  this 
city,  in  his  campai.?n  for  congress  in 
1894.  From  Mr.  Ziens  affidavit  it  ap- 
pears that  the  facts  are  that  in  1SS3 
Mr.  Zien  went  to  Mr.  Towne's  office  to 
jret  him  to  draw  a  chattel  mortgage 
which  a  Mr.  Young  was  to  give  Mr. 
Zien.  Mr.  Towne  drew  the  mortgage 
as  requested,  but  when  Mr.  Zien  after- 
wards returned  to  the  office  with  Mr. 
Young  to  have  the  mortgage  executed. 
Mr.  Towne  was  absent  and  the  mort- 
gage was  executed  before  the  clerk  in 
the  office.  The  clerk,  however,  failed 
to  take  the  acknowledgement  of  Mr. 
Young  and  this  rendered  the  mort- 
gage invalid.  But  Mr.  Zien  took  the 
mortgage,  thinking  it  was  all  right, 
and  filed  it.  Afterwards  Mr.  Young 
gav»  a  second  mortgage  i»n  the  same 
property,  and  when  Mr.  Zien  came  to 
foreclose  his  mortgage  he  found  that  in 
law  he  had  no  mortgage.  He  went  to 
Mr.  Towne  and  told  him  what  he  had 
discovered.  Mr.  Towne  told  Mr.  Zien 
that,  although  he  was  not  responsible 
for  the  mistake,  yet  as  it  had  occurred 
in  his  office  he  would  see  to  it  that  Mr. 
Zien  did  not  lose  by  the  transaction. 
Mr.  Towne  did  not  have  the  money  at 
the  time,  but  gave  his  note  for  the 
amount  and  has  since  paid  every  dol- 
lar of  it. 

Out  of  the  slender  basis  of  fact  that 
Mr.  Towne  was  indebted  to  a  liquor 
dealer,  the  Republican  committee  con- 
structed and  circulated  the  story  that 
Mr.  Towne  had  contracted  a  $-300  saloon 
bill  in  his  campaign  for  congress.  This 
story  was  made  to  do  good  service  in 
certain  quarters  during  the  last  cam- 
paign and  all  the  facts  in  the  case 
were  then  related  to  the  men  who  were 
most  active  in  putting  it  into  circula- 
tion, and  the  utter  maliciousness  of  the 
Republican  campaign  managers  and 
the  desperate  straits  to  which  they  are 
reduced  in  order  to  bring  about  the  de- 
feat of  Mr.  Towne  are  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  they  have  brought  this  story 
out  to  do  service  a  second  time  after 
they  know  that  it  is  utterly  false. 

This  story  has  been  worked  with 
great  persistency  among  the  Scandi- 
navian temperance  societies,  and  a 
studious  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
Republican  managers  to  create  the  im- 
pression among  the  people  who  belong 
to  these  societies  that  Judge  Morris  is 
a  strong  temperance  man  and  that  Mr. 
Towne  uses  intoxicating  liquors  to  ex- 
cess, and  yet  every  one  who  knfjws  any- 
thing about  the  facts  knows  that  nei- 
ther Judge  Morris  nor  Mr.  Towne  is  a 
teetotaller.  Both  are  what  is  known 
as  moderate  drinkers,  but  neither  of 
them  uses  liquor  to  excess.  Under 
these  circumstances,  to  raise  such  an 
Issue  as  this  between  two  such  men  as 
Judge  Morris  and  Mr.  Towne.  in  order 
to  excite  the  prejudices  of  people 
strongly  inclined  to  temperance  views, 
is  despicable  and  ought  to  condemn  any 
party   that    resorts    to    it. 

But  this  is  not  the  most  disgraceful 
thing  that  the  Republican  campaign 
managers  have  been  gxiilty  of.  The 
religious  prejudice  is  the  most  bitter 
and  deep-seated  of  all  hatreds  known 
to  the  human  mind,  and  yet  the  Re- 
publican managers,  in  the  campaign  of 
two  years  ago,  with  cold-blooded  de- 
liberation proceeded  to  play  upon  this 
prejudice  and  to  profit  by  the  transac- 
tion by  setting  false  stories  afloat. 

The  Herald  knows  what  it  is  talking 
abi>ut  when  it  declares  that  Lee  Will- 
cuts  in  18&6  hired  men  by 
the  month  to  tramp  this  dis- 
trict from  one  end  of  it  to  the  other 
and  covertly  peddle  the  story  in  certain 
communities  that  Mr.  Towne  was  an  A. 
P.  A.:  and  in  others  that  he  was  in  sym- 
pathy with  Catholics:  and  in  Willcuts' 
capacity  of  campaign  manager  it  was 
no  unusual  thing  for  him  to  be  closeted 
•with  a  Catholic  giving  instructions  to 
hhn  how  to  reach  that  vote  through  re- 
ligious prejudice,  and  fifteen  minutes 
later  be  in  a  conference  with  a  member 
of  the  American  Protective  association 
giving  counsel  as  to  the  best 
method  of  reaching  the  vote  of  that  or- 
ganization. 

Both  Mr.  Towne  and  his  friends,  in 
this  campaign  and  the  last,  have  en- 
deavored to  confine  the  campaign  to 
the  public  questions  that  were  at  issue, 
but  since  the  Republican  managers 
have  seen  fit  to  again  set  In  circulation 
such  deliberate  falsehoods  as  the  Zien 
saloon  bill  story,  there  is  nothing  left 
for  Mr.  Towne  and  his  friends  but  to 
disprove  them.  In  contrast  to  these 
disreputable  methods  on  the  part  of 
the  Republican  managers.  The  Herald 
challenges  any  Republican  to  give  a 
single  instance  when  any  of  the  man- 
agers of  the  silver  parties  have  set  In 
circulation,  or  have  countenanced  the 
circulation,  of  any  story  affecting  the 
integrity  or  personal  character  of  Judge 
Morris.       If  there  has  been   any  such

The  small  vote  that  will  be  polled  on 
I  he  iron  ranges,  as  evidenced  by  the 
registration,  has  created  consternati<»!i 
among  the  managers  of  the  Morris  cam- 
paign and  resulted  in  a  regular  stam- 
pede on  the  part  of  their  workers.  It 
was  a  desperate  case  which  engaged  tha 
attention  of  Chairman  ex  officio  Will- 
cuts.  Chairman  Mitchell  and  the  rest 
of  the  Morris  committee  from  noon 
Wednesday  until  late  yesterday  even- 
ing. They  were  carefully  studying  the 
figures  which  came  from  the  range 
towns  showing  the  tremendous  falling 
off  in  the  registration  where  Morris  two 
years  ago  got  a  heavy  percentage  of 
the  vote.  The  light  registration  theie 
shows  unmistakably  that  he  will  lose 
the  county,  and  how  to  best  face  tho 
situation  and  brace  up  their  weakening 
forces  was  the  problem  that  confronted 
Willcuts  et  al.  Finally  it  was  decided 
to  make  a  grand,  bold  bluff,  and  so  the 
word  went  out  to  the  ward  heelers  and 
to  the  News  Tribune  to  claim  that  the 
total  vote  of  the  county  outside  Duluth 
will   be  4r>00. 

The  absurdity  of  this  claim  is  ap;;ar- 
ent  when  the  registration  figures  are 
studied.  The  total  registration  in  the 
iron  range  townships  shows  that  not 
more  than  2,iOO  votes  will  he  polled. 
Never  in  the  history  o-f  the  county  have 
more  votes  been  polled  than  were  regis- 
tered, and  there  will  not  be  more  this 
year.  The  fact  is  the  registration  lists 
are  already  heavily  padded.  In  oii-s 
precinct  alone  there  are  168  names  on 
the  registration  books  and  only  twenty 
men  residing  in  the  precinct.  Tho 
names  were  copied  from  the  old  books, 
but  the  fusio.a  committees  will  tak.^ 
good  care  that  only  the  actual  residents 
of  the  precinct  vote  there. 

The  Morris  managers  know  that  tl-ey 
are  badly  l)eaten  in  the  city  of  Duluth; 
that  they  will  get  but  a  small  majoi;uy 
on  the  iron  ranges,  and  that  Towne  will 
carry  the  county  by  a  good-sized  ma« 
jority,  which  may  reach  1000.  The  claim 
of  4500  votes  on  the  ranges  is  a  stupid 
bluff,  which  becomes  ludicrous  when 
contrasted  with  the  actual  figures  of  the 
registration.

NO  DRASTIC  TERMS. 


Paris,  Nov.  4.— .\  statement  is  printed 
here  today  with  much  prominence  that 
at  today's  joint  session  <tf  the  peace 
,:rmmlssioners  the  Americans  will  in- 
sist upon  a  complete  surrender  of 
Spain's  sovereignty  over  the  Philippine 
islands  and  that,  in  the  event  of  the 
Si-anish  commissioners  refu.iing  t) 
agree  to  this.  Judge  Day,  president  of 
the  American  commLssion.  acting  under 
instruitions  from  Washington,  will 
present  an  ultimaiuni  to  the  Span-iards. 

It  is  further  alleged  that  this  seem- 
ing haste  is  due  to  a  desire  to  settle  the 
negotiations  before  the  elections  take 
pl.-ice.  Reference  is  made  t )  these  alle- 
gations, in  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
may  have  also  been  circulated  in  the 
Cnited  States,  But  there  is  no  truth  in 
the  statements  made.  No  ultimatum  is 
contemplated,  and  there  is  no  prob- 
ability of  drastic  measures  being  takerv 
by  the  Americans.  The  two  commis- 
sions are  now  considering  an  open  quex- 
tiun  and  the  Americans  expect  t)  partly 
weigh  all  the  points  Involved  and  then 
carefully  consider  the  arguments  of 
the  Spaniards. 

The  two  commissions  met  at  2  o'cloek 
this  afternoon.

Spain,  i:  is  furt^ier  as.serted, 
has  made  particular  reservations  con- 
cerning the  retention  of  the  Philippine 
islands,  and  the  Spanish  minister  of 
foreign  affairs,  Duke  .\lmodevar  de  Rio, 
has  himself,  at  the  time  of  signing  the 
peace  protocol,  stipulated  that  the 
island  of  Luzon  altme  should  remain 
occupied  by  the  American  troops  while 
the  peace  negotiations  were  in  progress, 
and  that  Spain  would  resuirie  sovereign- 
ty over  the  archipelago  so  soon  as  a 
more  liberal  form  of  government  for 
the  islands  should  have  been  decided 
upon. 

The  Fronde  says:  "The  claims  of  the 
United  States  on  the  Philippine  islands 
are  looked  upon  with  disfavor  at  St. 
Petersburg.  The  powers  might,  in  case 
of  America  proving  too  obstinate  on 
this  poirn,  be  provoked  to  protest." 

The  Evenment  says:  "Your  money  or 
your  life"  is  the  attitude  taken  by 
America  in  relation  to  Spain.  The  latter 
having  no  money  offers  Porto  Rico  and 
the  abandonment  of  Cuba,  and  thinks 
she  has  thus  di.scharged  her  ransom. 

"  "Pardon  me.'  answers  Jonathan, 
•you  yet  have  the  Philippine  islands, 
which  are  only  an  encum'oerance  to  you. 
I  will  relieve  you  of  them.  Why?  Be- 
cause, with  Fontaine,  I  have  the 
strongest  reasons  for  so  doing."  " 


NOT  A  DOLUR   FOR  SPAIN. 

New  York,  Nov.  4.— In  a  telegram  to 
the  World  today  Governor  Lee  of  South 
Dakota  says: 

"I  am  opposed  to  the  annexation  of 
any  of  the  territory  gained  by  our  re- 
cent war  with  Spain,  but  I  believe  in 
keeping  a  protectorate  over  all  territory 
so  acquired  until  the  inhabitants  shall 
be  competent  for  self-government.  1 
am,  however,  opposed  to  relinquishing 
one  foot  of  territory  so  gained  f <  t 
Spanish  tyranny  to  rule  again.  Should 
our  gtnernment  see  fit  to  annex  the 
Philii)pines,  I  am  not  in  favor  of  pay. 
ing  Spain  ;i  single  dollar  of  cash  in- 
demnity  for  any  of  the  territory  ac- 
quired at  the  cost  of  so  much  life  ami 
treasure."

The  valuation  of  the  county  this  year. 

complete,  is  $42.7-'0.449.  while  last  .vear  it 

was  $43,488.70."..  a  net  dev-rca.se  of  $76S,256 
in  the  county's  valuation. 

The  valuation  of  the  city  of  Duluth 
last  year  was  $:!0,291.61»,  while  it  Is 
$26.66S,3S7  this  year,  a  reduction  of 
$3,423,232  in  the  value  of  the  city. 

The  valuation  of  the  county  outside 
of  the  city  of  Duluth  was  $13.1!»7.0S6  last 
year,  and  it  is  $16.0.j2,0»i2  this  .vear.  mak- 
ing an  inc-n^ase  in  the  C'>unt\  outside 
of  the  city  of  $2,654,976. 

The  tax  rates  Oguied  out  so  far  are 
the  city  rate  and  the  state  rate.  The 
city  rate  is  13  S-lo  mills  against  12  3-10 
mills  last  year.  The  state  rate  is  the 
same  as  last  .vear.  3  3-10  mills. 

It  is  expected  that  the  county  and  in- 
dependent school  district  rates  will  be 
smaller  than  they  were  last  year,  and 
that  the  result  will  be  a  substantial  de- 
crease in  taxes  in  the  city  of  Duluth. 
How  much  the  decrease  will  be  will  not 
be  known  urrtil  the  rates  are  figured 
out,  i)Ut  that  they  will  be  worth  while 
is  already  assured.  The  reducLion  will 
1)6  entirely  in  the  county  and  school  dis- 
trict rates,  as  the  city's  rate  is  larger 
than  that  of  last  year.

Statement  From  Women's   Hospital 
as  to  Its  Present  Status. 

Wo.  the  undersigned  board  of  direel- 
ors  of  the  Women's  hospital,  wish  to 
eorrect  the  false  inipre.ssioii  whieh 
seems  to  have  lately  been  sown  in  the 
public  mind  refjardinff  that  insiilulio.t. 
The  hospital  was  started  five  years  aRo 
by  the  Woman's  Home  board,  with  the 
a.ssistanee  f»f  the  eity  and  county,  to  do 
special  maternity  work,  which  was  not 
done  by  oiher  hospitals.  It  enlarged  its 
scope,  and  has  steadily  increased  In 
usefulness,  now  doing  all  kinds  of  w  ork 
relative  to  sick  women  and  children. 
There  is  one  free  bed  at  the  disposal  of 
physicians  for  any  worthy  patient  not 
cared  for  Ijy  the  county.  Besides,  not  a 
month  has  passed  since  the  founding  of 
the  institution  when  one  or  more 
charity  cases  has  not  been  cared  for. 
Four  women  appointed  by  and  from  the 
home  board  managed  the  hospital 
affairs,  and  reported  monthly  lo  the 
homo.  Naturally  as  the  work  grew  its 
expenses  also  grew,  till  the  home  felt 
that  the  responsibility  was  loo  great 
for  it  to  carry,  so  that  on  July  11  last

River  Island. 

Toronto,  Nov.  4.— The  foreign  office  of 
the  British  government  has  cabled  $>• 
C:inada  asking  for  a  report  upon  and 
an  explanation  of  the  sate  of  the  island 
of  Anticosti.  at  the  mouth  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  liver,  to  a  subject  of  a  foreign 
power.  Attorney  General  Archambauli 
has  received  a  request  from  Ottawa  for 
a  report  upon  the  whole  subject.  Tnf^ 
purchaser  is  a  French  c-apitalist.  who. 
it  is  said,  is  now  evicting  English  set. 
tU  rs.  and  could,  with  sufficient  arms  on 
the  island,  control  the  St.  Lawrence 
river.  In  ths  event  of  a  war  between 
Great  Britain  and  France  this  would  b(» 
of  immense  advantage  to  France. 

It  is  believed  that  the  British  gov- 
ernment will  order  the  cancellation  of 
the  sale.

I  The  registration  in  the  outside  towns 
was  completed  two  days  ago,  but  the 
News  Tribune,  which  claims  to  be  an 
enterprising  paper  always  after  the 
news,  has  not  publishi-i  any  figures 
showing  the  registration  outside  of  the 
city  of  Duluth.  It  has  contented  it- 
self with  simply  claiming  that  the 
ranges  will  give  4.500  votes. 

Yesterday  the  cKrks  of  the  different 
towns  in  the  coijnty  came  to  the  coun- 
ty auditor's  ofilce  to  get  election   sup- 
plies.      In   the    forenoon   the   registra- 
tion from  each  town  was  obtained  from 
the  clerks  as  they  came  in.  The  Uepub- 
lican  leaders  v.ere  aghast  at  the  small 
number.       In   the  afternoon   when       a 
Herald  man   tried   to  get  the      figures 
given  by  the  clerks  who  came  in  after 
the  noon  hour,  he  was  informed     that 
since  noon  they  had  conie  in  in  such  a 
rush    that    there    was    not    tim.e    to   get 
the  figures.      As  a  matter  of  fact  there 
I  were  less  than  twenty  in  during      the 
afternoon. 
This  claim  as  to  "the  rush"  is  absurd. 
,  It  simply  means  that  the  tip  was  given 
to  suppress  the  figures.       The   Itepub- 
I  lican  managers  are  desperate  over  them 
'  and  ft-ar  the  effect  of  publicity. 
j      Their  tactics  also  give  rise  to  the  sus- 
I  picion  that  «ome  underhand  work  may 
I  be   looked    for.       There    is   r>Ienty       of 
I  chanc.'  for  it.       Take  for   instance  the 
j  Franklin   location.   There   are   168   men 
I  registered  from  there,  the  judges  hav- 
ing copied  the  old  poll  list.      As  a  mat- 
j  ter  of  fact,    there  are   not   more   than 
j  twenty   men   there.       If  not       watched 
they   may   east    lOS   votes   with    twenty 
men.       Of  course,   the   business   mens 
association  will  not  allow  any  stufilng 
—the  big  fund  of  $6,500  is  not  intended 
for   that— but   Chairman   Mitchell   does 
not  tell  them  everything  he  dix-s. 

The  News  Tribune  tries  to  find  a 
grain  of  comfort  in  the  following  in 
last  night's  Herald: 

"The  registration  is  light  in  most  of 
the  country  towns,  though  there  are 
one  or  two  exceptions.  It  is  expected 
th^t  in  .«5ome  of  these  towns  the  vote 
will  exceed  the  registration.  Where 
It  is  possible  to  swear  in  votes,  as  it  is 
here,  the  farmers  do  not  register  as 
a  rule,  unless  it  is  convenient.  be- 
cause it  would  necessitate  two  trips 
to  the  polling  places.  Thus  a  good 
many  votes  will  be  sworn  In  on  elec- 
tion day  In  these  touna.  and  in  some 
of  them  the  vote  will  exceed  the  regis- 
tration."

Wilkesljarre.  Pa.,  Nov.  5.— Seven  men 
were  killed  and  three  fatally  injured  at 
the  Exeter  colliery  of  the  LchiRh  Valley 
Coal  company,  at  West  Pittston.  near 
here,  today.  The  accident  was  due  to 
the  alleged  carelessne.ss  of  Knsineer 
David  Price  who.  actingr  in  disobedience 
of  positive  orders,  caused  three  cars  to 
run  into  the  top  of  the  shaft.  These 
cars,  loaded  and  weighing  eleven  tons, 
fell  down  the  ;{60-foot  shaft  and  crashed 
with  frightful  force  upon  the  carriage 
carrying  ten  men.  Seven  were  .almost 
instantly    kilkJ.     They    are: 

M.  Smith,  leaves  a'  widow  and  four 
children. 

Andrew  Tinko.  40  years,  miner, 
married,  leaves  a  widow  and  six  chil- 
dren. 

Michael  Podesabanny,  25  years,  miner 

unmarried.  '

married. 

Joseph  Culock.  L'5  years,  married 
leaves  a  widow  and  one  child.

The  accident     occurred     as     the  men 
were  l)eing  sent  down  the  Exeter  shaft 
m    parties    of    ten.     At    the    same    tiiTie 
i:ngmeer  Price,     in  charge     of    a  little 
donkey  engine,  was  shifting  loaded  cars 
fiom  the  new   Med  Ash     shaft,     several 
hi-.ndred  yards     away,     to     the     Exeter 
lireaker.     This    track      approached      the 
head  of  the  Exeter  shaft  and,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  thirty  feet      from      it      curved 
gently  to  the  right  and  around  the  shaft 
to  the  breaker.    At  the  point  where  this 
track  commenced  to  curve  was  a  switch, 
and  the  thirty  feet  of  tra^k  leading    to 
the  head  of  the  shaft  was  used  for  stor- 
ing crippled  cars.     Close  to  the  head  of 
the  shaft  it  was  closed  by  a  head  block. 
Price's  orders  were  to  approach     the 
breaker  with  the  engine  at  the  head  of 
his   train.     A       few       days  ago  he   was 
caught  pushing  the      cars,      and       was 
threatened  with  discharge   for  di8o)>ey- 
Irig  orders.     Today  he       did       the  same 
thing.    The  train     was    going    at  good 
speed  when,   instead  of  curving  around 
the  shaft,   the  cars      dashed       into  the 
switch,     which     was     open.     Price     re- 
veisi'd  the  engine,  but  it    was  too  late. 
The  cars  struck  the  head  block,  smashed 
it  and  three  of  them  toppled  down  the 
shaft.     AbotU  twenty  feet  from  tfic  bot- 
tom they  struck  the  carriage  with  full 
force.       completely      wrecking    it.     The 
mass  of  wreckage  fell  to  the  foot  of  the 
shaft,  choking  it.  and  when,  after  hard 
w<nk,    the   men   were  extric:ited,   seven 
were  dead  and  three  were  fatally  hurt. 
The  injured  were  taken  to  the  hospital. 


English  Officer  Takes  Steps  to  Move

Crete,  Nov.  5— Roar  Admiral 
Gerard  Henry  Noel.  British  commander 
ill  liiese  waters,  today  ordered  the  Turk- 
ish troops  whose  embarkation  was  de- 
layed by  an  order  from  Constantinople  to 
embark  on  a  British  transport.  The  sol- 
diers proceeded  to  obey,  but  the  Turitish 
oftlcor  in  command  stopped  the  embarka- 
tion, whereupon  the  British  admlrai 
caused  the  barracks  to  be  surrounded  nd 
declared  the  Turks  prisoners.

The  Roof  of  the  New  Wonder- 
land Theater  In  Detroit 
Collapses. 

Detroit.  Mich.,  Nov.  .J.— The  roof  of 
I  the  New  Wonderland  theater  collapsed 
'at  1:45  p.  m..  carrying  down  the  iron 
j  galleries  of  the  structure  and  a  great 
'  mass  of  scaffolding  and   del^ris. 

Some  twenty-five  men  were  working 
I  under  the  collapsed  parts  of  the  struc- 
j  ture.  Scarcely  any  of  them  seem  to 
I  have  escaped  injuiy.  The  bodies  of  six 
i  dead  men  have  already  been  recovered. 
I  Several  others  ai  e  fatally  injured. 
I  The  side  wall  of  the  4-story  structure 
1  is  bulging  threateningly,  and  the  front 
of  the  building,  although  still  upright, 
is  considered  dangerous. 

The  hospital  ami>u!ances  are  busy 
carrying  away  the  dead,  and  ilu; 
wrecked  theater  is  surrounded  by  a 
great  crowd  of  people.  T!ie  theater 
was  to  have  been  occupied  !)y  J.  H. 
Moore's  Wonderland.  The  new  build- 
ing is  owned  'oy  the  Barliour  estate.  It 
is  situated  on  Monroe  avenuf.  adjoining 
the  new  Detroit  Opera  house,  and  op- 
posite the  city  hall. 

The  names  of  tlie  dea«l  have  not  yet 
been  acurately  ascertained,  but  the  am- 
l)ulaiue  surgeons  say  that  fifteen  ate 
certainly  dead.

Charleston,  S.  C..  Nov.  5.— It  is  re- 
ported here  that  the  cruiser  Maria 
Teresa,  bound  for  Norfolk  from  Santi- 
ago, in  tow.  has  been  lost  at  sea.  The 
story  was  brought  to  port  by  a  vessel 
which  arrived  shortly  before  noon.  The 
story  is  not  confirmed  nor  fully  cred- 
ited. 


New  York.  Nov.  5.— A  special  from 
Charleston,  S.  C.  to  the  Journal  says: 

"The  former  Spanish  cruiser  Maria 
Teresa  has  gone  to  the  bottom  of  the 
sea. 

"Dr.  Lebby,  quarantine  officer  at  this 
port,  has  just  sent  word  that  the  crew 
of  the  Teresa  has  arrived  at  his  station 
with  news  of  the  sinking. 

"Full  particulars  are  not  yet  obtain- 
able, but  the  wreck  has  already  been 
officially  reported." 


Charleston,  S.  C..  Nov.  5.— The  Maria 
Teiesa  was  reported  lost  Nov.  1  oflC  the 
Bahamas.  The  crew  arrived  here  this 
morning  on  the  towboat  Vulcan.  The 
storms  that  raged  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Hahamas  about  the  first  of  the  month 
were  reported  to  be  of  exceptional  vio- 
lence.

THE  SPANISH  CLAIMS 


Our    Peace     Commissioners 

Prepared    With    Facts  to 

Rebut  Their  Arguments. 

Washington,  Nov,  5.— The  reports  to 
the  state  department  from  the  peace 
commission  in  Paris  indicate  that 
that  body  has  proceeded  in  exactly  the 
line  anticipated.  consequently  the 
action  of  yesterday  was  not  a  disap- 
pointment. It  was  fully  expected  that 
the  Spanish  commission  would  endea- 
vor to  make  better  terms  than  those 
offered  by  the  American  commissioners. 
It  was  not  expected  that  they  would 
close  at  once  with  the  American  propo- 
sition. 

While  they  have  not  In  exact  terms  sub- 
mitted a  counter-proposal,  the  Spaniards, 
by  entering  upon  the  argument  of  tiie 
American  proposition,  have  shown  a  dis- 
position to  negotiate  relative  to  the  Phil- 
Ippines  that  has  shown  to  be  erroneous 
the  prediction  that  they  woul<l  indignant- 
ly spurn  any  proposition  that  contemplat- 
ed a  relinquishment  of  Spanish  sovereign- 
ty over  the  archipelago.  It  is  quite  prob- 
able the  way  Is  now  open  to  a  comprom- 
ise between  the  two  sides,  and  tnat  a 
monetary  difference  will  be  found  to  be 
the  only  one  of  substance. 

This,  it  is  believed,  is  represenltd  l)y 
the  difference  between  about  $4o,uO0,(KK) 
piobably  the  maximum  allowance  .vhieh 
the  United  States  will  be  willing  to  jjay  to 
Spain  for  the  Improvements  in  the  Phil- 
ippines, and  J200.000.0o-,  which  reprcJents 
about  the  minimum  of  the  Spanish  claim 
for  compensation  on  account  of  the  ses- 
sion of  the  entire  group.  With  about  $l.'»0  - 
000,000  at  stake  In  this  issue,  it  will  no 
seen  that  there  is  fair  reason  to  expect 
that  the  negotiations  at  Paris  between 
the  two  parties  will  not  be  sptedUy 
terminated.

Washington.  Nov.  .i.— The  Nicaraguan 
canal  commission,  appointed  by  the  pr.»s- 
Idtnt  under  an  act  of  congress  directing 
a  complete  in<iuiry  into  this  project,  with 
particular  reference  to  its  practicability 
and  cost,  has  about  completed  its  work 
and  the  present  pro8i>ect  is  that  tiie  re- 
port would  be  handed  to  Secretary  Hay 
within    a   month. 

The  commission  has  taken  a  builuing 
on  Fifteenth  street,  formerly  used  as  the 
German  legation,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Admiral  Walker,  chalrmar..  a 
force  of  thirty-six  computers,  draftsmen, 
engineers,  etc..  are  at  work  on  the  report 
and  the  mass  of  technical  matter  which 
will  accompany  it.  making  in  all  the 
most  elaborate  presentation  of  the  sub- 
ject ever  attempted. 

The  commission  is  laboring,  howe\er. 
t<;  avoid  prolixity  and  to  concentration  of 
the  salient  features  of  this  great  project 
caving  the  statistics  and  details  to  fol- 
low In  supplements.  This  pr.jmises  t«i 
give  !-,  report  which  will  be  Intelligible 
by  its  conciseness  and  yet  sufHcur.tlv 
comiirehensive  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  such  a  large  problem.  The  commission 
has  gone  about  its  work  feeling  thi^i  It 
was  likely  to  furnish  the  basis  for  the 
final  action  of  this  government  in  th.- 
building  of  the  canal. 

The  conclusions  reached  by  the  com- 
mission will  ijot  be  announced  uniu  the 
nporl  Is  submitted.  It  Is  known,  how- 
ever, that  on  the  two  salient  feaiures— 
practicability  and  cost— the  commission 
win  repoii.  first,  that  the  project  of  a 
canal  joining  the  Atlantic  and  I'acitlc 
by  what  is  commonly  known  as  the 
Nicaraguan  route.  Is  entirelv  feasible  and 
luaetlcable.  presenting  no  engineering 
problems  which  cannot  be  met;  and,  s.c- 
ond.  that  the  cost  can  i>e  presented  with 
a  fair  degree  of  mathematic  exactues-i, 
allowing  for  excavation,  constructioi.  and 
all  other  item.s.  The  report  will  give  Mils 
cost  in  figure..^,  but  the  amount  i.'s  not 
yet  known  even  to  the  commissioners, 
as  it  will  depend  upon  the  careful  com- 
putations now  being  made.  The  purp"s« 
IS  to  make  it  as  near  mathematically 
exact  as  possible,  and  not  to  give  mere 
opinions   of   the   various  commissione.-:.. 

Admlrai  Walker  has  already  express<?d 
the  opinion  before  the  congres"sI<jnai  com- 
mittee that  the  cost  would  be  withia 
$125,00O,0(K».  and  this  is  understood  lO  I>e 
his  opinion  still.  But  the  report  will 
state  a  hgure  not  based  on  opinion  but 
on  the  careful  calculations  of  the  u.my 
experts  who  are  now  at  work  on  everv 
branch  of  the  project. 

The  only  element  of  doubt  will  be  In  cs- 
ti'.blishing  the  unit  of  cost  for  certain  es- 
timates as  there  may  be  difference::  as 
to  this  unit,  depending  on  conditions  of 
the  soil,  climate,  etc.  tor  instance,  while 
the  commissi.uiers  may  fix  with  (.\a'''- 
ness  the  total  number  of  cubic  feet  of  ex- 
cavation required  in  such  a  vast  undir- 
taking  it  is  not  easy  to  fix  on  50  cents 
or  any  other  sum  as  the  unit  for  reckon- 
ing tne  whole  or  any  considerable  part 
ot  the  work.  This  will  be  done  as  closo 
a.s  possible,  under  the  circumstanceo,  and 
the  indications  are  that  the  figures  a-  t  > 
cost  will  be  exceptionally  conclusive  in 
showing  the  utmost  limit  to  which  the 
government  could  be  put  If  the  building 
of   the  canal   is  begun. 

The  reijoit.  it  is  understood,  will  be 
unanimous  as  the  commissioners  are 
agreed  on  all  the  essential  features  of 
cost,  practlc-ability.  route,  etc.,  the  oniv 
differences  being  tho.se  natural  shades  of 
opinion  as  to  the  unit  of  cost  on  some  of 
the  branches  of  the  work. 

The  reijort  will  not  refer  to  the  politi- 
cal questions  involved,  hut  will  confine  it- 
K.lf  to  the  scieniiiic  and  engineering  prob- 
lems. The  i)oliticaI  questions.  -^  is  recog- 
nized, are  for  the  state  department  and 
for  congre.ss,  and  thes*-  will  be  working 
out  about  th.!  time  the  report  is  present- 
ed. They  involve  the  question  of  conccs- 
.slons  and  rights  granted  by  Nicaragua  to 
the  old  Nicaragua  Canal  companv,  and 
quite  recently  to  a  comjiany  of  American 
capitalists:  al.so  the  question  of  the  right 
.>t  th.'  Inited  States  to  build  the  cjinal 
as  a  distinct  government  enterpiise,  with- 
out ref'  "-ence  to  jirlvate  concessions,  as 
coniem,.  ated  by  what  is  known  as  the 
F  rellnghuysen  treaty  and  later  advocate  1 
by  Se<retary  Sherman,  and  finallv  the 
c.jmplieation.s  growing  out  of  the  disap- 
pearance of  Nicaragua  on  Nov.  I  as  a 
.sover.^lKn  nation,  and  Its  absorption  bv 
the  United  States  of  Central  America.  " 
As  stated,  however,  the  commi.ssion  will 
not  deal  with  lhe.se  political  questl.)n.'^ 
and  will  not  make  recommendations  or 
discuM.-i  conMicting  piivate  Interests,  but 
will  confine  Itself  strlcf.v  to  the  project 
as  an  engineering  enterprise.  Tt  Is  known 
to  lie  the  iirlvate  opinion  of  some  of  the 
members  of  the  commission  that  the  gov- 
ernment and  not  private  enterprise  is  the 
only  means  by  which  the  canal  can  be 
constructed. 

One  of  the  most  serious  obstacles  urged 
against  the  canal  as  a  government  pro- 
.lect  has  been  the  Clayton- Bui wer  treaty 
and  tne  right  of  joint  occupation  and  con- 
trol under  It  claimed  by  Great  Britain. 
But  there  Is  a  growing  feeling  that  the 
.sentiments  developed  between  the  two 
countries  during  the  progress  of  the  re- 
cent war  will  go  far  to  remove  this  ob- 
stacle and  will  probably  pave  the  way  for 
complete  understanding  between  the 
countries.

At  Least  He  Does   Not  Know 

That     They     Were 

Scarce. 


Washington,  ffov.  5.— Acting-  for  the 
war  lines  titrating:  commission.  Col. 
Denby  has  taken  the  testimony  of  C.en. 
iAwton.  who  was  in  command  of  Sec- 
•ond  division  oi  the  Fifth  corps?  in  the 
Santiago  campaign  and  who  has  but  re- 
centlv  been  relieved  of  the  command 
«^'f  »  ne  department  of  Santiago. 

His  narration  began  with  the  embark- 
ation of  the  troops  at  Tampa.  Speak- 
ing of  the  voyage  over,  he  said  the 
transports  were  furnished  as  well  as 
could  be  expected  as  thev  were  not 
troopships.  The  medical  and  commi.-;- 
sary  supplies  were  sutRcient  to  prev»-ni 
absolute  discomfort.  True  there  was 
some  confusion,  owing  to  misunde'- 
.standing  of  orders,  but  the  general  did 
not  believe  that  any  real  hardship  had 
been  occasioned  thereby. 
^  After  giving  particulars  of  the  land- 
ing. tJen.  Lawton  deseribed  his  march 
to  Siboney,  referred  to  the  battle  of 
Ouasimas  and  told  how  he  pushed  for- 
Avard  towards  f:1  Caney  and  i)iei.ared 
for  the  tight  there.  He  said  that  on  the 
morning  before  the  beginning  of  the 
!>attle.  after  having  laid  his  plans  be- 
fore i;en.  Shafter.  he  rode  with  his 
brigade  commanders  over  the  ground. 
I'ointing  out  to  wich  of  them  the  posi- 
tion he  was  to  occupy,  ii^f erring  to  the 
result  of  the  battle  at  Caney  he  said: 

"I  had  received  very  imperative  or- 
ders to  move  my  left  to  the  right  of 
«;en.  Wheeler's  c<  mmand.  but  my  situ- 
Htion  was  such  that  it  was  impractic- 
able for  me  to  leave  Caney  until  I  had 
captured  it.*" 

Gen.  Lawton  said  his  division  had 
lost  -110  men  killed  and  wounded  and 
that  all  the  wounded  had  been  ac- 
counted for.  This  latter  remark  wa^ 
brought  out  by  the  suggestion  made  by 
Col.  Denby  that  a  statement  had  been 
made  to  the  eiT-ct  that  some  of  the 
bounded  soldiers  wandered  into  the 
woods  and  were  never  seen  again. 

■'I  never  heard  of  that  before."  he 
Haid.  'All  the  wounded  were  accounted 
for.  and  they  were  all  taken  to  the  field 
hospitals." 

There  were  no  ambulances,  but  some 
litters— how  many  he  did  not  know. 

•"Knowing   there    was   to   be   a    fight. 
■how    does    it    happen    that    you   did    not 
have   enough  litters,   enough   surgeons, 
and    the   proper   hospital    corps?"    Col 
Derby  asked. 

'Well.  I  canont  say  there  was  not 
enough."

Asked  where  he  fixed  the  responsi- 
bility for  not  having  the  tents  there. 
Gen.  I.,awton  replied: 

"I  don't  fix  it  at  all,  becau.se  I  don't 
think  there  was  any  responsibility 
about  it.  The  men  were  there  without 
tents  because  of  the  fact  that  it  was 
impossible  to  unload  them  from  the 
ships  for  lack  of  time  and  facilities.  It 
i.s  a  difficult  matter  to  unload  a  shio  in 
a  rough  sea.  There  was  very  little  com- 
plaint on  account  of  the  tents.  Com- 
plaints did  not  come  to  me.  and  I  was 
with  my  men  constantly.  That  they 
should  have  to  lie  out  as  they  did  was 
one  of  the  contingencies  absolutely 
necessary  in  the  conduct  of  the  war." 

It  was  true,  as  reported,  he  said,  that 
men  had  to  wear  thf-ir  shirts  for  pos- 
sibly thirty  days  without  a  change,  but 
this  was  because  they  had  thrown  away 
their  extra  clothing. 

He  held  the  climate  re.«ponsibIe  for 
the  sickness  that  followed  the  cam- 
paign, though  it  was  possible  that  with 
more  appropriate  food,  better  cooking 
and  shelter,  some  of  the  sickness  might 
have  been  prevented.  He  had,  he  said, 
remained  in  Santiago  until  about  two 
weeks  since  and  that  while  the  health 
conditions  were  now  improving 
had  been  much  suffering  amon 
soldiers  left  there. 

"It  is  my  opinion.'"  he  said,  "that  anv 
one  going  from  this  climate  to  Cuba 
will  have  to  suffer  that  acclimatization 
there.  I  doubt  if  1  per  cent  has  es- 
caped absolutely. 

Replying  to  a  Question  as  to  whothf>r 
the  navy  s^hotild  not  have  cnnfrol  of  the 
transports,   he  said:    "No,   indeed." 

■'You  think  that  the  army  ought  to 
have  control  of  them?" 

"Absolutely,"    was   the   laeonic   replv. 

"Whilf  they  are  a'ting  together?"'Col. 
I>enby  asked,  and  the  reply  was:  "They 
won't  act  together.  There  is  where  I 
make  my  point:  two  men  cannot  com- 
mand the  same  affair." 

Summing  up.  Gen.  Lawton  said: 
"Taking  into  consideration  the  condi- 
tions that  we  were  obliged  to  face,  the 
character  of  the  country,  its  climate 
and  other  things  being  considered,  I 
can  say  there  were  no  serious  *)r  gross 
mistakes  made.  I  can  say  there  was  no 
lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  any  of  those 
in  authority,  whose  duty  it  was  to  look 
after  the  interests  of  the  tami>.  We 
had  with  us  as  fine  a  staff  of  officers  as 
there  are  in  the  world:  no  better  could 
be  found.  These  men  worked  night  and 
day  and  human  beings  could  do  no 
more  than  they."

trelglu  hoiihc  on  the  wharf.  The  hou-ie

to  secure  to  the  Iron  combinations  the 
power  to  control  the  Republican  legris- 
lative  conventions  and  dictate  the  nom- 
inations of  the  dominant  political  party. 
It  has  long  been  known  that  the  one 
great  object  in  things  political  of  the 
Minnesota  Iron  company  and  Us  sub- 
ordinate, the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
railway,  was  and  is  to  control  the  leg- 
islative delegations  from  this  section 
and  that  to  this  end  they  have  willingly 
traded  to  the  politicians  of  this  city 
the  county  offices  and  the  city  influence 
of  these  corporations.  Under  the  new 
districting  the  Minnesota  Iron  com- 
pany and  the  Consolidated  Mines  are 
able  absolutely  to  dictate  the  Republic- 
an legislative  nominations  in  each  of 
those  districts  and  with  the  solid  vole 
that  they  control  on  the  ranges  they 
implicitly  rely  upon  the  partisanship 
of  sufficient  voters  in  this  city  to  elect 
their  ticket. 

In  exchange  for  the  services  of  these 
combinations  in  holding  their  vote  solid 
for  the  Republican  party,  they  have 
been  traded  the  right  to  name  the  leg- 
islative candidates  for  three  legislat- 
tive  districts  in  utter  disregard  of  the 
rights  and  interests  of  the  city  of  Du- 
luth and  in  violation  of  the  funda- 
mental principle  of  local  legislative 
representation. 

So  long  as  these  companies  have 
power  to  dictate  the  selection  of  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature  the  men  whom 
they  select  can  be  depended  ui>on  to 
vote  with  the  iron  monopoly  interests 
at  ail  times,  as  well  when  they  come  in 
conflict  with  the  rights  of  this  city  as 
at  other  times.  Thus  we  see  the  Repub- 
lican parly  sacrilicing  the  interests  of 
this  great  commercial  city  for  the  sake 
of  securing  a  few  thousand  votes  con- 
trolled by  the  iron  monopoly,  and  we 
see  this  city  with  no  ptissible  represent- 
ation in  the  legislature  of  this  state,  ex-  , 
cept  such  as  represents  first  the  inter- 
est of  the  iron  monopolies,  unless  the 
citizens  of  Duluth  shall  so  far  lay  aside 
their  partisanship  as  to  elect  the  op- 
posing candidates  and  thus  secure  to 
the  city  a  fair  and  indei>endent  repre- 
sentation and  at  the  same  time  admin- 
ister a  just  rebuke  to  a  piece  of  most 
glaring  and  outrageous  political  in- 
iquity. Every  voter  of  this  city 
should  candidly  and  carefully  think  up- 
on this  matter  of  legislative  districts 
before  voting  and  ask  himself  frankly 
v.hether  as  a  citizen  of  this  great  city, 
having  its  best  interest  and  future  de- 
velopment at  heart  he  can  afford  to  set 
the  seal  of  his  approval  upon  this  un- 
fair discrimination,  and  whether  a 
thorough  rebuke  promptly  adminis- 
tered is  not  worth  more  to  him  and 
this  city  than  any  possible  disadvan- 
tage that  can  arise  from  a  defeat  of 
the  Republican  iron  company  nominees.

TH£  I.ECISLA.TIVE  DISTRICT.S. 

The  principle  of  local  representation 
that  so  thoroughly  permeates  the  en- 
tire groundwork  of  all  American  poli- 
tical institutions  is  based  upon  the 
theory  that,  if  each  locality  having  spe- 
cial or  peculiar  interests  of  its  own  has 
a  district  representation  in  the  legis- 
lative branch  of  government,  every  in- 
terest will  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard  in  the  halls  of  legislation  by  its 
own  chosen  representative  and  will 
have  its  due  weight  in  the  voting  power 
of  such  as.sembly,  and  that  the  gen- 
eral result  of  the  action  of  such  a  body 
will  be  the  greatest  good  to  the  great- 
est number. 

St.  Louis  county  comprises  a  vast  ter- 
ritory embracing  two  widely  divergent 
interests,  the  city  of  Duluth,  peculiarly 
commercial,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
ranges,  distinctively  mining,  on  the 
other.  Owing  to  the  way  in  which  the 
ranges  are  now  dominated  by  great 
mining  corporations,  controlling  and 
owning  the  only  lines  of  transportation 
into  the  mining  districts,  the  interests 
of  the  city  of  Duluth  and  of  those  who 
control  the  political  action  of  the  range 
districts  are  not  only  divergent  but  in 
many  respects  antagonistic.  For  ex- 
ample, it  is  of  vital  importance  to 
those  gigantic  combinations  to  main- 
tain an  exorbitant  and  unjust  freight 
rate  over  the  lines  of  transportation 
owned  by  them,  since  the  excess  freight 
paid  by  their  mining  companies  is  only 
transferred  from  one  pocket  into  an- 
other while  the  maintenance  of  such 
rate  enables  them  to  slrangl*-  all  com- 
petition and-  to  destroy  the  value  of 
every  acre  of  mining  lands  that  is 
owned  by  independent  operators  or  by 
the  state. 

Wh«n  the  Tiepublican  legislature  un- 
der the  recent  new  apportionment  came 
to  redlstrict  this  territory  we  find  that 
it  violated  every  principle  of  local  rep- 
resentation in  the  carving  out  of  the 
three  new  districts  which  were  made 
from  our  former  legislative  district.  We 
find  that  these  districts  have  not  been 
made  compact,  but  have  been  strung 
out  as  long  as  possible;  we  find  that 
they  have  not  been  made  as  homo- 
geneous in  interest  as  possible,  but  as 
unhomogeneous  as  possible.  In  the 
Forty-ninth  district  we  find  part  of  the 
city  of  Duluth  and  most  of  the  Mesaba 
range;  in  the  Fiftieth  is  a  part  of  this 
city  and  the  city  of  Tower,  and  in  the 
Fifty-first  is  the  remaining  part  of 
Duluth  and  the  city  of  Ely,  with  Lake 
and  Cook  counties. 

Shoestring  districts,  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  partisan  political  advantage, 
though  no  new  Iniquity  in  the-  history 
of  American  politics,  should  receive  the 
condemnation  of  every  American  who 
loves  justice  or  who  even  desires  to 
preserve  the  integrity  of  his  own 
rights.  But  the  districting  of  this 
county  was  done  with  a  view  to  a  baser 
and  still  less  Justifiable  motive;  the  ob- 
ject was  not  so  much  to  make  the  dis- 
tricts  all    three   Republican   as   it    was 


FINANCIAL  SLAVERY  PKOPOSED. 

Page  Morris  has  said  that  he  is  in 
favor  of  the  McCleary  bill  and  that  he 
will  support  that  infamous  measure 
which  proposes  to  take  the  issuance  of 
the  currency  from  the  people  and  give 
It  to  the  banking  syndicate,  giving  the 
Wall  street  bankers  full  control  of  the 
circulation  the  same  as  oil  and  sugar 
and  other  articles  needed  by  the  peo- 
ple are  controlled  by  trusts  and  syndi- 
cates. In  other  words,  it  would  plunge 
the  people  into  financial  slavery. 

The  McCleary  bill  would  also  hit  the 
smaller  banks  a  deadly  blow  and  it  is 
strange  that  any  banker  in  the  North- 
west, outside  of  those  with  very  large 
capital,  should  give  the  measure  his 
support.  The  bill,  if  passed,  would 
compel  the  smaller  banks  to  make  the 
larger  banks  their  "redemption  agents" 
at  once,  and  to  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  branch  banks.  "  This  would 
soon  result  in  one  great  United  States 
bank  with  10,000  branches — a  bank 
monopoly  with  fifty  times  more  capital 
than  the  United  States  bank  which 
fought  President  Jackson  and  the 
people. 

The  McCleary  bill  would  destroy  the 
greenbacks  and  all  government  paper 
money,  ami  give  this  huge  banking 
trust  the  right  to  issue  or  refuse  to  is- 
sue all  paper  money.  Thus  this  bank- 
ing combine  could  absolutely  control 
the  volume  of  money  and,  at  will,  raise 
or  depress  the  prices  of  all  property. 

The  McCleary  bill  would  make  $iiOO,- 
000,000  of  silver  redeemable  in  gold, 
which  would  eventually  result  in  a 
proposition  to  retire  silver  for  the  same 
reason  that  they  now  claim  the  green- 
backs should  be  retired,  because  they 
are  a  menace  to  the  gold  reserve.  They 
are  a  menace  only  because  the  secre- 
tary of  the  ireasui^  does  not  exercise 
the  power  vested  in  him  by  act  of  con- 
gress of  redeeming  the  greenbacks  in 
gold  or  silver  at  his  own  option.  If  he 
used  this  authority,  it  would  put  an  in- 
stant stop  to  the  gold  gamblers'  raid 
on  the  gold  reserve.  The  McCleary 
bill  would  deprive  the  secretary  of  any 
such  option  and  deliver  the  people  com- 
pletely into  the  merciless  control  of 
Wall  street. 

Yet  Page  Morris,  who  favors  such  an 
infamous  scheme,  has  the  audacity  to 
ask  the  people  of  the  Sixth  district  to 
send  him  back  to  congress! 


SWELL  THE   MAJORITIES. 

This  edition  of  The  Herald  will  be  the 
last  that  will  reach  many  readers  In 
the  Sixth  district  lH>fore  election  day.

Near  the  close  of  the  civil  war,  in 
reply  to  a  letter  from  a  friend  in  Illinois, 
President  Lincoln  said: 

"It  has  been,  indeed,  a  trying  hour 
for  the  republic,  but  I  see  in  the  near 
future  a  crisis  approaching  that  un- 
nerves me  and  causes  me  to  tremble 
for  the  safety  of  my  country.  As  a  re- 
sult of  the  war  corporations  have  been 
enthroned  and  an  era  of  corruption  in 
high  places  will  follow,  and  the  money 
power  of  the  country  will  endeaA'or  to 
prolong  Its  reign  by  working  upon  the 
prejudices  of  the  people  until  all 
wealth  is  aggregated  in  a  few  hands 
and  the  republic  is  destroyed.  I  feel 
at  this  moment  more  anxiety  for  th« 
safety  at  my  country  than  ever  before, 
even  in  the  midst  of  war.  God  grant 
that  my  suspicions  may  prove  ground- 
less."

Eustis'  connection  with  the  Guarantee 
Loan  company  that  the  opposition  can- 
ard-mongers have  so  painfully  built 
up." 

The  very  Ingenious  conclusion  stated 
by  the  Tribune  will  not  stand  examina- 
tion. No  one  charged  that  Mr.  Eustis 
was  legally  a  stockholder,  although  it 
would  have  been  charitable  to  conclude 
that  he  was.  Inasmuch  as  he  was  elected 
a  director  seven  times  of  the  Guaranty 
Loan,  the  first  time  on  Feb.  14,  1888, 
the  last  time  May  1.  1893,  three  weeks 
prior  to  the  collapse  of  the  concern. 
The  records  show  Eustis  was  a  member 
of  the  committee  on  loans;  that  he  was 
one  of  a  committee  to  inquire  into  cer- 
tain criminal  charges  against  Presideni 
Menage,  and  that  on  Jan.  29,  1891,  the 
directors,  including  Mr.  Eustl.s,  passed 
a  resolution  endorsing  the  loans  made 
by  Menage.  The  records  also  show  that 
the  malodorous  Kenyon  "investigated" 
the  Guaranty  Loan  and  pledged  h\f. 
faith  as  to  its  solvency  upon  a  report 
made  by  William  Henry  Eustis  and 
other  directors.  How  nonsensical, 
therefore,  to  claim  that  because  Mr. 
Eustis  was  not  a  stockholder  the  whole 
story  had  collapsed! 

If  Mr.  Eustis  was  not  a  stockholder, 
yet  served  as  a  director  and  let  the 
peopje  believe  that  he  gave  his  endorse- 
ment to  the  institution,  what  was  lie?

•  ine  treasury  statements  covering  the 
month  of  October  supply  the  basis  for  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  war  with 
Spain.  I'p  lo  dale  this  amounts  to  $100,- 
UtK),<XIO  and  expert  opinion  fixes  the  e:^- 
pense  for  the  remaining  eight  months  or 
the  fiscal  year  at  $80,000,000,  thus  making 
the  total  outlay  $240,000,00. 

"To  meet  this  the  government  has  the 
$200,0*10,000  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  extra  war  taxes, 
which  for  the  liscal  year  lo  the  end  of 
next  June  are  estimated  at  $125, 000, 00" t, 
making  a  total  war  fund  of  328.000,00'J. 
I'nless  Ihe'se  taxes  are  modified  by  con- 
gress there  will  therefore  be-  on  July  1  a 
surplus  of  $S.'),0«ri.0OO  above  the  amount 
actually  expended  In  the  conduct  of  the 
war.

Many  Speculations  as  to  the 

Probable  Reasons  For 

His  Trip. 

Berlin,  Nov,  5.— The  Frankfort  Zeltung 
says  it  learns  from  a  well-informe^d 
source  that  Kmperor  William's  visit  to 
Turkey  led  lo  an  agreement  by  which 
G<  rmanv  undertakes  to  support  the  In- 
legritv  of  the  sultan's  Asiatic  possessions, 
for  which  Germany  will  receive  commer- 
cial and  industrial  privileges.  The  paper 
adds  that  it  is  believed  this  agreement  is 
lanianiount  lo  an  armed  alliance  between 
the  two  countries. 

A  number  of  rumors  as  to  the  real  ob- 
jects of  Ii^mperor  William's  visit  to  Con- 
slaniinoplc  and  the  holy  land  have  been 
in  circulation  ever  sine^e  the  Intention  ot 
his  majesty  lo  visit  the  Orient  was  an- 
nounced a  year  ago.  These  alleged  pur- 
poses included  imi)ort,ant  railroad  conces- 
sions to  Germany,  the  ceding  of  terri- 
tory in  Syria  to  Germany  for  colonizing 
pun)oses:  the  ceding  ot  the  port  of  Hatia 
in  Palestine:  the  ceding  of  the  island  of 
Rhodes  to  Germany,  and  the  granting  to 
Germany  of  the  right  to  plant  a  German 
colony  along  the  whole  of  the  frontier  at 
Tripoli.  This  last  agreement,  it  was  abid- 
ed, was  intended  to  protect  the  sultan 
against  French  encroachments  acros.s  the 
Iriuoli-Tunis  frontier  and  would  al.so 
avoid  granting  Germany  a  concession  in 
Asia  Minor,  which  it  is  added,  would  in- 
duce Russia  to  demand  compensation. 

On  the  other  band,  it  has  been  an- 
nounced that  some  of  the  powers  have 
notified  Turkey  that  she  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  cede  any  territory  lo  Germany: 
and  Russia,  It  was  announced  from  Ber- 
lin on  Saturday  last,  was  arriving  at  an 
un<lersiandlng  with  Austria  and  France 
to  provide  against  the  accomplishment  of 
certain  German  plans  in  the  Orient.

Demise  of  a  Once  Brillian  Minnesota 
Attorney. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  5. — News  has  been  re- 
ceded of  the  death  of  E.  St.  Jullen  Cox, 
at  one  time  or>«  of  the  brightest  lights 
of  the  Minnesota  bar.  bu-t  in  his  de- 
clining years  the  victim  of  adverse  cir- 
cumstaaices. 

E.  St.  Juilen  Cox  was  one  of  the  ris- 
ing men  of  St.  Peter.  Nicollet  county, 
in  the  early  '70s,  and  in  the  legislative 
sessions  of  1874  and  1875  represented 
the  Thirty-fourth  district,  cortsisting  of 
Nicollet  and  Renville  counties  in  the 
state  senate.  He  was  a  leader  and  an 
able  attorney,  and  in  the  fall  of  1874  he 
was  nominated  for  the  district  bench 
for  the  Ninth  judicial  district. 

While  on  the  bench  complaint  was 
made  that  he  had  become  a  servile  vic- 
tim of  the  liquor  habit,  and  in  1882  the 
senate  was  called  in  special  session  to 
sit  as  a  court  of  impeachment.  The 
trial  was  a  cause  celebre.  and  Is 
familiar  to  attorneys  throughout  the 
country  as  one  of  the  hardest  legal 
battles  of  its  kind.  Cox  had  only  a  few 
minutes  to  serve  when  the  impeachment 
was  finally  concluded  in  March.  1882, 
and  his  frjends  exerted  every  effort  to 
save  his  name,  but  in  vain,  and  his  ser- 
vice ended  March  22,  1882. 

He  returned  to  practice  at  his  fiome 
and  lived  down  the  scandal  of  the  past, 
but  insidious  disease  then  added  to  his 
troubles,  and  he  died  in  poverty.  He 
tried  to  regain  his  health  recently  by  a 
trip  to  California,  but  in  A'ain.  For  a 
time  he  was  a  resident  of  Minneapolis.

was  not  a  state  in  the  country  that  is 
run  better  than  this.  There  was  no 
rea.son.  therefore,  to  put  the  Repub- 
lican party  out  of  the  state  govern- 
ment, so  the  people  wdl  vote  to  keep  it 
in.  One  of  the  blessings  the  Republican 
party  had  sht)uered  ut;on  the  people  of 
the  state  was  the  state  warehouse  and 
radroad  commission  that  re.gulates  the 
railroad  rates  and  the  grain  inspec- 
tion.

Mr.  Towne  n"arrels  with  'he  question 
of  whether  he  left  the  party  or  the  p.irty 
left  him.  The  speaker  did  not  know, 
but  hedid  know  that  he  got  left,  and 
that  he  w;ll  be  left  again  this  year. 
He  thought  Pago  Morns  woultl  be  elect- 
ed t>y  2(M»0  to  JoiM)  majority.  Page  has 
had  some  hard  luck.  He  was  elected 
with  MiKinley.  and  he  had  288  post- 
otlices  to  fill.  They  would  not  go 
around  among  60,000  voters,  so  there  is 
considerable  bitterness.  He  did  not 
believe  that  Towne  had  anything  to  do 
with  getting  deep  waterways.

McGhee  Tonight. 


CULKIN  AT  IT  AGAIN 


Is  Down  In  Wright  County- 
Known  There  as  '* Boodle 
Billy." 


Monday  evening  Charles  A.  Towne 
will  close  his  campaign,  making  his 
final  speeches  in  Duluth.  He  will  make 
four  speeches  that  evening.  Three  will 
be  short.  He  will  begin  at  Great  East- 
ern hall  in  West  Duluth  at  6:4"  o'clock 
and  will  speak  there  thirty  minutes. 
From  there  he  will  come  up  to  Norman- 
na  hall  at  7:20  o'clock  and  talk  for  a 
few  moments  and  then  to  Central  hall 
at  8  o'clock,  where  he  will  also  speak 
for  a  few  moments. 

At  8:30  o'clock  he  will  arrive  at  the 
Armory  and  spend  the  balance  of  the 
evening  there.  This  will  be  his  first 
speech  of  this  campaign  In  the  prin- 
cipal portion  of  the  city  and  the  Ar- 
mory will  undoubtedly  be  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  crowd. 

Tonight  F.  L.  McGhee,  the  well  known 
lolored  lawyer,  of  St.  Paul,  will  speak 
In  the  interests  of  the  fusion  ticket  at 
the    Armroy. 

The  bluft  that  there  would  be  4.'.00 
votes  on  ranges  was  quickly  dropped. 
The  morning  paper  today  had*  nothing 
to  say  along  that  line.  The  demand  for 
flsures  was  ignored.  No  figures  as  to 
the  registration  outside  the  city  has 
yet  appeared  in  that  paper  which  claims 
to  publish  tlie  news  when  it  is  news. 

The  conviction  is  growing  that  Towne 
will  have  a  much  larger  majority  in 
Duluth  than  the  fusionists  have  been 
claiming.  There  never  was  a  cam- 
paign when  there  was  so  much  defec- 
tion in  the  llepubliean  ranks.  It  is  of 
such  a  nature  that  the  Morris  managers 
cannot  get  track  of  it.  Many  Repul)- 
licans  are  going  quietly  along  mind- 
ing their  own  business  and  saying  noth- 
ing, who  will  walk  into  the  booth  and 
mark  their  ballots  for  C.  A.  Towne. 
The  extent  of  this  will  be  learned  Tues- 
day  night. 

Some  days  ago  The  Herald  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  Register  Cul- 
kin  of  the  land  office  was  down  in 
Wright  county  electioneering  for  Page 
Morris,  when  he  ought  to  have  been 
at  his  desk  in  the  federal  building.  He 
was  down  there  presumably  without  a 
leave  of  absence  from  the  department 
at  \\  ashington.  Once  since  then  he  has 
been  down  there  and  last  night  he  left 
again  for  there.  It  is  generally  un- 
.'erstood  in  Wrij-ht  county  that  Register 
Culkin  transports  the  "sinews  of  war" 
from  Duluth  and  it  is  supposed  that  a 
slice  of  the  fund  raised  by  the  busi- 
ness jmen's  association  here  goes  into 
that  county.  Down  in  Wright  countv 
they  have  dubbed  Register  Culk'n 
"Boodle  Billy  "  and  he  is  everywhere 
known  down   there  by  that   title. 

Tf  there  is  any  candidate  on  any  ticket 
who  is  making  a  run  that  seems  sure 
to  land  him  in  the  office  that  is  his 
goal,  it  is  Phineas  Ayer,  the  indepen- 
dent candidate  for  judge  of  probate.  If 
half  that  is  said  of  his  chances  is  truc\ 
he  is  sure  of  election  by  an  overwheln  - 
Ing  vote,  for  not  one  man  in  twcniv 
can  be  found  who  is  going  to  vote  for 
either  of  the  other  candidates.  Many 
who  had  intended  to  vote  for  Wesicott, 
the  fusion  candidate,  have  seen  that 
there  is  no  possibility  of  his  election, 
and  are  voting  for  Judge  Ayer  rathoi 
than  let  their  votes  go  to  waste  or  :<> 
Middlecoft",  which  is  much  the  same 
thing.  It  is  very  questionable  whether 
Middlecoff,  the  Republican  candidate, 
even  with  his  promises  of  fat  fees  foi- 
hi.s  friends  to  be  paid  out  of  the  estates 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  coun- 
ty, will  get  1000  votes  in  the  city  of  Du- 
luth. and  Westcott  will  get  even  less. 
The  same  state  of  things  is  reported 
from  the  country  districts,  where  it  is 
said  that  almost  to  a  man.  regardless 
of  politics,  the  voters  will  cast  their 
ballots  for  Judge  Ayer,  knowing  that  if 
he  is  elected  their  widows  and  orphai's 
will  be  able  to  get  their  estates,  be  th.y 
large  or  small,  without  contributing  ti 
pay  the  expen.ses  of  anyone's  election. 
Even  on  the  ranges  the  usual  Republi- 
can solidity  will  be  for  once  sadly  jarred 
when  it  comes  to  the  office  of  Judge  oi 
probate,  and  Jehu  B.  Middlecoff  will 
find  about  next  Wednesday  that  the 
people  of  this  county  have  no  place  in 
their  pay  for  a  politician  of  his  stamp. 
E.  B.  Hawkin.s.  Jiepublican  candidate 
for  state  senator,  came  down  from 
Biwabik  today  and  registered  at  the  St. 
Louis.  To  a  Herald  reporter  Mr. 
Hawkins  said  that  the  total  registra- 
tion on  the  Mesaba  range,  not  including 
Proctorknott,  is  2101,  and  on  the  Ver- 
milion range  1160,  He  estimates  that 
the  total  vote  on  the  Mesaba  rarkge  will 
be  about  1800.

The 
names  of  voters  who  any  of  the  judges 
know  have  left  are  omitted,  but  in 
case  they  are  in  doubt  the  name  is 
copied.  Jn  addition  to  the  na...es  on  the 
old  list^the  judges  enter  the  name  of 
any  new  comer  that  they  may  happen 
to  know,  and  in  this  work  they  are  as- 
sisted by  the  rolls  of  employes  of  the 
mining  companies.  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  many  names  are  entered  in  the 
registration  books  that  do  not  belong 
there,  and  that  the  number  of  voters 
registered  will  \>e  largely  in  excess  of 
the  number  that  will  vote. 

Mr.  Hawkins,  in  estimating  the  vote 
on  the  Me.saba  range  at  300  less  than 
the  registration,  evidently  appreciates 
this  fact.

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Review  of  the  Situation  In  Al!   the  Counties 

of  the  Sixth  District  Shows   Townees 

Election  Is  Assured. 


On  Monday  Evening,  Towne  Will  Speak  at 

Four  Places  In  Duluth,  Winding  Up 

at  the  Armory  Meeting* 


This  campaipn.  which  two  more  iluys 
will  bring-  ii»  a  close,  has  beon  reinaik- 
able  because  of  the  prominence  which 
personal  rather  than  party  politics  has 
been  given  in  ii.  This  distinguishing: 
feature  in  more  noticeable  in  the 
countj  oftices  perhaps  than  in  those  for 
state  offices  anil  congressmen,  but  it 
IS  apparent  to  a  greater  or  less  degree 
in  all  of  them.  John  Lind.  for  in- 
stance, the  fusion  candidate  for  gov^T- 
nor.  will  i-ecfive  the  votes  of  many 
Republicans  of  his  own  natluiality  who. 
aside  from  him,  will  vote  with  ther 
party.  Charles  A.  Towne  will  drau- 
from  another  class  of  liepublicans  who 
specially  admire  him  for  his  courage 
and  ability,  although  not  in  full  accord 
v.ith  him  in  some  of  his  political  opin- 
ion.':: and  still  others  are  suprK)rting 
hiin  because  of  their  disppp<iintment  in 
the  record  made  by  Pag»*  Morris. 

The  Ilei'ublican  eandidates  for  county 
otHces  have  engaged  in  a  mat!  scramble 
for  votes,  each  seemingly  disregarding 
the  duty  he  ov.'es  other  men  associatml 
with  him  on  the  ticket.  It  is  a  fact, 
which  any  man  who  has  attempted  to 
keep  himself  informed  of  the  moves 
being  made  could  not  fail  to  have  ob- 
served, that  there  are  few  even  of  the 
Republican  candidates  who  will  vote 
their  ticket  straight.  At  tir.'st  they  be- 
<-ame  suspicious  of  each  other,  then  sus- 
picion gave  way  to  ct)nviction  and  as 
the  campaign  developed  action  an  1  in- 
terest, certain  of  them  exhibited  al- 
most as  much  energy  in  accomplish- 
ing the  defeat  of  some  of  their  associ- 
ates as  in  striving  for  their  own  vic- 
tory. 

Much  of  the  money  subscribed  for 
campaign  purposes  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  chairman  <if  the  con- 
gressional connmitlee.  wlio  instead  of 
spending  it  for  the  good  of  the  entire 
ticket  has  used  it  exclusively  for  tlie 
benefit  of  Page  Morris.  This  created 
any  amount  of  dissatisfaction  among 
the  other  candidates  and  the  men  who 
have  been  managing  the  Morris  cam- 
paign have  been  bo^n  dubbed  by  ihem  a 
close  corjioration.  A  candidate  speaking 
to  the  writer  of  the  selfish  policy  of  the 
Morris  clique,  said  that  he  had  stopped 
visiting  the  congressional  headquar- 
ters for  he  had  long:  since  learned  that 
Morris  and  his  lieutenants  did  not  hesi- 
tate to  sacrifK-e  any  man  on  the  ticket 
when  by  doing  so  they  could  gain  any 
advantay;e  for  their  faV(»rite,  and  that 
in  futurt>  he  proposed  to  look  out  for 
himself  and  let  the  others  do  the 
same. 

"Or  course."  he  said.  "I  will  voto  the 
straight  Republican  ticket  'j-jause  1 
am  a  candidate,  but  I  would  r.^'t  ex- 
perience much  sorrow  if  Moris  :-hould 
he  beaten." 

Perhaps  when  th.it  man  Eteps  into 
the  election  booth  and  is  left  aione  v.ith 
his  Dencil  and  his  Ciod  his  Iniiermjs^i 
fcflings  will  be  given  expression  in  a 
way  that  will  count  one  against  the 
war  congressman  and   his  H'.l'.c  crowd 

of  office  holders.

Never  before  have  the  Republicans  of 
Duluth  been  so  much  at  sea  when  they 
have  attempted  to  make  estimates  of 
the  probable  vote  of  a  given  ward  or 
precin^^t.  In  polling  the  city  they  have 
discovered  that  party  lines  have  count- 
ed for  little.  The  poll-taker  lias  for- 
merly found  the  great  majority  oi 
voters  willing  to  tell  in  advance  hov.- 
they  were  going  to  vote,  but  th.s  year  a 
very  large  percentage  of  them  have  de- 
clined to  give  inquirers  any  satisfac- 
ti<m.  In  one  of  the  large  war.i.^  in  the 
business  center  of  the  city,  the  Repu'oli- 
cans  this  week  completed  their  poll  a;= 
far  as  they  could,  but  fully  one-half  of 
ihe  names  in  their  list  had  a  doubtful 
mark  placed  after  them.  In  other 
wards  a  careful  canvass  of  the  ward 
failed  to  disclcse  how  more  than  one- 
half  the  voters  stood.  This  i.-^  ominous 
to  the  Republicans,  for  when  a  man 
declines  to  give  a  Republican  poll-taker 
any  saiisfa-iion  about  his  choice  of  can- 
didates it  is  a  pretty  safe  speculation  to 
say  that  he  is  seriously  considering  the 
advisa'oility  of  "scratching"  some  of 
the  candidates  «n  the  Republicarr  ticket, 
is  he  has  not  fully  de.-itled  to  vote  the 
fusion  ticket  from  top  to  bottom.  The 
undecided  voter  i.s  so  numerous  this 
year  that  Republican     estimates     have 

been  absolutely  valueless.

It  is  very  seldom  that  ante-election 
fstimates  are  as  satisfying  to  the  aevr- 
age  reader  as  the  cold.  uneomi>romising 
ligures  that  are  printed  in  the  new.s- 
paiiers  the  day  after  the  ballots  have 
b»'en  cast.  Predictions  based  on  esti- 
mates of  experienced  observers  are 
perhaps  published  too  frequently,  but 
.as  The  Herald  has  not  indulged  in  an 
attempt  to  foretell  in  detail  the  probable 
result  of  the  election  for  congressman 
jn  the  Sixth  district,  it  will  doubtless 
not  be  criticised  too  severely  if  it  makes 
one  try  at  it  now,  as  the  campaign  has 
nearly  reached  its  close.  That  those 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  sending  the  last 
chapter  of  a  book  first  just  to  see  how 
it  turns  out,  may  not  be  put  to  any  un- 
necessary trouble,  the  figures  to  'oe 
given  will  be  prefaced  by  the  statement 
that  they  show  the  election  of  Charles 
A.    Towne    by   a   majority   of    not   less 

>rhan  1400.

Cook  county  has  few  voters,  probably 
200  this  year.  In  1896  Mr,  Towne  was 
given  a  majority  of  64.  his  vote  being 
about  double  that  of  his  opponent.  Th<^ 
Republicans  have  been  doing  som*-  tine 
work  down  there  recently,  and  it  is  to 
be  presumed  that  it  will  prove  effective. 
Consequently,  for  the  purp<jses  of  thi.s 
lestimate,  it  will  be  conceded  that  M^-. 
Morris  will  secure  as  many  votes  there 
as  Mr.  Towne,  thereby  giving  him  credit 


for  a  net  gain  of  64.  Lake  coimty  'p 
IsyG  returned  a  majority  of  3<J  for  Mr. 
Morris.  Perhaps  he  will  have  more 
this  year,  say  75.  although  the  Repu)>!i- 
cans  are  counting  largely  on  a  big  vote 
at  Fail  Lake,  which  they  will  not  g»t. 
Estimate  it  at  L'lH).  This  is  another  gain 
for  Morris.  For  the  present  St.  Louis 
county  v.ill  be  left  out  of  the  calcula- 
tion. It  is  a  doubtful  r'"oposition  at 
best.  Itasc;i  county  at  the  la.«t  election 
showed  6  to  the  good  for  Morris.  There 
were  a  number  of  very  active  gold  Dem 
ocrats  there  then.  They  wer*-  hustUis 
and  made  votes.  They  are  there  now 
ami  are  htistlins:  harder  than  ever,  but 
ihey  are  shouting  for  Towne  this  tinv. 
and  they  will,  with  others,  change  the 
Morris  majority  of  C  to  a  Towne  major- 
ity of  l."<0.  Cass  county  gave  Towne  K 
majority  the  la^t  tim^.  There  are  soni'^ 
few  new  conditions  there  now  which 
may  not  Vw  easy  to  measure  accurat"!v. 
so  although  Mr.  Towne  ought  and  pro  >- 
ably  will  have  a  good  majority,  it  will 
be  eonsidere*!  as  bieaking  ev-»n.  Be'- 
trami  county  gave  three  votes  nu>re  to 
Morris  than  to  Towne.  I:i  the  past  two 
years  it  has  tilled  up  very  largely  with 
farmers.  Populists  most  of  them,  and 
the  bulk  of  them  will  probably  be  for 
Towne.  but  the  building  of  the  Fos.-^ton 
branch  has  brought  in  some  nev,  resi- 
dents along  the  right-of-way.  All  tbf« 
chances  are  in  favor  of  a  good  ma- 
jority for  Towne.  hut  to  make  sure,  it. 
too.  will  be  set  down  as  breaking  even 
Hubbard  euunty  returned  a  majority 
of  5:J  for  Towne.  This  will  be  increas'-d 
to  100  next  Tuesday,  for  reasons  which 
it  IS  not  necessary  to  state.  Wadena 
was  a  strong  Morris  county  two  years 
ago.  giving  a  majority  of  195.  He  has 
lo.st  ground  there  and  his  margin  wiil 
be  cut  down  to  50.  In  Todd  county  Mr. 
Morris  appears  to  have  done  fairly 
well,  and  his  majority  there  will  prob- 
ably   be    increased    from    IJl    to    ab  >ut

In  Morrison  oounty  local  condiiiir.s 
have  contributed  to  the  fortunes  of  Mr. 
Tf>wne.  He  carried  it  in  18»«  by  \li. 
This  time  he  will  have  riOO,  and  perhaps 
ni'  re.  A  split  in  the  Republican  parly, 
which  resulted  in  C.  R.  Buckman  b.-- 
corniiig  an  independent  candidate  for 
stale  senator,  with  the  support  of  tne 
remocrats.  has  made  many  votes  fa- 
Mr.  Towne.  and  will  Insure  Mr.  Buck- 
man's  election.  A.  D.  Davidson,  now  a 
prominent  pusher  in  the  Duluth  Re- 
publican machine,  is  mixed  up  in  this 
tight  and  is  largely  responsible  for  th*" 
slump  of  Buckman  and  his  faction  t  > 
T«nvne.  There  are  some  other  factors 
that  have  entered  into  the  Morris  >n 
county  problem,  and  have  played  an 
important  part  in  determining  the  esti- 
mate abo\-e  given.  Crow  Wing  is  a 
Morris  county  now  as  it  was  two  years 
ago.  His  majority  there  was  236.  P<;s- 
sitily  it  will  be  that  much  this  year.  In 
round  nunil>ti.«.  say  it  will  be  250. 
Aitkiii  is  another  Morris  stronghold.  Ii 
was  41.T  two  years  ago.  It  will  oe  about 
300.  The  vote  is  less  and  the  maJL>r:ty 
must  be  cut  down.  Carlton  is  another 
one.  It  went  for  Morris  by  413.  He 
will  carry  it  by  300  next  Tuesday.  Pine 
county  has  developed  some  commend- 
able changes.  a  few.  It  was  in  the 
Morris  column  by  33.  It  was  in  the 
Mr.  Towne's  credit  for  50  at  least.  Mille 
Lacs  is  another  breeder  of  Republicaiis. 
Morris  was  371  to  the  gocd  theie.  A  re- 
duction in  the  vote  and  other  things 
will  reduce  this  to  30t>.  Anoka  did 
handsomely  by  Morris.  It  gave  him  534 
majority.  The  gold  Democrats  helped. 
He  will  be  fortunate  this  time  if  he  gets 
.300.  Wright  country  contributed  6;12  to 
Mr.  Morris'  maj-rities.  The  gold  Dem- 
ocrats were  his  allies  there  also.  The;' 
have  since  seen  the  error  of  th*ir  ways 
and  200  will  be  the  limit  of  his  majority 
thei-e  next  week.  As  good  an  authority 
as  Michael  Dorar>,  of  St.  Paul,  declares 
that  the  Morris  majority  there  will  be 
entirely  wiped  out.  Let  "it  l>e  hoped  that 
Mr.  Doran  proves  as  good  a  prophet 
now  as  he  did  two  years  ago.  In  Stearn.^ 
( ounty  the  normal  Democratic  ma- 
jority is  about  300O.  In  1S9«  a  good 
many  Democrats  worshipped  at  the 
shrine  of  the  gold  idol,  and  Mr.  Towne's 
majority  was  cut  down  to  2275.  Most 
of  them  are  with  him  this  time  and. 
besides,  there  are  some  Republican.-; 
who  don't  like  Morris.  Adam  Bede, 
with  the  prefix  J.,  has  predicted  a 
majority  for  Towne  there  of  3000.  He 
may  be  right,  but  his  judgement  is  not 
alwavs  to  be  relied  or:,  so  to  'i)e  on  the 
safe  "side  Stearns  will  be  figured  at  2600 
for  Towne,  a  very  conservative  esti- 
mate.

Since      the   receipt   of    the   above   letter 
from  Mr.   Hidt.   The  Herald   has  received 
the  following  from  Mr.  Lofgi^n: 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

My  attt^ntion  having  been  called  to  a 
communication  from  A.  A.  Holt  appea.mg 
in  The  Herald,  in  which  the  rel.itive 
amount  of  clerk  hire  jiald  inisy2  in  thl.< 
.iffice  was  <'ontrasted  with  that  of  ihe 
I>resent  vear,  I  wish  to  state  In  justice  to 
myself  that  the  material  ch*nges  that 
have  taken  place  in  the  business  of  my  of- 
fice will  more  than  account  for  the  differ- 
ence in  the  amounts  paid   for  clerk  hire. 

Previous  to  l.S:«  the  people  of  St.  Louis 
(ountv  were  engaged  in  buying  and  sell- 
ing re'al  estate.  That  gave  rise  to  dee.is. 
mortgages,  assignments,  etc.,  for  recor-l 
In  this  office  for  which  we  have  printed 
forms  and  all  that  is  necessary  lo  record 
these  instruments  is  to  fill  in  the  daUs. 
names  of  parties  and  description  of  prop- 
erty and  the  paiier  is  recorde.l,  our  fee  is 
the  same  as  though  we  copied  every  word 
of  the  .locument,  although  not  more  than 
from  5  to  10  per  cent  Is  copied  by  hand. 
Since  lS!i3  a  different  class  of  instruments 
form  the  principal  part  of  our  busines:., 
namely,  sheriff's  foreclosure  sales;  these 
have  been  increasing  from  year  to  year 
until  the  last  twelve  months  will  show 
over  $2.0iK),o<Hi  worth  of  property  foreclosed 
In  the  county.  All  this  time  deeds  and 
mortgages  have  been  decreasing. 

A  sheriff's  certificate  of  foreclosure  l.-? 
an  entirely  different  instrument  to  record 
from  deeds  and  mortgages.  A  great  many 
of  our  attorneys  use  a  typewritten  copy 
and  every  word  has  to  be  copied  by  hand, 
as  It  would  be  impossible  to  get  printed 
forms  because  of  the  multituile  of  forms 
used.  Others  use  a  printed  form,  but  the 
prltited  portion  is  a  very  small  part  of  it 
and  85  per  cent  of  the  paper  has  to  be 
copied  by  hand.  This  is  the  reason  it 
costs  more  in  clerk  hire  to  earn  the  ii;;me 
fee   today   than   in  1*<92.

Three 
rows  of  heavy  stitching  confined  the 
hem.  and  the  round  al>lireviated  train 
gave  height  and  dignity  to  the  figure 
A  green  kid  toque,  trimmed  with 
quills  and  ribbon,  completed  the  cos- 
tume. 

If  the  fashions  of  twenty-five  year? 
ago  were  to  reappear  this  season  in 
their  original  form,  the  similarity  b«-- 
tween  them  and  the  new  modes  would 
be  striking  enough  to  demonstrnte  again 
fashion's  tendency  to  repeat  Itself.  The 
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and  a  red  velvet  toque  In  a  rich,  soft 
shade,  a  little  lighter  than  the  skirt. 

All-over  lace  gowns  in  cream  and 
ecru  over  white  satin  are  worn  fcr 
dressy  occasions,  and  sleeveless  coats 
of  Irish  guipure  are  one  of  the  pretty 
accessories  oi  evening  dress. 

The  new  ribbons  are  a  delight  to  the 
eye,  with  their  pretty,  soft  colors  h\hH- 
ted  with  black  satin  and  chenille  dots, 
and  striped  with  chenille  and  velvet. 
There  Is  every  kind  of  plaid  ribbon, 
figured  ribbon  and  ribbon  with  a  fine 
silk  fringe  on  the  edge.  Satin  riljbona 
are  especially  soft  in  texture  with  al- 
most a  velvet  finish,  and  some  of  then? 
have  a  diagonal  weave  in  the  silk. 

A  new  liberty  material  is  called  Orion 
satin.  It  comes  in  all  the  light  colors, 
and  is  exquisitely  soft  in   finish. 

Barbaric  looking  chains  of  colored 
beads  are  shown  among  the  novelties. 
Fans  and  lorgnettes  are  supposed  to  be 
attached  to  these,  and  while  they  can- 
not supplant  the  more  elegant  jeweled 
chains  of  gold,  they  are  strong  and 
within  reach  of  the  many,  which  means 
some  measure  of  success. 

({un  metal  belts  with  ."teel  ornamen- 
tation are  verj*  effective. 

Chenille  plays  a  very  conspicuous  part 
in  Iioth  hat  and  dress  trimmings  this 
season.  It  is  threaded  into  lace  uvk*. 
mixed  with  embroidery  in  silver  and 
gold  threads  on  velvet  and  silk,  and 
chenille  fringe^*  with  satin-covered 
drops  at  the  end  of  each  strand  arc- 
revived  again.  Light  and  pretty  silK 
gimps  of  braid  and  cord  twisted  into 
every  conceivable  design,  both  beaded 
and  plain,  are  also  a  decided  feature  of 
dress  trimming.  Picot-edged  cords 
make  very  effective  patterns,  and  then 
there  is  a  new  edging,  made  of  strands 
of  silk,  which  looks  very  much  like 
feathers.  Fur  in  both  wide  and  nar- 
row bands  will  be  very  much  used. 
Old-fashioned,  deep  silk  fringes  are 
coming  to  the  front  once  more,  and 
there  is  si.mply  no  limit  to  the  use  of  all 
kinds  of  imitation  and  real  laces.  Em- 
broideries in  a  mixture  of  soft,  rich  col- 
ors in  white  silk  are  used  for  yokes, 
vests  and  revers,  and  while  the  florai 
silk  embroidery  used  in  applique  is  not 
new,  it  shows  some  new  designs  wilh 
silk  and  gauze  mixtures.  Beaded  and 
sequined  trimmings  are  quite  as  popu 
lar  as  ever,  and  so  are  steel  novelties 
■with  jet  and  gun  metal  combined. 

Buttons  of  all   kinds   seem   to   be   in 


double  skirts  and  long  tunics  have 
pome  in  with  the  fall  importations,  as 
well  as  many  of  the  old-time  fancies  In 
skirt  trimming.  Yet  the  new  models  are 
such  an  improvement  on  the  old  in 
grace  of  outline  and  pretty  effects  in 
combination  that  their  relation  to  their 
early  prototypes  Is  somewhat  disguised. 
It  is  only  the  pristine  ideas  that  have 
come  back  to  us,  the  details  of  finish 
which  give  them  smartness  and  ele- 
gance being  changed. 

Gowns  for  various  occasions,  how  to 
have  them  made  and  the  important 
choice  of  colors  are  questions  agitating 
the  feminine  mind  just  at  present,  and 
they  are  not  easily  settled  in  the  midst 
of  so  many  and  so  diversified  models. 
There  is  always  an  uncertainty  in  the 
early  season  as  to  what  will  take,  which 
causes  you  to  hesitate  with  the  fear 
that  you  will  select  the  particular  thing 
which  will  never  appear  outside  of  th-; 
show  rooms.  The  Parisians  have  an 
idea  that  American  women  will  adopt 
the  redingote  style  with  great  avidity, 
while  they  cling  to  the  little  short 
jacket,  which  is  vastly  more  becoming 
to  the  average  woman,  and  the  French 
woman  in  particular.  However  that 
may  be,  it  is  an  assured  fact  that 
American  women  who  know  how  to 
dre.ss  fre  rarely  deceived  as  to  what  is 
becoming,  and  are  not  at  all  ready  to 
accept  anything  and  everything  simply 
because  it  is  a  French  model.  Some  of 
the  French  dressmakers  show  no  long 
coats  at  all,  and  insist  that  the  short 
jackets  will  be  worn  this  winter  quite 
as  much  as  the  longer  ones,  all  of  which 
is  very  encouraging  to  those  who  want 
to  make  last  season's  suit  do  for  another 
year. 

The  very  latest  Paris  gowns  are  said 
to  be  distinguished  for  simplicity,  whicli 
is  certainly  an  interesting  feature  of 
fashion  when  such  elaborately  trimmed 
models  greet  you  on  every  side.  Yet 
it  is  evident  that  plain  stitching  is  one 
of  the  favored  modes  of  trimming  cloth 
gowns.  One  pretty  example  is  a  pale 
ecru  cloth  v.ith  a  pinkish  tinge,  very 
soft  and  fine  in  texture  and  light  in 
weight,  like  all  the  new  cloths  which 
are  used  for  dressy  gowns.  The  skirt 
is  in  five  parts,  graduated  in  size  and 
fullness  and  cut  circular  to  fit  the  bell 
skirt  of  silk  underneath.  These  divi- 
sions round  down  in  front  and  at  the 
back  and  up  at  either  side.  They  are 
finished    with   a   narrow   stitched   hem 
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and  stitched  to  the  silk  skirt  a  little 
above  the  hem.  The  bodice,  which  is 
formed  of  stitched  baiids  lapping  over 
one  another,  has  a  round  yoke  of  lac»'. 
with  fine  cords  of  green  velvet  set  in 
around  at  intervals  of  one  inch.  The 
collar  band  matches  this  with  a  narrow 
turnover  collar  of  velvet,  coverinl  with 
rows  of  stitching  at  the  back  and  the 
belt  Is  of  green  velvet. 

Narrow  ribbed  folds  of  cloth  are  used 
as  a  trimming  on  cloth  gowns,  two  or 
three  In  a  cluster  heading  the  circular 
flounces  and  outlining  the  panels  down 
either  side.  Another  pretty  but  plain 
effect  in  trimming  is  made  with  a  bias 
band  of  velvet  in  some  bright  contrast- 
ing color  in  which  are  lengthwise  ap- 
plique bands  of  cloth  matching  the 
gown  and  very  narrow.  Make  the 
sleeves  in  this  gown  of  the  velvet  ami 
encircle  thein  fnmi  shoulder  to  wrist 
with  the  same  tiny  bunds.  S<ant  bias 
luffies  of  cloth  trim  some  of  the  gowns 
and  braiding  is  still  employed,  usually 
in  patterns  which  require  more  than 
one  width  of  braid.  A  wUle  braid  on 
the  edge  with  a  scroll  design  just 
above,  is  very  effective.  A  narrow 
black  chenille  ruching  is  another  fancy

Any  use  which  can  be  made  of  che- 
nille Is  pretty  sure  to  be  correct,  as  it 
appears  in  some  form  in  every  depart- 
ment of  dress.  Cloths  are  dotted  all 
over  with  chenille,  matching  the  color. 
Various  transparent  materials  for  boJ- 
ices.  vests  and  yokes  are  dotted  with  it. 
Lace  designs  are  outlined  with  it  and 
silks  are  embroidered  with  chenille 
combined  with  silk  cord.  These  silks, 
which  by  the  way  are  used  for  bodices 
and  vests,  are  one  of  the  season's  pret- 
tiest novelties.  They  are  taffeta  in 
black,  white  and  the  pretty  pale  colors 
well  covered  with  a 
design  done  in  bla<,  k 
closely  with  a  whit* 
and  white  mixed  silk 
pretty  on  the  white, 
stances  the  pattern 
narrow  white  ribbon.  Entire  waists 
are  made  of  this  embroidered  silk,  l)Ut 
as  it  costs  from  $S  to  $12  a  yard  it  will 
hardly  become  common. 

For  a  pretty  winter  house  dress,  uti- 
lize one  of  the  summer  gowns  which 
you  wore  at  the  seashore.  It  is  a  i-hal- 
iie,  trimmed  with  ribbon,  sadly  worn 
around  the  foot  and  on  the  waist.  Bind 
the  skirt  with  colored  velvet  of  a  jnetty 
shade  and  make  a  velvet  collar  and  belt 
to  match.  Freshen  the  sleeves  and 
neck  with  ruching  and,  if  necessary, 
make  a  chiffon  fichu  to  cover  the  worn 
out  spots  on  the  waist. 

When  you  have  done  this  you  will 
have  as  pretty  a  gown  as  you  want  for 
informal  home  occasions  all   winter. 

Applique  effects  of  all  kinds  are  em- 
ployed for  dress  decoration,  and  some 
special  novelties  are  shown  among  the 
trimmings  of  braid  in  mohair,  silk, 
wool  and  silk  cord,  formed  Into  medal- 
lions and  various  black  designs,  both 
with  and  without  jet.  Alternate  bands 
of  ribbon,  velvet  and  fur  form  another 
kind  of  trimming,  which  in  blue  velvet 
and  blue  fox  is  especially  pretty.  The 
hands  are  of  equal  width,  and  bright 
colors  in  the  velvet  are  often  employed. 
Evidently  fur  is  to  be  very  geneiously 
applied  for  dec<«ration,  in  much  wider 
bands  than  were  used  last  season,  and 
also  in  very  narrow  lines  on  light 
diessy  costumes.  A  wide  flounce  of 
zi'oeline  on  a  fawn-colored  cloth  gown 
is  one  of  the  new  modes  of  using  fur, 
and  this  costume  lias  a  medium  long 
cutaway  coat,    with  zibt'line  tuffs,  col- 


lar and  revers.      A  group  of  tiny  raised 
tucks  head  ttie  flounce. 

The  use  (,i'  narrow  black  velvet  rib- 
bon striped  ;ind  checked  wlih  lines  of 
white  satin  is  another  new  feature  in 
dess  trimming  which  is  very  effective 
It  is  a  pretty  substitute  for  the  plain. 
narn>w  ribbon  so  much  employed,  and 
is  applied  in  the  same  way,  being  espe- 
cially attractive  on  the  various  silk 
waists  in  plain  light  colors.  Narrow 
plaited  frills  of  white  chiffon  are  edged 
with  this  striped  ribbon,  giving  a  very 
novel  effect.  One  pretty  bodice  of  dull 
blue  silk  has  this  sort  of  frill  down 
•-ither  side  of  the  front,  falling  over  a 
vest  of  tucked  white  chiffon  and  cream 
lace. 

White  silk  with  black  polka  dots  is 
combined  in  various  ways  with  white 
aivl  light -colored  silks  for  waists,  and 
with  cloth  gowns  for  leVer.-?  an. I  in  any 
othei-  finish  wliich  may  leqiiiie  a  con- 
trast. Buttons  enter  very  largely  into 
the  scheme  of  decoration,  this  season, 
the  two  extremes  in  size  being  favor- 
ites. The  Kirge  buttons  are  very  ele- 
gant and  ornamental,  but  the  tiny  gold 
buttons,  about  the  size  f>f  those  u.sed 
on  gloves,  and  plain  and  flat,  seem  to 
assert  themselves  quite  as  conspicu- 
ously. They  are  put  on  In  groups, 
purely  for  ornament  and  never  for 
use.  Tucked  white  satin  vests  have 
groups  of  these  little  buttons  down  the 
middle  plait:  they  .are  sewn  aroun.l  the 
narrow  band  which  finishes  the  sleeve 
at  the  wrist  above,  a  shaped  frill  fall- 
ing over  the  hand,  and  they  are  used 
in  every  way  and  place  where  a  pretty 
effect    can    be    gained. 

As  to  the  fashionable  colors  which 
are  to  reign  supreme  among  the  win- 
ter gowns  it  is  hardly  possible  to  spe- 
cify any  ieailing  tint.  You  can  hardly 
make  a  mistake  whichever  one  you 
choose.  All  the  light  shades  of  brown, 
mulberry  and  the  new  tint  called  auto- 
mobile, whieh  is  a  mixture  of  prune 
ct>lor,  red  and  brown,  are  to  be  worn, 
and  then  tin  re  are  pretty  gray  greens, 
(lull  blues,  and  deli. -ate  fawn  and  gray 
shades,  which  are  decMdedly  the  thing 
for  dressy  gowns.  One  stylish  im- 
ported gown  in  gray  «'loth  has  a  gray 
velvet  uiidei skill  with  an  overskiit  ot 
clotli  cut  up  at  the  sifle  and  finishe<l  on 
the  edge  all  around  wilh  rows  of  stitch- 
mg.  The  bod'n-e  is  shaped  like  an 
lUon  jacket,  pointing  down  a  little  be- 
low the  waist  line  in  front  and  the  re- 
vers are  coVi-red  with  brocaded  silk  in 
a  rose  pink  stripe,  embroidered  with 
silver  thiead.  Large  piucdain  buttons 
fasten  the  front  when  it  is  closed,  and 
the  roll  collar  at  the  back  Is  of  plain 
gray  velvet. 

There  are  now  being  displayed  by  the 
leading  stores  new  m.xU'S  in  capes  that 
are  the  acme  of  daintiness  and  beauty. 
The  wraps  aie  for  all  occasions  and  are 
marked  at  ^rices  that  will  reach  the 
demands  of  even  the  modeiate  purse. 
Among  the  calling  capes,  seen  in  the 
collection,  was  one  of  tnn  Melton  cloth 
upon  a  foundation  of  leaf  brown  silk. 
The  edges  of  the  cape  were  artistical  y 
embroidered  and  a  sun-plivite<l  ruffle  of 
the  silk  set  off  the  handiwork  very  ef- 
fectively. Scattered  in  now-and-then 
fashion  over  the  yoke  were  bunches  of 
cut  steel  pasementerle  aiound  a  losette 
of  brown  cbifl'on.       The   pointed   front 
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and  high  rolling  collar  were  also  fin- 
ished with  the  fluffy  soft  chiffon  put  on 
so  delicately  that  it  appeared  to  have 
only  been   laid  upon   the  goods. 

Biack  velvet  coats  fin'shed  on  the 
edge  with  1  ands  of  black  cloth  are 
worn  with  lilack  cloth  skirts,  and  made 
still  more  stunning  with  chinchilla 
revers  and  collar.  Skirts  are  certain- 
ly very  much  trimmed  and  draped 
over-dresses  are  promised  later  in  the 
season:  yet  one  of  the  latest  Paris 
gowns  is  of  black  cloih  with  a  plain 
v'ircular  tliuiue  finished  with  rows  of 
stitching.  l)ut  almost  plain  in  the  back, 
where  two  rows  f)f  small  crochet  liut- 
Cons  extend  the  entire  length.  This 
mode  of  trimming  is  shown  on  a  silk 
gown  combined  with  polka-dotied  silk 
xinl  handsomely  trimmed  with  lace  in- 
sertion. Another  gown  in  while  cloth 
has  a  coat  bodice  with  wide  insertions 
of  heavy  lace  edged  around  with  nar- 
row white  rilibon.  The  collar  and 
neckband  are  of  black  satin  embroi- 
dered with  steel.  Bluet  blue  silk  with 
white  moons  is  the  material  of  another 
costume,  and  the  bodice  with  rounded 
foattail  ends  is  of  fine  heavy  lace.  A 
white  chiffon  frill  finishes  the  edges. 
The  vest  is  of  shirred  chiffon  and  lace, 
and  the  silk  is  introduced  at  either  side 
with  a  little  fullne.ss  and  draped  revers 
edged  with  an  insertion  of  lace,  wliich 
also  trims  the  skirt.  The  circular  fiounce 
is  cut  in  a  waved  line  at  the  top  and 
det  on   with  a  cord  of  silk. 

Another  gown  of  soft  red  cloth  shows 
I  white  cloth  petticoat  and  vest  braid- 
ed in  black,  and  clusters  of  imitation 
prince  of  Wales  feathers  done  in  black 
^ilk  cord.  The  tunic  overdress  is  the 
feature  .if  the  next  gown,  and  still 
another  shows  a  coat  bodice  of  trans- 
parent black  chenille.  The  material  is 
fawn-colored  cloth  and  the  frill  down 
the  sides  of  the  front  is  of  flame-col- 
ored velvet. 

The  separate  waist  flourishes  quite 
IS  prosperously  as  before,  for  it  seems 
to  have  become  one  of  the  necessaries. 
One  model  of  green  velvet  has  a  collar 
of  tueked  white  silk  and  revers  of  gui- 
ure  edged  with  beaver.  Plaid  velvets 
are  very  much  used,  and  for  the  plain- 
"r  s'nirt  waists  fine  flannels  in  pretty 
bright  colors,  lioth  striped  and  plain. 
A  waist  of  plain  glace  with  tabbed 
fronts  shows  one  tusc  of  the  narrow- 
black  and  white  striped  ribbon. 

Fashion  in  fur  garments  has  certain- 
l.v  achieved  suecess  in  the  w.ny  of  va- 
riety quite  as  effectually  as  in  the 
various  other  departments  of  dress 
for  there  all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
wraps,  all  fur  or  fur  trimmed,  between 
a  sniall  shoulder  cape  and  a  iong  ul- 
ster.    Sable,   seal,   Persian  lamb,   mink 
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and  chinchilla  have  the  lead  in  kinds 
of  fur,  with  the  usual  cheaper  grades 
and  various  imitations  following  in 
their  train.  Both  blue  and  silver  fox 
are  in  use  for  boas  and  trimmings,  and 
there  are  many  combinations  of  fur  ap- 
proved of  fashion,  which  are  very  use- 
ful   in   making   over   old   garments. 

Sealskin  coats  have  revers,  collar 
and  cuffs  of  sable,  chinchilla  or  cara- 
cul, as  you  fancy,  and  seal  cai)es  are 
adorned  with  single  or  double  frills 
of  sable  or  caracul  around  the  bottom, 
and  also  with  frilled  revers  and  a  high 
collar.

highest  Individual  development  of  them 
The  club  woman  Is  growing  less  tiini<l, 
and  mental  .sluggishness  with  her  is  im- 
possible. In  the  great  tlomalii  of  lifn 
me  has  l>ecome  co-equal  and  co-ordin- 
ate with  man.  That  cluli  life  is  bringing 
nen  and  women  together  with  higher 
standards  than  men's  clubs  have  before 
known,  and  that  their  character  is 
stimulating  and  inspiring  and  the 
movement  the  most  progressive  of  th*- 
nineteenth  century. 

•    •    • 

The  finest  feature  of  the  convention 
was  the  address  of  the  president  on  the 
"Latest  Pha.ses  of  the  Club  Movement." 
She  held  that  modern  woman's  clulis 
ha\e  developed  from  the  jHJwer  of  three 
ideas  so  vitalized  and  strengthened  .>f 
late  years  that  they  may  be  called 
nineteenth  ceatury  ideas—those  of  or- 
ganization, of  individualism  and  of  al- 
truism. That  women  should  feel  thf 
force  of  the  all-prevalent  spirit  of  or« 
?anization  was  inevitable.  The  great 
nissionary  boards,  the  sanitary  com- 
Tilssions.  the  temperance  unions,  the 
King's  Daughters  and  hundreds  of  sim- 
lar  ones  were  all  natural  results. 

Meanwhile  another  Idea  was  gather- 
ng  force.  It  was  that  of  the  value  «»f 
•very  human  mind  and  the  "right  of 
he  individual  to  its  conscious  use  and 
jossession,"  the  right  and  duty  of  ev.-iv 
oerson  to  develop  to  the  utmost  the 
nental  powers  and  capabilities  given 
ilm  by  nature. 

The  third  nineteenth  century  idea  has 
)oth  organized  and  cemented  the  Intei- 
ectual  forces  of  women.  It  Is  the  al- 
ruistlc  idea,  a  new  sense  of  duty  and 
.f  responsibility  for  the  welfare  of 
>thers.  All  earnest  men  and  women 
eel  the  force  of  this  newly  vitalized 
dea.  Our  cannon  have  paradoxically 
h/jndered  it  to  the  Spaniards  at  tliV 
Kirts  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Ri<o.  To  wo- 
len  the  altruistic  idea  comeji  at  first 
s  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  wel- 
are  of  other  women.  To  make  the 
•  orld  easier  for  women  was  a  potent 
loiive  at  first  in  all  women's  organiza- 
ions.  Hut  that  motive  soon  l>roadoned 
nto  an  altruistic  spirit  toward  all  less 
avored  creatures,  anil  a<'tivities  to  he!f> 
thers  are  a  large  interest  of  woman's 
lubs.

ilons.  library  associations,  child  study 
'lasses.  mothers'  «lubs.  parent.s' 
'eague.s.  auxiliary  <lubs  and  so:Metie.-4 
if  every  helpful  kind.  For  example,  thi- 
Mub  women  of  Maine  have  helped  in 
'orming  the  "School  Improvement 
League,  having  as  its  nils.sion:  Hetter 
physical  surroundings,  best  books  for 
ill,  art  in  the  schoolroom."  When  this 
league  of  school  officials,  teachers  and 
pupils  shall  have  transformed  th  • 
schools  of  the  state,  tlie  triumph  of  'ht 
?lub  women  will  be  greater  than  if  th  "ir 
lames  were  on  the  call  for  the  league. 
Our  honor  must  rest  on  our  work  fo.- 
the  world,  not  for  our  own  honor. 

During  the  year  certain  phases  of 
club  methods,  such  as  reciprocity  be- 
tween clubs,  interchange  not  only  of 
programs  and  speakers,  but  as  in'  our 
own  state  of  art  lantern  slides,  arf 
books,  etc.,  simplicity  in  club  enteriain- 
Tients,  ownership  of  club  house,  thi- 
movement  toward  unlimited  non-exclu- 
sive clubs,  modes  of  election,  etc..  iiav-- 
received  earnest  attention.  Of  the  lasi 
only  may  a  slight  mention   be  made 

Club  elections,  although  greatly  mag- 
nified by  newspaper  reports,  do,  never- 
theless, on  account  of  the  rotation  in 
office  to  which  the  clubs  are  committtd 
necessarily  excite  a  great  interest.  One 
principle  regarding  the  honors  of  the 
general  federation  and  probably  of  the 
state  federations  .seems  to  have  been 
established  by  openly  expressed  public 
club  opinion. 

It  is  the  principle  that  a  woman  who 
seeks  an  ofllce  is  thereby  disqualified 
for  it,  and  that  even  a  poorlv-grounded 
suspicion  that  she  seeks  it  will  defeat 
her  in  the  election:  also,  that  a  section 
of  the  country  or  a  state  which  endea- 
vors to  secure  Its  own  Interests  In  club 
elections  has  its  labors  for  Its  pains. 

Feeling  in  this  respect  was  lntens<',  as 
all  recognize  that  women's  organiza- 
tions ought  to  stand  as  a  protest 
against  prditical  machinations  and  in- 
trigues, and  the  efforts  of  ambition.  At 
the  bi -nnial  meetings  and  in  our  own 
state  the  Minnesota  federation  ha., 
always  been  recognized  as  standing  f-j'- 
the  best  methods  and  highest  ideals  \.\ 
these  things.  We  may  help,  however, 
in  crystallizing  public  sentiment  thai 
club  methods  may  everywhere  be  kept 
pure.

In  our  civil  \va,r  several  women  were 
known  to  have  serve<l  for  a  time  as  pri- 
vate soldiers,  unsuspected  by  the  army. 
From  a  review  of  the  life  of  MaJ.  Oen. 
John  Paterson,  by  Thomas  Eglcstan, 
in  the  New  York  Times,  i.s  taken 
the  following  sketch  of  an  Interesting 
case : 

Early    in    May,    1781.    Gen.    Paters-on 
received  under  his  authority  a  soldier 
who  turned  out  to  be  a  woman.     Debo- 
rah Samix^on,  who  enlisted  as  a  man  in 
Capt.  Webb's  company  in  Col.  Shepard's 
regiment,    under    the    name    of    Robert 
tdiurtlieff.     Her  height  was  recorded  by 
the   proper  ollicer  as   ,',   feet   T/.   Inches; 
eyes   hazel,    inclining   to   blue.  'She   en- 
listed  in  Worcester  in  company  with  a 
large  number  of  other  recruits.  At  West 
Point   her  civilian    suit    was   exchanged 
for  a  continental  uniform,  which  was  a 
blue   coat    faced   with       white,    a   white 
vest,       breeches,    stockings,    with    black 
straj.s   alhiut    the       knee.e,       half-boot."', 
black   stock  made  of  velvet      stlffenel 
with   leather,  a  cap  with  a  variegated 
cockade  on  one  side,  a  white  idume  tij)- 
ppd    with   red  on   the  other  side,   and    a 
white  sash  about   the  crown.    She   was 
furnished  with  a  French  fuse  and  bavo- 
net.    knapfack.    cartridge       box,       and 
twenty    cartridges.     In    the    month     of 
Jun«-  she  was  .sent  with  a  part  of  her 
Pimpany  to  Harlem  and  White  Plains. 
They  defeated       there  a  part      of       the 
enemy,  and  though  the  battle  was  un- 
expect*Ki  and  furious  and  the  man  nexl 
to  her  was  shot  dead  at  the  .""econd  dis- 
charge, the  .says  that  she  suffered   less 
from   fear  than   fatigue,    thiri^t  and   the 
heat   of   the  day.     She   was  afterward 
transferred  with  most  of  her  cDmpany 
to^  Col.    Heni-y  Jackson's   regiment. 

The    American    forces    early    in    Jun" 
were  joined  by  the  French  from  New- 
port,  under  Col.   Roohambeau.     After  a 
series   of  maneuvers,    made    ti   deceive 
the  enemy  into  the  belief  that  an  attack 
on  New  York  was  ihtend^'d,   the   whole 
alhe-d  army,  alxjut  the  20th.   under   the 
command    of   Washington,    took    up    ifs 
maivh   for  the  Chesapeake.     The  armv 
Went  from  the  head  of  the  bay  to  James 
river  in  a  fleet  of  transiK>rts  consisting 
or  more  thaji  100  vessel.s.   furnished  foi 
this    occasion    by    the    French    admiral, 
c  ount    de    Grasse,    for    the    capture    of 
lorktown.     She  bore  the  great  fatigue 
and  did  extraordinary  work,   unwilling 
to     be    outdone     by     the     men     in     the 
trenches',  and  was  often  exposed  to  fire. 
On  the  night  of  Oct.  7  she  was  one  in  a 
large    detachment    under    Gen.    Lincoln 
who    were     ordered    to    open    trenches 
within  a  mile  of  the  enemy's  line."?.     The 
night   was  one  of  severe  labor  and   ex- 
posure, and   in  the  morning  Gen.   Lin- 
coln,   noticing   her   extreme   exhaustion 
and   bli.stered  hands,  said:      "You  have 
had    too   great   a  .share  of  fatigue,    mv 
lad.      Retire  to  your  tent  and  pleasant- 
ly dream  an  hour  or  twi."     Day  after 
day  for  a  week  the  air  was  filled  with 
shot    and    shell.      Two    large    redoubts 
were  held  by  the  enemy  .TOO  yards  in  ad- 
vance  of    the    American    lines,    and    se- 
verely enfiladed  the  besieged  forces.     It 
w,i.«   necessary  to  carr>-  these  redoubts 
by    a."sault.      The    attack    was    one    en- 
trnsred    to    a    b^dy    of    Freneh    troops 
under    Baron    Viomenil.    and    the    other 
to  American  infantry  under  the  Marquis 
de  liafayette.     She  was  engaged  in  thin 
attack.     The  redoubt.s  were  carried  on 
the   l.")th   at    the   point  of   the   bayonet. 
On   the  18th  Cornwallls  .surrendered. 

After  the  surrender  the  army  returned 
North  by  the  same  route  it  had  come, 
and  went  into  winter  quarters  on  the 
Huds"-;n.  In  June.  1782.  she  with  thirty 
others  volunteered  on  an  expedition 
against  a  party  of  Tories  who  were 
committing  outrages  on  the  east  of  the 
Hudson.  She  received  twa  wounds,  one 
in  the  left  temple  and  the  other  In  th? 
thigh  near  the  groin.  She  was  carried 
to  the  hospital,  but  concealed  the  wound 
in  the  thigh  and  extracted  the  ball  her- 
self, so  that  her  sex  escaped  detection. 
In  all  respects  she  acted  with  bravery, 
firmness  and  resolution  equal  to  any  sol- 
dier In  the  regiment. 
Peace    was    proclaimed    on    April    19 


the  summer  of  that  y>ar,  she  wnas  seized 
with  a  malignant  ft-  er,  which  nearly 
endod  her  life.  Durirg  this  attack.  Dr. 
lilnney,  the  surgeon,  i  iscovered  her  sex, 
but  the  seca-et  wa.s  l;ept  and  £'he  wd.^ 
transferred  to  the  apartments  of  tin 
matron  of  the  estal  lishment.  and  a.^ 
soon  as  she  was  abb  to  ride  she  was 
taken  to  Dr.  Binney's  house  and  treated 
with  great  attention.  On  her  depiartuii; 
for  the  camp  for  the  i)urpose  tf  being 
discharged.  Dr.  Binnt  y  gave  her  a  let- 
ter to  Gen.  Paterson,  in  which  he  dis- 
closed the  fat-t  of  her  rex  and  the  man> 
ner  m  which  it  was  disc-covered.  Tii.x 
general  treated  her  -ery  kindly.  Hhe 
n.ad  been  well  known  .o  him  as  a  bruv^ 
soldier  and  had,  during  a  part  of  the 
third  year,  acted  as  lis  aide  de  <amp 
anu  lived  in  his  fami  y  during  the  ill- 
ness of  Muj.  Haskell,  who  was  his  aide 
de  camp.  Gen,  Pate  son  sui>plied  her 
with  a  suit  of  female  npparel,  but  .»<he 
continue*!  to  wear  her  military  costume 
during  the  following  winter.  She  re- 
ceived an  honorable  lischtirgo  on  Oct. 
23,  1783,  frjm  Gen.  Kr  ox.  Testimonials 
of  faithful  ix>rforman  e  of  duty  and  of 
exemplary  conduct  w.re  given  by  Gen. 
Paterson  and  others.  Col.  Jacksons 
certificate    reads: 

"To  all  whom  it  mf  y  concern:  This 
m.ay  certify  that  Rolx  rt  Shurtlieff  was 
a  soldit-r  in  my  regim  'nt  in  the  Corvti- 
nental  army,  from  the  town  of  ITx- 
bridge.  In  the  common  vealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  was  fnii  ted  for  the  term 
of  three  years:  that  ie  had  the  confi- 
dence of  his  officers  and  did  his  duty  as 
a  faithful  and  go.jd  soldier,  and  was 
honorably  discharged  the  army  of  the 
United  States." 

She  arrived  among  her  relatives  In 
Massachusetts  in  November.  1783.  She 
did  not  immediately  make  hensrlf 
krown,  but  at  length  i  esumed  feirvhiine 
dress  and  employment  v  In-  1784  she  be- 
came the  wife  of  B.  njamin  Gannett. 
She  had  one  .sin.  Cart.  Earl  Gannett, 
and  two  daughters,  ^he  died  at  her 
home  in  Sharon,  April  27,  1827,  aged  67. 
sustaining  to  the  end  the  character  of 
a  faithful  and  exem  )lary  wife  and 
mother  and  a  kind  nelj  hbor  and  friend. 
As  a  soldier  she  show?d  great  activity, 
courage  and  valor.  On  scouting  parties 
she  would  usually  ride  forward  a  little 
nearer  the  enemy  than  any  of  h.:r  com- 
rades dared.  She  was  very  fleet,  and 
had  the  reputation  of  leing  the  fastest 
runner  in  the  army.  She  went  through 
three  campaigns  witht  ut  the  discovery 
of  her  sex  and  consequi  ntly  without  the 
loss  of  her  vircue.  Her  delicate  ap- 
pearance, and  particu  ariy  her  having 
no  btard,  was  often  loticed,  but  her 
.sex  was  never  suspect  ?d. 

An  act  was  passed  a  lowing  her  full 
pay  from  Jan.  1.  1783,  f.>r  the  rest  of  her 
life.  In  1832  her  huslx  nd  was  granted 
the  same  pension  as  a  \  idow. 

She  was  in  Capt.  We  ib's  company,  in 
the  Fourth  Massachi  setts  regiment. 
On  Jan.  20,  1792,  the  g-neral  court  of 
Massachusetts  resolved,  on  the  petition 
of  Deborah  Gannett  for  compensation 
for  services  performed  n  the  late  armv 
of  the  United  States: 

"Whereas,  it  appears  o  this  court  that 
the  .said  Deborah  Gannett  enlisted 
under  the  name  of  Robert  ShurtliefT,  in 
Capt.  Webb's  companj  in  the  Fourth 
Massachusetts  regime.r  t.  May  21,  1781. 
and  did  actually  perforn  the  duties  of 
a  soldier  in  the  late  army  of  the  United 
States  to  Oct.  23,  1783,  f  )r  which  she  re- 
ceived no  «<3mpensation  And  whereas, 
it  further  appears  that  the  said  Deborah 
exhibited  an  extraordinary  instance  of 
female  heroism  by  <  ischarging  the 
duties  of  a  faithful  and  gallant  soldier, 
and  at  thie  same  tinif  preserved  the 
virtue  and  chastity  of  her  sex,  unsus- 
pected and  unblemished,  and  was  dis- 
charged from  the  serv  ce  with  a  fair 
and  honorable  character:  therefore. 

"Resolved,  that  the  ti  easurcr  of  this 
commonwealth  be  and  le  Is  hereby  di- 
rected to  issue  his  note  to  said  Deborah 
for  the  sum  of  34  pour  ds,  bearing  in- 
t€rest    from   Oct.   2:^.    17S}." 

Thirty-four  pounds  o  Massachusetts 
currtncy  were  equiva  ent  to  a  little 
m.ire  than  $100. 

Deborah  Sampson  wns  born  on  Dec. 
17.  1760.  At  the  age  of  I  her  father,  be- 
ing absent  at  sea,  or  ha  ing  perished  in 
shipwreck,  she  was  sep.irated  from  htr 
mother  on  account  of  t  le  pressure  of 
want.  After  a  few  y.  ars  she  was 
placed  In  the  family  of  Eeaeon  Jeremiah 
Thomas,  in  Middleborongh,  where  she 
remained  until  the  age  .  f  10  vears.  She 
was  very  fond  of  books  but  the  use  of 
them  was  sternly  frown  ?d  upon  in  this 
family. 

However,  she  succeede  1  in  reading,  .so 
that  v.hcn  not  quice  17  she  was  made 
teacher  of  a  public  sch(  ol  in  Middle- 
borough.  The  books  use  i  in  this  school 
were  "The  Xew  Engla  id  Primer,"  a 
spelling  book,  the  Psalter,  and  the  New- 
Testament.  A  sheet  cf  paper  was 
sBmetimes  allowed  the  boys  to  learn 
penmanship.  The  chief  occupation  of 
the  girls  was  to  learn  t<  knit  and  sew 
At  the  age  of  20  she  wis  filled  with  a 
patriotic   desire   to   serv?   the   country 


£ume  male  attire.  The  design  was  not 
Iiastily  formed:  she  had  been  consider- 
ing it  for  several  months.  She  was 
disgusted  with  th-^  low  employment 
that  was  forced  upon  her,  and  she  had 
a  great  desire  to  see  the  world,  and 
was,  besides,  extremely  patriocic.  She 
hud  heard  the  boom  of  the  cannon  from 
Bunker  Hill,  and  it  had  inspired  her 
with  a  desire  to  be  in  the  fray,  fighting 
for  liberty.  She  spun  the  cloth  out  of 
which  her  suit  of  men's  attire  was 
niade,  with  her  own  hands.  In  April, 
1781,  she  left  home  secretly,  and  pro- 
posed at  first  to  engage  on  board  of  a 
privateer,  but  gave  it  up  when  she 
heard  that  the  captain  treated  his  men 
harshly.  The  population  of  each  town 
was  divided  Into  classes,  as  they  were 
called,  and  each  class  was  obliged  t<t 
furnish  a  soldier  for  the  army.  She  en- 
listed and  was  accepted  for  one  of  the 
classes   of   I'xbridge.

A  Mountain  Schoolmaster's  Difficulty 
In  Making  a  Girl  Learn. 

Riding  down  the  right  bank  of  the  Cum- 
berland  river  one  afternoon   of  a   bright 
November    day    I    noticed    a    log    school 
house  about   a  hundred   yards   from    the 
road,   says  the  ^Vashlngton  Star.

However,    I    .sat  on 
my    hoiTse,    as    he    sjit    on    the    fence,    and 
chatte<l   with  him  o.n   the  outlook  of  edu- 
cation   and    the    public    school    system    In 
ihe  mountains,   and   his  verdancy,   candor 
and    une<lucated    simplicity    were   delight- 
fully refreshing.  ^     ,

qulrtd,  with  an  Idea  of  getting  some  pei- 
sonial  data.

Standard  Oil  Money  to  Devel- 
op Copper  Mines  on  Mich- 
ipicoten  Island. 


BY  MOUND  BUILDERS 


Were  These  'Mines  First  Op- 
erated-Prominent in  the 
Chippewa  Legends.

That  devoted  couple,  the  dowager  empress  and  LI  Hung  Chang,  will  watch  outside  the  gate  in  a  palace 
in   the  suburbs  and   compare  notes   over   their   latest  diplomatic  swindle. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Nov.  5.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  departure  from 
Houghton  this  week  of  seven  workmen, 
who  loft  quietly  without  giving  infor- 
mation as  to  their  destination,  marks 
the  beginning  of  a  movement  which  is 
fraught  with  most  important  conse- 
quences to  the  people  of  both  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  The  seven  men  who 
left  here  so  tmostentatioiisly  v.oie  the 
advance  guard  of  a  host  of  miners  and 
mechanics  who  are  to  open  big  copper 
mines  under  the  queen's  flag  and  with 
Standard  Oil  money.  The  destination 
of  the  little  party  was  Michiplcoten 
island,  lying  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Superior,  about  seventy  miles  north- 
west of  Sault  Ste.  Mario,  and  It  is  pi'ob- 
able  that  within  ninety  days — perhaps 
sooner — 200  men  will  be  at  work  opening 

a  mine  of  copper  which  has  been  aban- 
doned since  the  prehistoric  day  when 
the  mound-builders  laid  down  their 
stone  sledges  for  the  la.st  time  to  make 
a  final  and  unsuccesslul  starbd  against 
the  enemies  who  swept  that  mysterious 
race  from  the  continent  «)f  North 
America. 

The  Lake  Superior  copper  district  ia 
known  the  world  over  for  the  purity  of 
its  metal,  whlrh  Is  always  found  in 
virgin  state,  for  the  wonderful  depth 
and  extent  of  its  mines  and  the  mar- 
velous profit!?  returned  to  their  for- 
tunate owners.  Nowhere  else  in  the 
known  world  is  there  another  mineial 
district  like  it.  with  the  exceptifin  of 
the  Witwatersrund,  in  South  Africa, 
where  Boer  and  Hrlton  ate  facing  each 
other  with  lowering  glances.  \v|iiIo  th*,' 
mines  are  turning  out  $75,000,000  in  gold 
in  every  tweivenioiith — moie  than  Cali- 
fornia or  Australia  ever  produced,  in 
their  best  years.  The  geological  forma- 
tion of  the  South  African  gold  fields  and 
the  Lake  Superior  copper  fields  arc 
similar — a  country  rock  of  trap  with 
lodes  of  amygdaloid  and  conglomerate 
interspersed  throughout.  The  miners 
on  the  Hand  find  gold  only  in  the  con- 
glomerate reefs,  hut  the  copper  mlner.s 
find  metal  in  both  conglonierate  and 
amygdaloid.  While  the  producing 
mines  of  the  lake  district  are  all 
bunched  within  a  territory  twenty 
miles  in  length  by  two  or  tliree  in 
breadth,  the  copper  formation  is  a  mos. 
extensive  one.  and  new  mines  are  being 
opened  a  score  of  miles  to  the  northeast 
and  fifty  miles  to  the  southwest  of  the 
present  limits  of  production.  Even  this 
range  does  not  begin  to  mark  the  ex- 
tent of  the  copper-bearing  formation.  In 
Bayfield.  Wis.,  lodes  carrying  native 
copper  have  long  been  known,  and  at 
the  present  time  several  shafts  are  be- 
ing sunk  in  Douglas  couuty.  Wis.,  a  few 
miles  south  of  Duluth,  and  fully  150 
miles  west  of  Houghton,  on  lodes  which 
are  a  continuation  of  those  found  here. 
The  Keweenawan  group,  in  which  the 
copper  is  found,  extends  fifty  miles  to 
the  north  and  east  of  this  city,  and  is 
then  lost  in  I..ake  Superior,  at  the  end  of 
Keweenaw  point.  That  the  formation 
extends  under  the  lake  for  a  g!'*al  dis- 
tance is  believed  by  all  geologists,  and 
there  is  little  doubt  that  Michipiooten 
Island,  lying  some  ten  miles  off  the 
mainland,  and  100  miles  east  of  the 
end  of  Keweenaw,  is  a  continuation  ^Jf 
the  same  group  that  composes  the  Ke- 
weenaw peninsula,  so  rich  in  metals.  It 
is  certain  that  trap  rock  carrying  lodes 
of  amygaloid  and  conglomerate  and 
true  fissure  veins  carrying  copper  ex- 
ist on  the  island. 

That  copper  existed  on  Michipicoten 
has  been  known  from  the  white  man's 
earliest  annals  of  Lake  Superior.  The 
first  published  account  is  found  in  the 
"Relacion  de  ce  qui  s'est  passe  dans  le 
pays  des  Huron.s,"  Paris,  1666.  in  chap- 
ter xi,  entitled  "De  la  AIis.^ion  du  Sainte 
Esprit  a  la  Pointe  de  Chagaoumigond 
dans  le  Lac  Tracy,  ou  Superieur," 
where  is  found  the  statement  that  "the 
first  place  where  copper  occurs  in 
abundance,  after  going  abov?  the  Sault 
de  Sainte  Marie,  is  on  an  island  about 
forty  or  fifty  leagues  therefrom,  near 
the  northern  shore,  opposite  a  place 
called  by  the  Indiana  Missipico:iatong." 
The  spelling  of  Michiplcoten  (prj- 
nounced  Mish-a-pa-cotton,  with  accent 
on  the  penultimate  syllable)  Is  barel.\ 
recognizable,  but  there  is  no  other 
island  anywhere  in  that  vicinity,  and 
the  legends  of  the  Chippewas,  near  the 
Sault,  still  bear  out  the  story  written 
down  by  the  Jesuit  fathers  nearly  250 
years  ago.  The  savages  believed  that 
Michiplcoten  was  an  pnchanted 
island,  and  that  it  was  not 
firmly  anchored  in  the  waters, 
but  floated  about  and  was  liable  to  be 
met  many  leagues  distant  from  where 
last  seen.  Its  rocky  shore,  frequently 
surrounded  by  dense  fogs,  assisted  In 
giving  this  belief  to  the  superstitious 
aborrgines.  Some  hundreds  of  years 
ago,  long  beffore  the  advent  of  the  first 
ma-ko-te-no-wa-o-nay,,  or  Black  Robe, 
as  the  Chippewas  called  the  Jesuits, 
four  Indians,  lost  In  a  fog,  landed  on  an 
enchanted  island,  and  building  a  fire, 
heated  stones  therein,  throwing  the 
stones  into  bark  troughs  in  which  wero 
fish,  to  cook  their  food.  They  found, 
when  removing  the  supposed  stones. 
that  they  were  nuggets  of  pure  copper, 
and  departed  with  their  unexpected 
treasure.  A  little  distance  from  shore 
a  terrible  voice  was  heard  from  the  is- 
land, saying,  "Who  has  stolen  the 
cradles  and  toys  of  my  children?" 
Almost  paralyzed  with  fear,  the  Indians 
redoubled  their  labors  at  the  paddle, 
ascribing  the  fearful  voice  to  Missibizi. 
an  evil  genius  who  frequented  Islands 
and  was  supposed  to  mostly  favor 
Michiplcoten  as  a  residence.  One  of 
the  Indians  died  before  reaching  the 
mainland,  and  two  others  perished  on 
putting  foot  ashore,  leaving  the  sole 
survivor  to  return  to  the  Indian  camp 
and  die  after  telling  his  story.  The 
Indians  were  undoubtedly  poisoned  by 
the  salts  of  the  copper,  dissolved  In  the 
boiling  water,  but  since  then  Michipl- 
coten has  borne  an  evil  reputation  with 
the  Chippewas,  Ottawas  and  Hurors 
as  the  abiding  place  of  a  particularly 
cunning  and  bloodthirsty  variety  of 
evil  spirits. 

For  the  past  eighteen  months  pros- 
pectors have  been  passing  the  island 
on  their  way  from  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to 
the  gold  regions  near  Lake  Wawa,  on 
the  mainland  a  few  miles  inland  from 
the  lake  shore.  It  is  more  than  prob- 
able that  in  their  search  for  the  king 
of  metals  the  fortune  seekers  have 
passed  by  mineral  deposits  of  far  trreat- 
er  wealth  than  will  ever  be  found  on 


the  shores  of  Wawa,  for  there  are  few 
gold  mines  which  return  such  imperial 
profits  as  are  paid  by  the  Calumet  and 
Hecla,  Anaconda,  Rio  Tinto  and  other 
copper  mines  of  the  first  magnitude. 
The  present  operations  on  Michiplcoten 
are  being  directed  by  Nathan  F,  Leo- 
pold, of  Chicago.  Born  and  reared  In 
the  lake  copper  district.  Mr.  Leopold 
some  three  years  ago  conceived  the  plan 
of  reopening  three  copper  mines  located 
here,  the  Isle  Royale,  Huron  and  Grand 
Portage.  The  properties  were  bought 
for  less  than  $150,000,  after  years  of 
idleness,  were  consolidated  and  are  to- 
day valued  at  $2,500,000,  although  they 
will  not  begin  producing  copper  for 
nearly  two  years  yet.  After  successfully 
consolidating  and  reopening  these  three 
mines,  Mr.  Leopold  turned  his  atten- 
tion to  the  Arcadian,  Edwards,  DoU:.?- 
lass  and  Concord  mines,  three  to  four 
miles  north  of  Houghton.  These  were 
also  bought  and  consolidated.  On  June 
I,  only  five  months  ago.  there  were 
seventy  men  \v<irking  at  the  Arcadian 
group  where  today  there  are  e.W.  The 
shares  of  the  Arcadian  mine  are  now 
selling  at  $33  each,  or  at  the  rate  of 
$3,300,000  for  a  property  which  six 
months  ago  was  wt>rth  less  than  $2iiO.- 
000.  Mr.  Leopold  interested  William 
Rockefeller,  Henry  M.  Flagler  and  other 
prominent  directors  of  the  Standard 
Oil  company  in  the  Arcadian,  and  the 
same  people  are  behind  him  In  the  Mich- 
iplcoten venture.  The  Arcadian  l)egan 
its  corporate  existence  with  $450,000 
cash  in  the  treasury,  and  the  Isle  Royale 
started  business  with  an  even  $1,000,000 
on  hand  for  development.  The  Michi- 
plcoten property  will  be  developed  <^>n 
the  same  broad  lines,  and  It  is  Mr. 
Leopold's  intention  to  have  several 
hundred  men  employed  there  as  soon 
as  quarters  can  be  prepared  for  them.

The  Island 
is  by  no  means  inconsiderable  in  size, 
and  the  opening  of  one  profitable  mine 
would  he  the  signal  for  a  large  amount 
of  exploration  and  development  work 
elsewhere  in  the  neighborhood.  Th-- 
Standard  Oil  millions  are  behind  this 
new  venture,  and  the  mineral  pos-'hili- 
tles  of  Michiplcoten  will  have  their  first 
fair  test  within  the  next  twelve  months. 
That  Mr.  Leopold's  work  will  direct  the 
attention  of  capitalists  to  the  north 
shore  of  Lake  Superior,  which  is  rich  i.i 
iron,  copper,  lead,  silver  and  gold,  may 
be  taken  for  granted.

I^ai'ayette,  at  23  years  of  age  had  lived 
the  life  of  a  i)atrlarch  and  lllu.-^trated 
the  career  of  a  hero.  Had  his  days  upon 
earth  been  th'-n  numbered,  and  had  he 
then  slept  with  his  fathers,  illustrious 
as  for  centuries  their  names  had  been, 
his  name  to  the  end  of  time  would  hav<> 
tran.scended  them  all.

His  fame  was  all  his  own;  not  cheaply 
earntd,  not  ignobly  won.  His  feiKHv- 
soldlers  had  been  the  champions  and  de- 
fenders of  their  country.  They  reaped 
for  themselves,  for  their  wives,  their 
child!  en.  their  posterity  for  the  late.st 
time,  the  rewards  of  their  danger  ami 
their  toils.  But  where,  in  the  rollj  of

of  five  years,  sl'.aring  all  the  vi.-issitude.^ 
of  her  "fortunes,  alwa>'s  eager  to  appear 
at  the  post  of  danger;  tempering  the 
slow  of  youthful  ardor  with  the  colu  cau- 
tion of  a  veteran  commander;  bolu  and 
daring  in  action,  rapid  in  pursuit,  fer- 
tile In  cxpedlints,  unattainable  in  vo- 
treat.  often  exposed  but  never  surprised, 
never  disconcerted,  eluding  the  enemy 
v.hen  within  his  fancied  grasp.

Hundreds  of 
b.igs  of  rice  and  a  few  other  articles  of 
food  peculiar  to  these  people  were  pil>"l 
rear  the  range,  and  this  small  army 
was  fed  In  this  way.  From  this  point 
these  men  disappeared  In  twos  and 
threes,  slipping  out  of  the  city  unob- 
served and  going  to  other  points. 

The  women  belonging  to  this  party 
were  quartered  on  Chicago  street,  arid 
it  will  be  recalled  that  two  of  the  girls 
figured  In  the  district  court  in  proceed- 
ings brought  by  a  Chinaman  from  Lin- 
coln and  a  foimer  missionary  to  China, 
who  sought  to  prevent  the  alleged  sale, 
of  these  and  other  girls  for  immoral 
jurixiaes.  It  was  asserted  that  the  niu- 
jorlty  of  these  women  belonged  to  the 
'inmoral  class  In  China,  and  that  they 
Acre  brought  here  for  the  purpose  oi  oe- 
ing  sold  as  slaves.  This  statement  was 
supported  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Wo- 
men's   Christian    Temperance    union     in 

hicago,  who  recently  took  public  action. 
to  stoo  the  alleged  sale  in  Chicago  of 
ilrls  brought  from  the  Omaha  exposition. 
It  is  further  supported  by  the  rej>ort 
from  San  Francisco  that  the  Chmese 
luarter  had  been  raided  and  a  company 
,)f  girls  captured  who  had  been  bn>ught 
from  Omaha. 

The  Sing  Nam  company  brougnt  uo 
women  to  this  country.  This  company 
was  authorized  to  bring  in  250  people. 
.5ut  before  this  quota  was  filled  the  treas- 
ury department  nut  a  stop  to  the  dto- 
ceedigns  and  228  represents  the  mil 
number  imported.  The  headquarters  of 
this  companv  was  on  Twenty-fourth 
street,  just  north  of  Hamilton,  in  a  ouild- 
ing  owned  by  Dr.  J.  J.  SavLle. 

A  building  was  erected  on  the  Bluff

Said  the  spirit  that 
wa.s  sighing:  "I  am  called  Manantono- 
mah: when  I  warm  you  cloud-faced  people 
pie.  they  will  call  me  Indian  Summer.  1 
:.in  here  from  off  the  jirairies.  daughter 
of  the  Sun  and  Summer,  orphan  outcast 
of  all  seasons." 

Said  the  prophet  to  the  spirit:  "Gichi- 
•Manitou.  the  mighty,  bless  vour  wander, 
ing  steps  and  stay  them,  in  the  sigr.s 
from  out  the  star-worts.  In  the  warming 
of  the  sunshine,  in  the  perfume  from  tne 
prairies,  in  the  light  of  love  and  laugh- 
ter and  the  dreaming  that  is  daylight,  all 
our  peot)le  bid  you  welcome.

THE  SUXriOWER. 


Originally  Not  Larger  Than    a   Silver 
Quarter. 

Profes.sor  Philip  A.  I'hler.  provost  of 
the  Peabody  institute,  has  just  completed 
an  experiment  at  his  country  home,  near 
Buena  Vista,  by  which  he  believes  he  has 
evolved  the  original  sunHower  plant,  .says 
the  Baltimore  Siin. 

Th<'  evolution  of  the  sunflower  has  been 
remarkable.  Scientists  have  scnight  fro- 
the  original  plant,  guessed  at  its  size  and 
made  calculations  about  it,  without  hav- 
ing settled  upon  from  what  size  (lower 
the  towering  golden  blossom  sprang. 

The  chanires  in  animals  and  plant.s. 
their  iirogress  for  retrogression  and  the 
search  for  the  original  is  a  never-ending 
and  always  interesting  pursuit  of  men  of 
science.  Profes.sor  Ihler  tells  of  his  ex- 
periment and  how  he  found  the  original 
sunflower  as  follows: 

"liuring  the  last  week  in  May  I  select- 
ed two  ver.v  line  siinliowers.  They  were 
large,  full-grown  and  line  in  everv  way. 
One  was  a  single  and  the  other  adoulde 
flower.  I  then  picked  out  the  richest, 
fullest,  most  vigorous  and  most  perfect 
seed  from  these  two  flowers  and,  keeping 
them  separate,  planted  in  a  continuous 
row  in  the  very  poorest  ground  1  could 
Hnd.     The    flower   with    the    single    petals 

I  plant«>.<l  all  In  one  day,  and  on  the  same 
day  i)ut  in  part  of  the  seed  id"  the  tlouble 
petal   flower. 

"Then  came  the  long  dry  spell  of  June, 
and  the  ground  where  the  seed  was 
planted  became  hard  ,<nd  baked.  Thev 
got  very  Mule  moisture,  and  had  to  feed 
off  of  sand  and  clay.  There  was  a  lack  of 
carbon  and  of  jihosphoric  add,  which 
acts  oil  a   pl.ini  as  licpior  does  on  .1  man. 

II  was  almost  a  complete  starvation,  and 
the  result  showed  it.  When  the  rains 
did  ef>me  the  ground  liecome  so  hard 
that  the  water  ran  off  instead  of  soaliing 
in.  The  ground  itself  was  enriched 
some,  but  very  little,  and  I  found  that  In 
two  months'  time  my  sunflowers  had 
grown  only  two  and  a   half  inches. 

"When  they  began  lo  come  up.  an  in- 
teresting thing  showed.  They  grew  with- 
out order  as  to  size,  but  so  consistently 
and  so  true  to  tne  type  that  there  was  no 
doubt  at  all  that  it  was  a  plain  cause  of 


reversion  to  the  orig  nal  tlowt  r.  Even 
here  it  did  not  stop,  ar  d  I  found  that  the 
starvation  had  been  :  (»  c-oinplete  as  lo 
carry  the  flower  back  to  a  lower  torni 
than  the  original.  It  was  degraded  and 
distorted   In   some  of  tie  lower   forms. 

"The  sm.allest  plant  hat  1  got  wa.s  not 
twelve  inches  hig.'i.  ai  d  the  largesi  was 
just  two  and  a  half  fe -t.  There  were  no 
flowers  over  two  inch's  across.  It  took 
them  three  months  to   iltain  this  growth. 

"The  most  remarkal  le  part  about  the 
wliole  thing  was  the  ur  failing  consisiencv 
about  Ihe  diminished  ;.  rowth.  The  reduc- 
tion was  along  ihe  iiii.  s  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  plant  am  it  did  not  var\. 
l'>om  the  lai-Kcst  one  (  f  the  plants  in  th- 
iol down  lo  the  orlgina  .  everv  part,  <  very 
fornuiiion  was  perfect.  The  d'warfing  was 
general. 

"As  the  plant  appriached  closer  and 
clo.ser  to  the  original,  some  of  the  parts 
were  missing,  the  numl  er  of  jietals  dimin- 
ished, but  it  siill  retai  led  Us  nature  and 
followed  the  siaik.  1  elow  the  original 
plant  there  was  a  shi  inkage  ami  a  dis- 
torihiii,  which  showei  that  it  had  not 
reached  its  full  growll  .  Ascending  from 
the  very  smallest  plan  ,  onlv  a  foot  high, 
noting  its  peculiarities  and  lmi)erfectloiis. 
iiiilil  the  plant  is  rej  died  where  every 
part  Is  perfected  and  lie  distortion  ceases, 
then  you  know  that  y  ni  have  found  the 
orif^Hal  flower,  and  t  le  ones  above  it, 
while  quite  as  ;)4Tfect.  are  onlv  fuller  de- 
velopments of  the  or  ginal,  "and  show 
Iirogress. 

"1  found  that  the  <  rlginal  plant  is  a 
simple  little  flower,  with  a  stalk  about 
two  feel  high  and  a  flower  just  about  as 
big  as  a  silver  tpiartei  of  a  dollar.  The 
progress  that  has  bee  1  made  upon  this 
j>lani.  and  the  evolutic  n  as  shown  in  ou- 
gardens  of  immense  sti  Iks  eight  feet  high 
and  llowers  ten  indies  icross,  is  ceriainh 
wonderful,  it  has  beei  done  simply  by 
taking  advantage  of  e\ervthlng  that  can 
aflect  the  growth  of  th  >  plant  and  aid  it. 
l-ertiliser,  phosphoric  acid,  carbon  and 
plenty  of  moisture  are  some  of  the  ele- 
ments that  have  evolv -d  the  great  blos- 
som that  Is  commonlv  seen. 

"The  remarkable  part  about  this  experi- 
ment of  mine  is  that  this  change  from 
the  very  finest  specim  >n  to  the  original 
and  even  far  below  the  original  has  taken 
place  in  one  season.  If  a  great  many 
years  had  been  retiuin  d  for  the  change 
naturalists  would  say  that  it  was  what 
could  be  exnected  f roi  1  the  doctrine  of 
evolution.  But  the  abrupt  and  sudden 
change  in  a  few  month;  Is  something  that 
1  have  never  iieard  of  l>efore." 

The  specimens  of  Pro  essor  Chler's  sun- 
flowers have  been  prt  ssed  and  will  be 
preserved  at  the  Mar>  land  Academv  of 
Sciences,  Cathedral  an<  Franklin  streets 
Professor  Fhler  says  ihat  next  summer 
he  intends  to  sele  t  seeds  from 
these  dwarf  plants,  put  them  In  fertile 
ground  and  try  a  num  ler  of  further  ex- 
lieriments.

Very  elaborate  instructions  were  is- 
sued to  the  police  to  stop  swearing  by 
polite  methods  and  only  to  make  ai- 
rests  when  absolutely  necessary.  Moral 
suasion  is  to  be  used  instead  of  physical 
force. 

If  a  policerrtan  hears  a  citizen  who 
has  just  stubbed  his  toe  making  re- 
marks of  undue  severity  he  will  go  up 
to  him  and,  raising  his  hat,  politely  re- 
monstrate in  some  such  fashloii 
this: 

"Kind  sir,  I  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  penal  code  of  this  state  un- 
der which  swearing  of  all  kinds  is  pro- 
hibited and  made  a  misdemeanor,  pun- 
ishable with  imprisonment  for  not  mor«* 
than  a  year  or  a  fine  not  exceeding  $200.

"One  of  the  worst  things  about  heing 
a  candidate  is  the  grafter.

•;rafter,  there  are  lots  of  other  things 
that  conspire  against  a  candidate's 
pocketbook.  He  is  the  legitimate  prey 
of  all  who  have  tickets  of  any  kind  to 
sell,  and  he  cannot  refuse  unless  he 
wants  to  have  the  enmity  of  entire  so- 
f  ieties.  Of  course  it  might  not  work 
that  way.  but  no  one  wants  to  try  it 
that  I  know  f>f.  I  have- bought  iicket.> 
until  you  can't  rest,  and  if  I  used  all 
of  them  I  should  have  little  time  fo^ 
anything  but  attending  social  events. 
If  I  drew  something  in  every  drawing 
in  which  I  have  bought  tickets  I  would 
have  enough  stuff  to  stock  a  junk 
shop.

He 
testified  as  to  the  absence  of  hospital 
tetits  for  the  regiment  in  Cuba.  Ho 
Heated  hi.!  sicl:  in  tlu-  iv-giment  in  pref- 
erence to  sending  them  back  to  the  di- 
vision hospital,  because  of  the  difficulty 
in  trai!'.-!p4(itation.  The  nearest  lios- 
pital  was  i)>M-haps  a  mile  and  a  half 
awa.v.  The  medic-jil  supplies  were 
re;is<mah!y  sufficient.  The  appliances 
and  supplies  at  the  hospital  the  wit- 
ness did  not  know  about.  His  chief 
trouble  was  in  getting  an  amliulance. 
This  he  got  after  a  delay  of  iw  j  days. 
He  made  no  requisition  for  drugs  but 
once.  Dr.  McGraw  did  most  of  that 
work.  The  regiment  left  there  about 
Aug.  9.  At  that  time  there  were  al)out 
thirty  or  forty  men  in  acute  eondition. 
Perhaps  one-eigth  of  the  command  was 
reported    regularly    for    treatment. 

Thete  had  been  no  yellow  fever  up  to 
this  time.  The  condition  of  the  trans- 
port was  good  as  could  be  given.  Men 
had  fair  cjuarters  and  there  was  an 
abundance  of  medical  sujiplics.  There 
was  enough  i.e.  There  was  conden.sed 
milk  ar.il  a  limited  amount  of  malted 
milk.  They  purchased  with  the  hos- 
pital fund  beef  extrac-t  from  the  stew- 
ard of  the  \  essel.  There  was  some 
avai,;a'ob-  in  Santiago.  The  regiment 
lost  no  men  on  the  voyage.  The  vessel 
was  held  five  days  in  quarantine  at 
Montauk  Point  in  a  detention  camp. 
Tiie  ci>ndilion  of  the  camp  was  good, 
except  there  were  no  beds.  Dr.  Mc- 
CJraw  was  iu  charge  of  the  men^  in 
camp  while  the  witness  remained 
aboard  the  vessel  to  take  care  of  sup- 
plies. The  witness  explained  the  move- 
ments of  the  Sixth  fii»m  tiie  detention 
camp  to  the  regular  canifi  and  told  of 
the  march,  which  perhaps  five-.>;ixths  of 
the  jn«>n  were  able  to  make.  The  regi- 
ment was  in  can;p  until  (Jctober.  The

Stories  of  hunting  are  now  rife,  .lud 
there  is  .scarcely  a  sportsman  who  can- 
not tell  an  Intel esting  tale  of  his  ex- 
perieui  es.  comical  some  of  them  and 
some  thrilling.  One  well-known  disciple 
of  N'imrod  living  in  Duluth  had  a  shock 
once  at  the  memory  of  which  he 
trembles  even  now.  although  it  is  sev- 
eral years  sinc-e  the  occurrence.  In  one 
of  his  jaunts  through  the  woods  he  ran 
across  a  jdace  on  the  hank  of  a  small 
stream  where  an  enterprising  s[>orts- 
man  had  constructed  a  .scaffold  in  :i 
couple  of  tiecs  and  had  salted  tin- 
grouiiil  at  tin-  margin  of  the  stream  to 
make  a  'deer  lick.  "  Tlu-  hero  of  tin- 
tale  recogidzes  a  .good  thing  when  be 
sees  it  and  hf-  mailt-  a  mental  note  of 
his  di.scovery.  He  rea.sone.l  that  the 
man  wlio  built  th«'  scatTolii  and  ]>re- 
i)ai«'d  the  lick  would  probably  not  be 
theie  e\ery  night  and  he  made  up  his 
miiiil  to  avail  hituself  of  the  unknown's 
labor  on  one  of  tlu-  hitler's  off  idghts. 

One  night  not  long  afterwards,  the 
hero  t)f  this  tale  was  out  in  the  woods 
alter  deer.  it  was  getting  .ilong 
towards  morning  and  he  had  not  had  a 
shot.

My       tongue 
seemed   to  weigh  a   ton  and   it   seemel 
as  if  it  was  an  age  before  I   was  able 
to  gasp  out   'Don't  shoot.'      There  was 
in    inarticulate    exclamation    from    the 
scaffold   and    th»'   shape   seemc-d    to  col- 
lapse.      I  felt   Weak  and  sat  down  and 
fanned   myself   with  my       cap.       Aftei 
a  while  a  man  climbed  down  from   the 
scaffold  and  came  toward  me.      He  wa.« 
so     Weak    with    fri.ght   that    he   tott"i'H! 
aiui   his    voice  tretiibU'd   as   h<-  spoke    to 
me.       He  was  certainly  .scared  as  badly 
IS  I  was.  if  not  in<»re  so.       1  found  that 
1    hail    indeed    had   a   narrow  escape,   as 
his   finger    was   on    the    trigger   when    I 
yelled.       He  said  that  he  thought   I  was 
a   bear.       I  declined   his  <-ordial    invita- 
tion to  share  the  scaffold  with  him  u:i- 
til   daylight,  smiling  in   my  sleeve  as   1 
did  so.  \Vhen  he  <  ommented  on  the  per- 
verse   chance    that    had    led    me       into 
such  danger  and   so  nearly       betrayed 
him  into  shooting  me,  I  gave  myself  a 
nu<lge. 

"We  chatted  awhile,  and  then  ww 
both  started  for  home,  neither  caring 
for  any  more  hunting  that  night.

Continous  Ovation. 

Mobile,  Ala.,  Nov.  4. — Gen.  Joe  Wheel- 
tr  and  staff,  consisting  of  Capt.  J.  K. 
Thompson,  aide:  Maj.  H.  S.  Turrell, 
surgeon,  and  Maj.  Charies  E.  Penny, 
chief  quartermaster,  arrived  from 
Huntsvllle  today  and  were  met  by  a 
committee.  The  party  was  accom- 
panied by  the  Mobile  &  Ohio  officials, 
the  mayor  and  local  military  officers  on 
a  private  car  to  Citronell,  where  Gen. 
Wheeler  will  inspect  the  propo.sed  site 
of  the  army  sanitarium.  The  progress 
of  the  general  through  the  streets  was 
a  continuous  ovation.  From  the  car  he 
made  a  short  address.  The  purport  of 
the  address  was  the  future  of  Ala- 
bama and  the  Southern  states  in  com- 
mercial relation  with  the  territory 
which  the  I'^nited  States  has  accjuired 
by  "force  of  circumstances."  The  gen- 
eral holds  a  public  reception  at  the 
Battle  house  tonight  and  will  be  ten- 
dered a  banquet.

Washington,  Nov.  4. — A  torn  and 
weather-stained  Spani.-^h  Mag  was  re- 
ceived at  the  navy  department  today, 
bi>aring  the  follnwirg  inscription: 

"The  first  Spani.'di  Hag  hauled  down 
in  I'o-to  Uieo  ly  I'nited  States  forces. 
On  Jul\  2.">.  IMi^.  the  Gloucester.  I-leut. 
Cominandfr  Wainwright.  l'.  .S.  N.,  cotn- 
maiiding.  stej-iiied  into  Ouanaca  harbor, 
and  landed  a  force  of  twenty  seanic-H 
under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Harry  i'. 
Huse,  I'.  S.  .V.  This  flag  was  hauUd 
down  and  the  I'nited  States  ensign 
hoisted  in  its  place.  After  a  sharji  skir- 
mish, in  which  four  of  the  eneiny  were 
killed,  the  village  was  captured  and 
held  by  the  seamen  force  until  relieved 
an  hoin-  later  hy  the  landing  of  the  artn^ 
regulars."

Morrc, 
an  interpreter  in  the  emi)loy  of  the  I'nit- 
ed States  j,'-ii\ernment,  who  has  recently 
arrived  from  the  Kast,  ami  will  be  per- 
iiiaiu-iitl.N  stationed  here  in  the  revenue 
service.  Dr.  Morre  has  achieved  glorv 
ol  late  throesli  his  services  In  Cuba,  as 
he  there  had  the  disilncilon  of  iiUeipij't- 
itig  between  (iens.  Shatter  and  Toral  at 
the  time  of  the  latlers  surrender  of 
Santiago.  In  addition,  the  doctor  Is  a 
Ph.  D..  of  the  university  of  Leipzig,  and 
is  a  corresponding  member  of  the  acad- 
emy of  France. 

For  several  years  of  his  life  lie  se^^•od 
as  an  afient  for  Cook  &  Co.  In  this  vo- 
cation he  traveled  all  over  the  world,  and. 
having  a  iiiiick  ear  ami  a  good  memory, 
the  result  is  that  he  is  now  master  of 
twenty-one  iaiisua.ges.  In  his  leisure  mo- 
ments he  has  devotc-d  himself  t<»  scien- 
tilic  pursuits  and  several  inventions  al- 
readv  hear  his  name.  He  has  a  liinihi- 
ous  paint,  which,  when  daubed  on  an 
ohject.  iiiiinediatel\'  invests  the  .vanie 
with  a  hilghi  blue  color  that  Is  the  more 
vivid  the  darker  the  siirroiiiidlMg  atnxis- 
idieie.  "It  ahsorbs  Ihe  liglu  and  letlects 
it.'  savs  the  iloclor.  V.i  at  Ihe  same  time 
he  jiisisls  that  tlieie  is  iio  pluisjihuros  in 
the  oi-epaialion.  In  aiil  Idtliesls  lo  this 
he  has  what  he  calls  an  invisible  p.ilnt. 
This,  loo,  ah.s<.rhs  thi-  light,  but  does  not 
icllecl  it.  Dr.  Morre  claims  that  l>v  coat- 
ing a  w.ir  vessel  with  this  i)aint  the  ves- 
.Sel  will  h'  tendered  absidutelv  invisihle 
even  umler  the  pow<-r  of  a  .searchlight. 
He  also  claims  to  have  jtroved  this  bv  a 
satisfactory  test.  lUit  the  invention  with 
wlilch  he  has  recently  startled  I'arls.  is  of 
Mreater  caliber.  iJr.  Morre  .savs  he  made 
the  di.scovery  about  a  month  a.i;o.  One 
day  he  asked  himself  the  ou«='stion: 
"W  by.  considi  riiii,'  that  all  materials  pos- 
sessed about  the  same  densltv.  one 
weighed  more  than  tiie  other';"  His  logi- 
cal conc-lusion  was  that  one  was  more 
attracted  by  gravitation,  the  magnetism 
of  the  earth,  than  the  other.  So  that.  If 
this  gravitation  or  magnetism  could '  be 
reduced  In  the  ca.sc  of  the  heavier  metals 
all  me<als  could  be  mtide  to  wilgh  about 
the   same. 

So  he  experimented  with  sixteen  p:a*es 
of  metals  of  ditt'eie-it  Weights,  from  irid- 
ium, the  liKhtesl,  to  platinum,  the  heavi. 
est  metal  known.  Then  acting  upon  the 
principle  that  gravitation  an<l  n  a-neiism 
are  one  and  the  same,  he  h<l«l  a  steel 
needle  over  each  plate,  at  the  same  time 
holding  a  ixnverful  magnet  to  the  under- 
neath surface.  The  result  was  that  he 
found  the  so-called  heavier  metals  were 
the  best  cotnluctois  of  m.ignetisin.  The 
nce.ile.  for  instance.  stU(  k  to  the  tilati- 
niim  like  glue,  and  followed  the  magnet 
underneath  in  all  its  movements  with 
rapidiij.  The  lighter  metals  were  the 
less  satisfactory  condu<tors,  the  magnet 
having  little  or  no  elTect  through  the  fi- 
i<llum.    aluminum   an<l   copper  olates. 

Dr.  Morre  exteinieii  his  e.\  pen  mint.-!.  He 
nrocured  a  )iitte  of  aluminum  (the  chea))- 
est  metal,  and  nearly  tin-  lightest!  lifieen 
feet  .square  and  laid  it  upon  mither 
earth.  Then,  taking  a  piece  of  hrass 
metal  very  nearly  one  standard  pound 
he  susi'ended  it  over  the  aluminum  olatt- 
and  Weighed  it.  with  lei^uit  that  Ic  found 
the  iiuerpositioM  <<(  the  ))late  hetween  the 
metal  and  the  earth  meant  a  loss  to  It  of 
half  an  ounce.  This  e.\periin.-m  was  re- 
peated, and  other  metals  tried,  with  vtir- 
ied  results,  bit  all  oe.iniinif  the  one  wav 
to  the  reduction  of  weight  of  the  metal 
in  the  presence  of  a  non-conductor  (u- 
mjigneilsni. 

No  more  linished  results  have  as  yel 
been  a  •hieved.  lUu  the  fat  I  thai  the  ai  lid- 
einy  ol  France  has  r.-ceivcd  Dr.  Morre's 
communications  with  .ividitv.  and  that 
t).'eiiaratlons  for  fuither  research  are  |)e- 
in^-  made,  go  lo  sh<»w  th.it  there  |s  at 
least    .something  tanglhle   in   the   idea.

Some  Priceless    Court  Rec- 
ords at  Washington  Are 
Destroyed  By  Fire. 

Washington.  Nov.  7.— An  explosion 
and  fire  at  5:15  yesterday  afternoon 
wrecked  the  supreme  court  room  and 
the  roon.s  immediately  adjoining  it  on 
the  main  door  of  the  capitol.  The  dam- 
age is  enc.  mous.  The  entire  central 
ea.stern  poiiion  u{  the  great  marble  pde 
from  the  main  lloor  to  the  suiiter.anean 
i.asenienl  i.iaclicaily  is  a  mass  of 
ruin.s.  The  forje  of  the  explosion  was 
so  heavy  that  the  coping  stones  on  the 
outer  walls,  just  east  of  the  point  where 
the  explosion  occurred,  were  ouiged  oui 
neany  two  inches;  windows  in  all  that 
part  of  the  l>uilding  were  blown  out  anu 
locked  dt.'oi.s  Were  forced  fn,in  thoir 
hinges  150  Icet  from  the  scene  of  it. 

Fire  followed  the  explosion  so  quickly 
as  to  seem  praL-tically  simultaneous. 
It  occurred  in  a  small  room  ti:^htly  en- 
closed by  heavy  stone  walls  in  the  sub- 
terranean liasenient  immediately  below 
the  main  entrance  to  the  oid  capitol 
building.  \\\  this  room  was  a  ."00-light 
gas  meter,  which  was  fed  by  a  4-injh 
main.  Very  little  gas  is  used  in  that 
part  of  tho  .luilding,  but  at  the  time  of 
the  explosion  the  gas  had  not  been 
turned  cff  at  the  meter.  The  meter  it- 
self was  wrecked  and  the  gas  i>ourins 
from  the  inain,  caught  liie.  Tlie  fiames 
originating-  frotn  the  expl.ision  darted 
up  the  shaft  of  the  elevator,  which  had 
been  comidttely  destroyed  by  the  force 
of  the  explosion,  and  communication 
was  thus  t  ul  off  with  the  record  100m  of 
the  supreme  court,  the  office  of  the  mar- 
shal of  the  I  ourt  and  the  supreme  court 
library.  Before  the  tiames  could  be 
subdued  the  priceless  documents  in  the 
record  room  had  been  almost  totally 
destroyed,  and  serious  damage  had 
been  d<me  in  the  marshal's  ofiice  and 
some  minor  rooms  in  the  Immediate  vi- 
cinity. 

The  libraiy  of  the  supreme  court,  lo- 
cated immediately  beneath  the  .supreme 
court  room,  was  badly  damaged  by  fire, 
smoke  and  water,  practically  destroy- 
ing the  great  collection  of  law  reference 
books.  Many  of  the  works  it  ctmtained 
would  be  difficult  to  replace.  Librarian 
Clark,  after  a  cursory  examinati<m 
necessarily  made  by  the  light  of  lan- 
terns, expressed  the  opinion  that  many 
of  the  Itooks  could  be  saved,  although 
they  had  been  drenched  "oy  water  from 
the  streams  poured  into  the  library  for 
two  hours  after  the  explosion  occurred. 
The  most  serious  damage,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court, 
is  to  the  records  stored  in  the  suo- 
'oasement.  These  Included  all  of  the 
records  of  the  supreme  court  from  171)2 
tj  1S32.  Ajiparently  the  documents  in 
this  room  are  either  totally  destroyed 
or  so  badly  damaged  by  fire  and  water 
as  to  be  useless.  Justice  Harlan  said 
that  while  the  loss  of  the  records  was 
irreparable,  it  was  fortunate  that  the 
later  records  of  the  court,  which  are 
kept  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  on  the 
main  lloor.  were  not  injured. 

While  man\  theories  are  offered  as  to 
the  cause  of  the  explosion,  it  seems  be- 
yond doubt  to  have  been  due  10  escap- 
ing gas.  .\t  7  minutes  after  5  Lieut. 
Nelson  of  the  capitol  police,  detected 
an  odor  of  gas  In  the  c.:rridor  adjoining 
the  supreme  court  room. 

Not  being  aiile  to  locate  it  he  pro- 
ceeded to  statuary  hall— the  old  hall  of 
the  hou.se  of  representatives — thinking 
the  gas  might  bees.?aping  from  a  burner 
in  that  vicinity.  While  he  wa..  endea- 
\<iring  to  locate  the  escape  of  he  gas, 
the  explosion  occurred.  Only  a  few 
persons,  principally  officers  of  the  cap- 
itol police,  were  in  the  building  at  that 
time,  but  several  of  them  had  narrow 
escapes.  Before  the  fire  department, 
which  responded  to  an  alarm  sent  in  by 
a  policeman  three  squares  from  the 
capitol,  had  arrived,  C.  P.  Gliem,  chief 
electrician  of  the  capitol,  and  H.  W. 
Taylor,  chief  engineer  of  the  nouse.side, 
had  a  stream  playing  into  the  supreme 
court  re?ord  room,  which  by  that  time 
was  a  roaring  furnace.  Within  a  few 
minutes  aft^r  the  arrival  of  the  depart- 
ment the  names  were  under  control,  al- 
though as  a  precautionary  measure 
streams  were  poured  into  the  mar- 
shal's office,  the  library  and  the  sub- 
terranean ba.sement   for  two   hours. 

The  flremen  were  unable,  however, 
for  a  considerable  time,  to  extinguish 
the  flame  of  gas  which  shot  out  of  the 
4-lnch  main  in  the  meter  room.      From

Chicago.  Nov.  7.— The  market  advanced 
early  on  higher  Llveipoid  cables,  but 
later  in  the  day  declined  owing  to  lower 
continental  markets.  It  nas  been  a  trad- 
ers' market  altcjgether,  outside  orders  be- 
ing limited  on  account  of  a  holldav  to- 
morrow. The  visible  increase  was  liirger 
than  expected,  while  the  world's  ship- 
ments were  very  heavy.  The  amount  on 
pa.ssage  showed  a  small  decrease.  Sea- 
board clearances  were  fair  and  rtfty  loads 
are  reported  taken  for  export.  It  is  a 
noteworthy  fact  that  notwithstanding  th'- 
large  amount  now  afloat,  that  what  is  on 
passage  decreases,  while  Liverpool  re- 
ports only  <me  week's  supplv.  Local  sen- 
timent is  inclined  to  be  bearish,  but  would 
consider  wheat  a  fair  purchase  on  soft 
spots.

In  the  past  year  or  two  a  num- 
i)er  of  his  'oest  men  have  left  the  com- 
pany's service  rather  than  su!.. scribe  :o 
Sir  Cecil's  peculiar  notions   to  the  ex- 
tent  of  remaining  single  for   life.     The 
result  has  been  that  other  leading  mem- 
bers of  the    chartered     company     have 
taken  the  matter  up.     They  pointed  out 
that  unless  a  reversal   of  policy     were 
manifested  things  would   soon    assume 
a   serious   aspect,    as   important   affairs 
would  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  least 
reliable  of  the  company's  servants.   Sir  I 
Cecil   gave   the   matter   due  considera- 
tion, and,  finding  that  the  protest     had 
most    substantial    grounds,    has      sur- 
rendered.   Accordingly     an     edict     has 
gone  forth  among  the  chartered     com- 
pany's officials  promising  that     prefer- 
ence in   promotion       will       be  .given    to 
married  men,  and  advising    ail     those 
who  can  do  so  to  enter  forthwith  into 
the  bonds  of  matrimor»y.

their  old  paganism.  Vaiala  was  vet  t<>o 
superstitious  to  have  anything  to  do  .vith 
the  missing  turtles.  Elelers  of  the  town 
council,  maids  of  the  village.  ancient 
crones  who  were  supposed  to  be  as  v,  ise 
•IS  witches,  each  came  under  the  veil  of 
secrecy  and  conlidf^nce  with  a  full  con- 
fes.sl.in  of  the  positive  sanctitv  of  lUi- 
tles  in  Vaiala,  and  as  a  result  of  that  su- 
perstition the  certainty  that  the  pre- 
served animals  had  escaped  and  had 
been   eaten    by  the  neighbors. 

It  is  a  problem  in  ethics.  The  pen  was 
surely  strong  enough  to  hold  the  turtles 
The  turtle  was  really  the  ancestral  god 
of  Vaiala.  and  as  such  not  to  be  eaten 
when  they  were  yet  in  heathendon*.  Yet 
\  aial.a  smiled  as  those  smile  who  have 
eaten  turtle  with  no  qualms   of  theology

Chairman  Mitchell 
has  issued  an  absurd  statement,  claim- 
ing the  district  for  Morris  by  a  large 
majority,  but  this  is  made  solely  for 
cfTect.  Mitchell  diios  not  believe  it. 
H<'  is  merely  trying  to  brace  up  the 
party  workers  who  have  grown  «lis- 
heartened  by  tht>ir  lack  of  success. 

The  Morris  committee  is  preparing 
to  make  a  final  effort  to  stem  the  tide 
that  is  running  so  strongly  against  its 
canditlate  and,  from  information  ic- 
ceived  by  Mr.  Towne'.s  friends,  it  fs 
evident  that  it  will  not  hesitate  to 
employ  the  most  unscrupulous  meth- 
ods. In  order  to  put  some  life  into  the 
ward  heelers  in  Duluth.  another  fund 
has  been  raised  among  the  liepubliian 
business  men,  who  have  already  been 
freely  bletl  to  aid  Morris,  and  the  ward 
w<.>rkers  were  to  be  called  into  the  Mor- 
ris headquarters  today  and 
promised,  as  an  incentive  to 
greater  effort,  that  each  will 
be  given  $25  if  Morris  should  be 
elected.  If  he  is  defeated,  they  will 
get  nothing.  What  effect  this  "gener- 
ous" offer  will  have  remains  to  be 
seen,  but  nothing  that  they  can  do 
will  prevent  Mr.  Towne  from  getting 
a  heavy  majority  in   DuUith. 

An  instance  of  the  b.iser  methods  em- 
ployed by  the  Morris  committee  came 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Democratic 
congressional  committed  a  week  ago.

It  has  been 
arranged  that  a  special  train  over  the 
Brainerd  &  Xorthern  railroad  will  leave 
P.rainerd  tonight  or  tomorrow  morn- 
ing picking  up  these  men  who  have 
been  located  along  the  line  and 
take  them  to  Walker  and  other 
points  in  Cass  county  wheie 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to 
vote  them.  Then,  if  their  votes  are 
cast,  the  Morris  committee  will  claim 
the  big:  vote  there  is  due  to  the  large 
number  of  new  settlers  during  the  past 
two  years.  It  is  a  shrewd  game  of 
fraud,  but  The  Herald  does  not  believe 
it  will  work.  It  shows,  however,  how 
desperate  the  Morris  committee  has  be- 
come.

The    Southern     Pacific     Works    at 
Sacramento  Damaged  $200,000. 

Bacramento.  Cal.,  Nov.  7.— A  fire 
which  broke  out  in  the  extensive  rail- 
road shops  of  th  ^  Southern  Pacific 
company  today  car.:cd  a  loss  of  over 
$i;00.000.  It  started  in  the  car  and  ma- 
chine shop  in  the  center  of  a  group  of 
large  buildings  and  fanned  by  a  stiff 
northwest  wind  destroyed  the  struc- 
ture and  its.  machinery  in  less  than 
ha'f  an  hour.

name  of  the  vice  president.  He  also 
found  a  deficiencj-  of  knowledge  as  to 
the  structure  of  this  government.  H.- 
thought  every  teacher  should  know 
these  thmgs.  for  they  are  quite  likely 
t<»  be  asked  concerning  them  by  th" 
I'upils.  and  it  will  have  a  bad  effect  if 
the  teacher  is  unable  to  an.-^wer  simple 
questions.  Director  Harrison  thought 
that  the  sui>erintenilent  should  t-ll  the 
teachers  at  the  next  teachers'  meetins; 
that  it  would  be  well  for  them  to  brush 
up  on  these  subjc-cts. 

Superintendent  Denfeld  informed  the 
hoard  that  he  was  already  doing  what 
-Vir.  Harrison  suggested,  and  that  he 
had  been  endeavoring  to  impress  upon 
the  teachers  the  importance  of  such 
knowledge  as  Mr.  Harrison  had  re- 
feried   to. 

The  board  laid  on  the  table  a  com- 
munication from  \V.  K.  L.ucas.  receiver 
of  the  Marine  National  bank,  in  refer- 
ence to  compromising  the  debt  of  A.  R. 
Humphreys,  formerly  of  Duluth.  to  the 
bank.  The  board,  as  a  creditor  of  the 
bank,  was  asked  for  an  expression  0:1 
the  subject.  Rec^Mver  Lucas  stating  that 
unless  he  was  requested  not  to.  he 
would  compromise.  Humphreys  offers 
~\s  per  cent  on  his  indebtedness  of 
SliitH).  and  Mr.  Lucas  believes  it  will  be 
better  to  accept  than  to  start  bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 

County  Superintendent  W.  H.  Stullz 
tendered  his  lesignation  as  a  member 
of  ihe  board  of  examiners,  and  Super- 
intendent Denfeld  was  appointed  to  his 
place,  he  having  consented  to  accept  it 
at  the  request  of  the  board.  A  peti- 
tion to  reinstate  the  storekeeper,  whose 
place  was  abolished  last  meeting,  was 
laid  upon  the  table.  Superintendent 
Denfeld  made  his  monthly  report,  show- 
ing an  enrollment  up  to  Nov.  1  of  8^82 
against  S243  last  year. 

Superintendent  Denfeld  asked  that 
the  rule  of  the  board  making  election 
day  a  school  holiday  be  set  aside,  as  he 
could  see  no  necessity  of  observing  it. 
and  as  it  would  shorten  the  school 
month  too  much  in  view  of  the  nearness 
of  Thanksgiving.

Munger,  the  imprint  of  whose  hand,  he 
said,  was  visible  in  every  important  im- 
provement that  had  ever  been  made  in 
the  city  of  Duluth,  and  asked  that  every 
man  who  had  pride  in  the  city  remember 
the  loyal  service  performed  by  him  by 
voting  for  him  for  register  of  deeds.

The  St.  Paul  high  school  sent  a  foot- 
ball   team    to    Duluth    on    Saturday    to 
play  the  high  school  here,  and  it  was  a 
team  of  which  the  schools  of  that  city 
ought    to    be    heartily    ashamed.      The 
reputation  of  being  sluggers  and   dirty 
players  had  preceded  them,  but  the  Du- 
luth boys  thought  that  it  was  exagger- 
ated.   They  found  out  before  the  teams 
had   lined   up  three  times   that    the   St. 
Paul  men  deserved  everything  that  had 
been   said   about    them,   and    that    thev 
were    up    against    a    set    of    thugs    and 
bruisers.      One  week  before  Minneapoli.^ 
had    sent    a    team    up    here,    and    they 
were  all  gentlemen  and  played  as  gen- 
tlemen    should.       Not   a   decision    was 
questioned  and  the  best  of  feeling  pre- 
vailed.   They  played  hard  ball  and  beat 
Duluth   fairly  and  squarely.     It   was  :• 
sad    contrast    to    see    the    way    the    St. 
Paul  boys  played.     It  was  all  the  more 
deplorable  because  St.  Paul  clearly  out-

Dr.  Schooler  Testifies  as  to 

the  Sickness  at  Camp 

Thomas. 

Chicago,  XijV.  7.— Gen.  Dodge,  Co!. 
Sexton  and  Dr.  Ccmner.  of  the  war  in- 
vestigating commission,  arrived  in 
Chicago  today  and  immediately  began 
to  examine  w  iinesses  at  the  .Vuditorium 
hotel.  A  laree  number  of  witnesses  are 
on  the  list,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  th? 
three  memliers  of  the  commission  will 
l>e  able  to  leave  Chicago  liefore  Wednes- 
day. They  will  then  leave  for  Detroit, 
where  the  investigation  will  be  con- 
tinued. From  Detroit  the  commA^ion- 
ers  will  go  direct  to  Washington. 

Dr.  Lewis  Schooler,  of  Des  Moines, 
low.i.  was  the  first  witness  to  testify  to- 
•  la.\.  From  June  7  to  July  17.  Dr.  Scliooicr 
was  stationed  at  Camp  Thomas  as  chief 
surgeon  of  the  Second  division.  Tliiid 
army  corps.  Questioned  by  L>r.  Conner, 
he  saiil  that  during  the  time  he  was  there 
the  sanltar.v  conditions  In  the  hosplta  s 
was  not  \ery  good:  that  the  sinks  In  ti.e 
whole  di\lslon  were  bad.  owing  principa  - 
ly  to  the  charatter  of  the  ground;  ami  the 
discipline  was  rather  lax. 

"At  the  op«  iiing."  said  Dr.  Schooler 
"there  were  practically  no  facilities  I'or 
the  care  of  the  sick;  we  were  short  .;f 
medicines  and  had  no  apparatus  by  w  hich 
the  stewards  c-ould  prepare  the  me(licir>  s 
that  we  had.  The  regimental  hospital,;, 
all  but  one  or  two,  were  as  poorly  sup- 
plied with  medicines  as  the  division  ho.-»- 
pttals.

AXNl'AL  EXPENDITURE  FOR 
GOLF. 

More  than  $15,000,000  is  spent 
annually  in  the  United  States  for  golf, 
says  the  Chicago  Times  Herald.  It  all 
goes  for  the  pleasure  of  swinging  iron 
mallets  and  skillfully  driving  gutta, 
percha  balls  over  hazards  and  bunkers. 
In  proportion  to  the  number  of  persons 
engaged  it  is  the  most  expensive  ama- 
teur sport  in  the  world.  The  figures  are 
given  by  an  expert,  who  has  gathered 
statistics  from  every  one  of  the  600 
clubs  in  the  country,  and  do  not  include 
the  thousands  of  dollars  spent  by  own- 
ers of  piivate  grounds.  They  are  prob- 
ably far  below  the  actual  amount.  The 
investments  of  the  clubs  represented  are 
more  than  $30,000,000. 

There  are  eleven  golf  clubs  in  and 
around  Chicago,  with  memberships  ol 
100  to  150.  There  are  many  minor  or- 
ganizations, 80  that  the  total  number  of 
golf  players  in  the  city  Is  not  far  short 
of  2000.  If  they  spend  the  average  sum 
it  means  an  outlay  of  nearly  $400,000.  In- 
vestments of  Chicago  golf  clubs  are 
more  elaborate  for  their  numljer  than 
the  Eastern  organizations.  The  Glen- 
view  Golf  club,  for  example,  which  wis 
organized  only  a  year  and  a  half  ago, 
has  already  spent  more  than  $100,000.  It 
owns  200  acres  of  valuable  land  on  the 
north  fork  of  the  Chicago  river,  and  has 
constructed  a  club  hou.se  costing  $nO,000. 
The  grounds  have  been  cared  for  and 
Improved  by  landscape  gardeners,  and  a 
wilderness  has  been  turned  intd  a  gar- 
den sp4>t.  Thousands  of  dollars  have 
bf  en  spent  in  building  greens,  construct- 
ing bunkers  and  making  hazards.  There 
arc  at  least  sItc  other  clubs  that  have 
»ieen  as  lavish  as  Glenvlew.  The  total 
investment  for  golf  in  Chicago  is  not 
far  short  of  $800,000.

SALTING  GOLD  MINES 


Men    Make    a    Business    of 

Swindling  Investors  By 

This  Method. 


How  High- Priced  Experts  Are 

Sometimes  Fooled  By 

New  Tricks. 


Following  In  the  wake  of  the  miners 
w^ho  make  a  general  stampede  for  a  new 
El  Dorado  gold  Held  upon  the  slightest 
pretext  come  the-  jirofesslonal  gamblers 
and  daredevil  adventurers,  who  live  upon 
the  proceeds  of  the  new  mines  worked 
by  the  successful  claimants,  says  the 
New  York  Sun.  Salting  mines  Is  a  species 
of  swindling  that  prospered  more  In  the 
zenith  of  California's  great  gold-digging 
days,  but  It  has  not  by  any  means  died 
out.  It  has  assumed  new  phases,  which 
sometimes  makes  It  ditflcull  of  dete-.-ti:.)!!, 
and  the  man  who  ileliberately  follows  thl.s 
business  Is  something  more  than  a 
shrewd    adventurer.      He    is    a    scientific 

man  as  well  as  cjiie  of  cool  net^'e  and  ad- 
\enturous   nature. 

The  r(>poris  of  mine  siilting  arc-  already 
coming  down  from  the  Klondike,  and 
jjrobabl.v  more  of  the  same  kind  will  be 
lieard  of  before  another  season  passes, 
it  would  be  cpieer.

The  credulity  of 
the  ave:age  placer  miner  Is  historical, 
and,  in  spite  of  many  dlsappoititnients 
and  living  examples  of  fraud,  he  Is  Just 
as  likely  to  be  taken  In  bv  a  tlrst-class 
mine  .salter  as  were  his  preciece.ssors  back 
m  the  •.".Os  in  <.'a!ifornla. 

Buying  or  Investing  In  a  g<dd  mine  Is 
one  of  the  most  uncertain  trade  trans- 
actions In  the  world,  and  the  chances  of 
.some  one  getting  "skinned"  are  greater 
than  In  horse  (baling,  it  is  a  risk  to  buv 
the  best  gold  mine.  It  may  j.an  <ait  p  lor- 
ly  or  It  may  make  a  foitiine  for  the  own- 
er. It  is  this  uncertainty  whlcli  lends  it 
a  peculiar  fascination  to  many  persons 
Kverybody  likes  to  own  a  elairn  or  a  few 
shar«-s  ill  a  gold  mine:  It  mav  mean  so 
much  or  it  may  mean  .so  little.  So  main 
fabulous  fortun's  have  been  made  out  of 
unpretentious  mining  c-lalms  that  It  is 
easy  to  convince  one  s  self  that  the  sarni- 
luck  may  striki-  you.

This  Is  no  fault  of  the  owner 
nor  IS  It  the  result  of  salting,  it  is  for 
such  mines  that  the  expert  metallurgist 
nuist  be  on  the  lookout.  At  the  best  the 
value  of  a  gold  mine  is  one  of  the  most 
uncertain  and  tricky  things  on  the  face  of 
the  earth. 

^.'•"'^♦',.i"'<'**t'»t  f'ay  mine  salter  comes  to 
New  ^ork.  London.  Paris  or  other  large 
city,  to  linlsh  his  swindle.  He  plavs  for 
hierh  stakes  and  he  does  his  work  st-ien- 
tlhcally.  The  work  of  salting  his  claim 
Is  not  performed  in  a  day:  it  is  prc^bablv 
the  result  of  weeks  and  months  of  con- 
tinuous labor.  He  knows  what  to  extiect 
—the  careful  examination  of  the  rocks 
and  soil  by  a  trained  exi>ert— and  if  ne 
cannot  deceive  him  his  labors  are  all  in 
vain.  After  the  work  is  all  complete  he 
tsikes  samples  of  the  dirt  with  him  to 
show  the  capitalists  with  whom  he  tries 
to  negotiate  a  .sale.  This  dirt,  of  course 
is  rich  in  line  particles  of  gold,  and  not 
even  the  best  metallurgists  In  the  world 
could  tell  whether  It  had  been  dei>osited 
there  by  nature  or  by  some  shrewd  swind- 
ler. 

It  was  a  common  practice  once  upon  a 
time,  according  to  all  stories,  to  load  u 
shotgun  with  tiny  pieces  of  gold  and  then 
to  shoot  them  Into  the  vein  of  ore.  This 
gives  the  appearance  of  minute  particles 
of  gold  in  the  rocks,  but  only  the  credu- 
lous miner  on  the  scene  during  the  intens(> 
excitement  would  be  swindled  bv  such  a 
process.  TItp  trained  sctentitlc  expert 
would  laugh  at  such  clumsy  salting,  and 
pity  rather  than  hate  the  man  who  at- 
tempted the  swindle.  It  Is  the  rule  now 
for  metallurgists  to  make  a  great  num- 
ber of  borings  at  various  places  along  the 
line  of  the  vein  of  ore.  From  each  boring 
samples  are  taken  and  shipped  to  some 
trustworthy  assay  office.  The  amount  of 
gold  to  the  ton  of  rcK-k  that  these  samples 
tiroduce  generall.v  indicates  the  worlli  of 
the  mine. 

For  some  time  after  the  experts  adop- 
ted this  system  the  mine  sailers  were  at  a 
loss  how  to  get  even  with  them.  Thev 
could  not  salt  every  part  of  the  vein,  anil 
they  could  not  foretell  at  what  places  the 
experts  would  make  their  borings.  The 
samples  of  ore  were  usually  packed  in 
bags  under  the  eye  of  the  expert,  and 
each  bag  was  marked  to  show  on  .n  dia- 
gram from  what  place  the  ore  came.  The 
bags  were  finally  sealed  up  and  shipped 
away.  But  one  day  a  shrewd  mine  salter 
took  an  ordinary  hypodermic  syringe,  and 
tlirustlng  the  needle  through  the  batrging 
iniected  a  strong  solution  of  chloride  of 
gold  over  the  samples  of  rock  and  dirt. 
The  operation  was  so  simnle  and  easy 
that  It  was  not  detected.  When  the  sam- 
idcF  were  assayed  the  ore  showed  that 
the  mine  would  yield  several  hundred  dol- 
lars to  the  short  ton.  The  expert  metal- 
lurgist was  deceived,  the  mine  was  pur- 
chased for  a  big  sum,  and  the  Inventor 
of  one  of  the  most  recent  methods  of  salt- 
ing mines  got  safely  away  to  narts  un- 
known before  the  fraud  was  discovered.

"i  havt'  full  confidence  in  the  solemn 
promises  made  by  the  congress  of  Wasl-- 
inston  .mil  for  that  reason  I  do  not  have 
any  tear  as  to  the  inOepf.ndence  of  Cuba. 
Some  time  must  elapse  before  our  idea! 
will  be  realized,  but  after  so  many  strug- 
gles and  privations  we  can  wait  a  litUc 
longer. 

"The  military  occupation  bv  the  I'nited 
States  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  necessarv 
to  prepare  and  hurry  the  evacuation  oV 
the  Spanish,  and  to  bring  about  har- 
mony among  the  tlltferenl  factors  In  Cu- 
ban  politics. 

"During  this  mllltarv  occupation,  the 
Keiiubllcan  government  will  be  organize.l. 
Jts  decisions  will  be  tinallv  accepted  bv 
all:  all   order  will  reign  everywhere. 

"The  linal  success  of  our  struggle  iias 
re(iuu-ed  necessar;.-  destructi'>n  of  jirop- 
erl.v  whith  the  enemv  used  to  jt..;  ad- 
Viintage.  but  we  have  "never  attacked  i:i- 
ilivlduals. 

"The  struggle  against  Spain  Is  now  end- 
ed: we  'Commence  now  a  mon-  delicate 
and  difficult  task— namely,  to  make  our 
Kepubiican  political  sy.st«in  triumph  and 
to  reconstruct  the  countr.v.

Xew    York,    Nov.    7.— A   special    from 
Washington  says: 

President  McKinley's  message  to 
congress  will  be  a  very  strong  and  ur- 
,gent  a|>i>eal  for  jmmt'diate  legislative 
actum  for  the  constructiim  of  the  Ntc- 
ara.gua  canal  under  .government  direc- 
tion. The  president  will  point  «iut  :hat 
our  new  <onnectlons  in  the  Pacific  and 
in  the  West  Indies  make  It  imperative 
for  the  United  States  to  builj?  and  con- 
trol the  great  lnt«iinatlonaI  waterway 
and  that  delay  beyond  the  present  con- 
gress in  authorizing  its  <-onstruciion 
will  jeopardize  the  chances  for  Ameri- 
can c«»ntrol   in  the  future. 

President  McKinley  fully  appreciates 
the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  securing 
i)ronipr  action,  but  he  and  other  canal 
advocates  also  ai»preciate  that  failure 
this  year  may  mean  permanent  failure. 
Hence  preparations  are  going  forward 
for  one  of  the  most  bitt-r  tights  ever 
waged  in  the  interest  of  the  canal.
